The  history  of  the  Day  and  Night  Diner  stretches  back  in  time  to  1872  when  a 
Providence,  Rhode  Island  man,  named  Walter  Scott,  had  an  idea.  Since  most  businesses 
closed  by  8:00  P.M.  for  the  day,  he  decided  to  sell  snacks  and  meals  to  those  people  out 
late,  either  working  or  looking  for  entertainment  He  hitched  up  his  horse  to  a  wagon, 
made  a  few  memorable  dishes,  including  a  "dude  platter"  and  the  "chewed  sandwich", 
baked  some  pies  and  went  out  into  the  night.  Scotty's  night  lunch  wagon  was  an 
immediate  success  and  with  this  innovative  the  diner  industry  began. 

As  with  all  successful  ideas,  many  competitors  soon  entered  the  market.  However, 
change  in  the  diner  business  came  at  a  slow  pace.  For  the  first  12  years  customers  of  night 
lunch  wagons  had  to  stand  outside  and  eat.  The  big  breakthrough  in  design  came  in  1884 
when  a  Worcester  man,  named  Sam  Jones,  began  building  wagons  patrons  could  enter. 
Various  wagon  builders  came  and  went,  each  adding  another  feature  including  cooking 
stoves,  seats  and  later,  tables  and  booths. 

The  first  night  lunch  wagon  arrived  in  Palmer  in  1898  Peter  Bard  set  up  operation 
on  Main  Street  at  the  location  now  housing  The  Palmer  Restaurant.  After  serving 
thousands  of  meals  and  countless  cups  of  coffee,  the  Palmer  Diner  finally  wore  out  in 
1949  and  was  replaced  by  the  current  building. 

The  Worcester  Lunch  Car  Company,  founded  in  1 906,  built  many  of  the  diners  still 
in  operation  in  this  area.  The  first  diners  were  built  of  wood,  but  as  demand  increased  for 
larger,  stronger  and  more  modern  buildings,  steel  supports,  stainless  steel,  Formica  and 
other  man-made  materials  found  their  way  into  the  production  of  all  diners. 

The  Worcester  Company  built  651  diners  developing  a  reputation  for  well-built, 
conservative,  hand-crafted  buildings.  The  Day  &  Night  Diner,  car  #78 1  (the  number 
system  began  with  #200),  was  built  in  1941.  It  is  one  of  the  last  cars  built  by  Worcester. 
As  tastes  changed  diner  operators  began  demanding  more  modern  looking  structures  with 
lots  of  stainless  steel  and  sleek  lines.  By  not  changing  their  design,  Worcester  Car 
Company  found  itself  without  orders  and  was  forced  to  close  its  doors  on  May  23,  1961 . 
Today,  The  Day  &  Night  Diner  stands  as  one  of  the  best  preserved  Worcester  Diners  in 
the  area

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  new  year  brought  with  it  a  new  member  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Michael 
P.  Strzemienski  who  was  elected  at  the  Annual  Election  on  April  16,  1997 

Reorganization  of  the  Board  on  April  30,  1996  resulted  in  Lawrence  M.  Jasak 
assuming  the  role  of  Chairman,  Elaine  J.  Nikodem,  Vice  Chairman  and  and  Michael  P. 
Strzemienski,  clerk. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  May  20, 1996.  After  much  hard  work  by 
the  Department  Heads  and  the  Finance  Committee,  the  total  budget  appropriated  at  the 
meeting  remained  below  the  proposition  2  1/2  guidelines.  The  Free  Cash  figure,  for  the 
first  time  in  four  years  was  a  positive  amount  of  $126,553.00. 

Not  only  did  the  new  year  bring  a  new  member  to  the  Board  but  it  also  brought 
with  it  the  completion  of  a  number  of  major  projects. 

The  E9-1-1  Implementation  Committee,  after  many  hours  of  hard  work, 
recommended  a  house-numbering  system  to  the  Board  which  was  accepted  and  submitted 
to  NYNEX  for  approval.  Once  approved,  the  renumbering  began  and  was  completed  in 
February.  By  the  end  of  March,  the  E9-1-1  Response  Center  was  operating  24  hours  a  day, 
7  days  a  week.  NYNEX  provided  the  Town  with  approximately  $97,600  for  equipment, 
labor  and  material  to  assist  in  bringing  this  service  to  Palmer.  The  Board  would,  once 
again,  like  to  thank  those  individuals,  who  gave  of  themselves  to  see  this  much-needed 
service  become  a  reality. 

Following  the  denial  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  to  keep  the 
landfill  open  beyond  January  1, 1997,  the  Board  voted  to  allow  Palmer  residents  to 
continue  to  use  the  landfill  until  December  31, 1996  at  no  additional  sticker  fee.  It  was  also 
decided  to  solicit  proposals  for  the  acceptance  of  clean  construction  and  demolition 
material  for  a  fee.  Associated  Builders  of  Springfield  was  awarded  the  contract  and  the 
Town  obtained  revenue  in  the  amount  of  $148,091.25  to  the  end  of  December  with 
additional  revenue  expected  if  DEP  allows  these  services  to  continue  beyond  December  31, 
1996. 

A  Request  for  Proposals  for  solid  waste  pick  up  was  prepared  by  the  Sanitary 
Landfill  Committee  and  was  advertised  to  ensure  a  contract  for  January  1,  1997.  As  a 
result  of  their  work  regarding  the  belt  filter  press,  the  sludge  disposal  bids  were  received 
and  a  contract  was  awarded  and  signed  with  NETCO  of  Connecticut. 
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In  an  attempt  to  assist  the  residents  in  disposing  of  hazardous  waste,  the  Board 
authorized  the  participation  in  a  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  day  Through  the  Pioneer 
Valley  Planning  Commission,  Laidlaw  Environmental  Services  of  North  Andover  was 
awarded  the  contract  and  the  collection  day  was  held  on  June  15th  in  the  Palmer  Town 
Building  parking  lot  This  project  was  very  successful  and  137  residents  were  afforded  the 
opportunity  of  disposing  of  motor  oil,  paint,  insecticides  and  other  numerous  hazardous 
materials. 

A  white-metal/appliance  drop  off  was  also  held  on  November  9th.  A  contract  for 
these  services  was  awarded  to  WTE  Recycling  of  Greenfield.  Although  the  weather  was 
cold  and  rainy,  163  items  including  refrigerators,  washers,  dryers,  stove  and  heaters  were 
dropped  off  This  project  cost  the  Town  $24.45  as  the  Town  was  credited  for  the  white 
metal  that  was  collected  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  volunteers  who  assisted  in 
these  two  successful  collection  days.  It  is  the  Board's  plan  to  continue  with  these  services 
in  the  next  calendar  year. 

Along  these  lines,  the  Board  worked  with  Mrs.  Michelle  Corbeil-Crawford  and  her 
High  School  Ecology  and  Biology  classes  to  clean  up  the  area  surrounding  the  Ware  River 
which  is  located  between  the  Four  Corners  Cemetery  and  the  Main  Street,  Thorndike 
Bridge.  This  project  was  held  on  April  16th  and  numerous  trash  including  refrigerators, 
stoves,  automobile  parts  and  rubbish  being  disposed  of  at  the  recycling  center  in 
Greenfield  The  group  hopes  to  conduct  this  project  next  year  to  finish  the  job 
Congratulations  go  out  to  all  those  who  participated  and  assisted  in  this  project. 

The  gatehouse  and  Bondsville  Dam  site  continues  to  be  a  major  concern  of  the 
Board.  Although  this  is  private  property,  the  Board  contacted  DEP,  the  Dam  Emergency 
Management  Office  of  Dam  Safety  and  local  Legislators  to  voice  their  concerns.  As  a 
result  of  a  joint  meeting  with  all  pertinent  parties,  the  DEM  has  declared  the  area  a  safety 
emergency  and  have  approved  funding  and  repairs  to  the  gatehouse  and  wooden  structure 
located  on  the  site.  The  construction  will  begin  in  the  spring  of  1997. 

The  second  successful  Fall  Festival  was  held  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  September 
21st  and  22nd.  This  event  was  expanded  to  a  two-day  program  Main  Street,  Palmer,  was 
closed  and  much  of  the  activities  were  held  in  the  newly-finished  Depot  Village  Park. 
Plans  to  make  this  an  annual  event  are  ongoing  and  we,  as  a  Board,  are  looking  forward  to 
it  again  next  year  With  the  ongoing  support  of  the  local  businesses,  the  various  Town 
departments,  the  local  civic  groups  and  the  numerous  volunteers  this  event  can  only 
continue  to  promote  activity  in  the  down  town  Palmer  Area. 

One  of  the  biggest  accomplishments  of  this  Board  was  the  completion  of  the 
Mason  Street  Reconstruction  project   Following  a  number  of  informational  meetings  and 
the  securing  of  temporary  easements  and  land  acquisitions,  the  project  began  on 
September  3,  1996  and  will  be  completed  in  its  entirety  in  the  Spring  of  1997.  The 
project  was  funded  through  Chapter  90  funds  with  little  or  no  cost  to  the  taxpayers.  Our 
thanks  go  out  to  the  Mason  Street  residents  for  their  patience  over  the  years.  It  is  the 
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intent  of  this  Board  to  utilize  Chapter  90  funds  for  the  reconstruction  and  repairs  of  a 
number  of  other  roads  in  the  upcoming  year 

The  computer  contract  for  the  installation  of  computers  in  the  Palmer  Town 
Building  was  awarded  New  personal  computers  were  installed  and  are  currently  on  line 
The  process  of  transferring  and  converting  records  has  been  ongoing.  As  is  expected 
while  converting  data,  problems  have  arisen  and  the  Board  will  work  with  the  Department 
Heads  and  the  computer  company  to  resolve  these  issues.  No  conversion  process  is  easy 
but  the  Board  is  confident  that  the  system  will  be  running  at  its  full  potential  early  in  the 
new  year. 

Local  Government  Week  was  held  during  the  week  of  September  28th  through 
October  5th.  The  public  was  urged  to  attend  the  open  houses  that  were  held  by  the 
Department  Heads  at  the  Palmer  Town  Building  and  the  Waste  Water  Treatment  Plant. 

Local  Government  continuously  needs  interested  individuals  to  serve  on  the 
various  Boards,  Committees  and  in  Elected  positions.  In  an  attempt  to  instill  interest  in 
local  government,  the  Board  initiated  a  Local  Government  Partnership  Program.  This 
program  allows  government  officials  to  enter  the  classroom  and  teach  the  students  about 
the  operation  of  Town  government.  Through  the  corporation  of  Mr  William  Gallagher, 
Head  of  the  Palmer  High  School  Social  Studies  Department  and  Dennis  Rindoni  of  the 
Division  of  Local  Services  this  program  will  begin  January  31st  and  will  run  for  sixteen 
weeks.  If  this  program  is  a  success,  the  Board  will  attempt  to  expand  it  to  include  the 
students  working  in  the  various  Town  offices  The  Board  would  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  all  the  appointed  and  elected  officials  who  will  be  taking  part  in  this 
program. 

The  Board  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Division  of  Conservation  Services  has 
approved  and  awarded  the  Town  a  grant  of  $50,000  for  the  development  of  the  Walter 
"Beebe"  Chase  Memorial  Park.  These  funds,  along  with  funds  appropriated  by  Town 
Meeting,  will  allow  for  the  development  of  a  football,  baseball  field,  a  tot  playground  area, 
and  a  parking  area  Construction  will  begin  in  the  Spring  with  a  good  portion  of  the  work 
being  done  by  the  Highway  and  Park  Departments.  Further  development  of  this  site  will 
be  forthcoming  in  the  future  with  plans  to  include  a  picnic  area  and  a  bicycling  path. 

The  Board,  along  with  the  School  Building  Reuse  Committee,  is  still  working  very 
diligently  to  resolve  the  issues  of  the  remaining  vacant  school  buildings  With  the 
continuing  deterioration  of  the  Quaboag  Elementary  School,  the  Board  has  voted  to 
demolish  the  school  much  to  their  chagrin.  An  article  will  appear  on  a  special  town 
meeting  warrant  to  allow  the  voters  to  make  the  final  decision.  The  Three  Rivers 
Chamber  of  Commerce  has  leased  the  Three  River  Elementary  School  with  the  prospect  of 
conducting  a  feasibility  study  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  can  be  utilized  to  meet  their 
needs  The  Board  has  been  contacted  by  a  number  of  individuals  who  have  displayed  an 
interest  in  the  Thorndike  Elementary  School.  This  school  will  be  advertised  for  sale  in  late 
February  or  early  March  of  1997. 
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Lastly,  the  Board  has  taken  steps  to  develop  a  Financial  Management  Team  and  a 
Capital  Planning  Committee.  The  Financial  Management  Team  will  deal  with  issues 
including  investments,  borrowing  and  financing  of  capital  projects.  The  Capital  Planning 
Committee  will  evaluate  the  condition  of  the  community  and  forecast  capital  requirements 
for  facilities  and  equipment  on  a  long-range  basis.  The  creation  of  these  two  groups  will 
assist  the  Board  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  planning  for  the  future  financial 
management  of  the  Town.  It  will  allow  the  Board  to  project  the  future  expenditures  of  the 
Town  and  to  formulate  a  budget  to  accomplish  these  plans  as  well  as  to  keep  the 
taxpayers  aware  of  their  community  future's  needs 

As  you  can  see,  this  Board  experienced  a  number  of  positive  accomplishments  and 
has  taken  steps  to  assist  the  taxpayers  in  planning  for  a  productive  future. 

The  Board  would,  once  again,  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Department 
Heads,  employees,  Boards,  Committees  and  the  residents  for  their  support  and  continuing 
cooperation  throughout  the  year.  The  Board  looks  forward  to  working  together  with 
these  indiv  iduals  for  the  good  of  Palmer  in  the  upcoming  year.

BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 
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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  POLICE  DEPARTMENT  - 1996 


In  1996,  the  Palmer  Police  Department  answered  approximately  13,898  call  for 
service.  This  reflects  an  increase  of  about  30%  over  1995  (10,650).  From  these  calls,  more 
than  2,320  criminal  offenses  were  recorded  and  investigated,  up  slightly  from  last  years 
2,284.  Additionally,  903  arrests  were  made  or  criminal  summonses  issued.  This  reflects  an 
increase  of  approximately  17%  from  last  year's  771.  More  than  1,614  traffic  offenses  were 
recorded  and  562  traffic  accidents  investigated. 

An  area  that  bears  watching  over  the  next  couple  of  years  is  the  increase  in  crimes 
committed  by  those  in  the  age  groups  11-17  and  18-24.  Arrests  in  each  of  these  categories 
increased  by  more  than  40%. 

A  complete  statistical  report  of  this  year's  activity  follows  this  report. 

The  department  responded  to  786  alarm  calls  in  1996,  up  only  slightly  (3%)  from 
1995.  However,  a  staggering  97%  of  these  alarm  calls  (764)  were  attributable  to  accidental 
or  false  activations.  While  we  encourage  the  use  of  alarm  devices,  which  are  generally  cost 
effective  and  efficient  safeguards,  we  implore  property  owners  to  work  with  their  service 
providers  to  insure  that  their  systems  are  functioning  properly,  and  are  used  correctly  and 
responsibly.  In  the  coming  year  we  will  monitor  the  use  of  these  devices  closely  and  will 
work  with  property  owners  to  reduce  these  false  activations  in  the  hope  that  the  problem  can 
be  addressed  without  the  need  for  a  bylaw  that  levies  punitive  sanctions  against  property 
owners  as  other  towns  have  done. 

In  March  of  1996,  the  police  department  went  on-line  with  the  Enhanced  9-1-1 
Emergency  Telecommunications  System  (E9-1-1).  This  system  provides  the  immediate 
display  of  a  caller's  location  to  the  Dispatch  Center.  With  this  information,  the  department 
can  identify  the  location  of  a  call  for  service  and  provide  assistance  even  if  the  caller,  for 
whatever  reason,  is  unable  to  communicate  with  the  dispatcher.  The  E9-1-1  answering 
positions  at  the  Dispatch  Center  are  additionally  equipped  with  TTY  devices  that  allow  our 
call-takers  to  communicate  with  deaf  and  other  impaired  individuals  who  have  a  similar 
device.  The  entire  dispatch  staff,  shift  supervisors  and  a  number  of  police  officers  were 
trained  in  the  use  of  the  E9-1-1  equipment.  Between  March  and  December  of  1996,  more 
than  4,200  calls  were  answered  with  this  new  Enhanced  9-1-1  system.  With  the  exception  of 
some  funds  that  had  to  be  expended  for  some  minor  renovations  to  allow  the  Dispatch 
Center  to  accept  the  new  equipment,  all  the  equipment  and  maintenance  is  provided  by  the 
Statewide  Emergency  Telecommunications  Board  (SETB)  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

The  department  currently  has  16  full-time  sworn  police  officers.  It  is  anticipated  that 
in  early  1997,  two  more  officers  will  be  added.  For  three  years,  up  to  75%  of  the  salaries 
and  benefits  for  these  officers  will  by  paid  for  by  the  federal  government  under  the 
Community  Oriented  Policing  Services  (COPS)  Universal  Hiring  program.  The  addition  of 
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these  officers  means  that  the  department  will  now  have  three  positions  that  are  75%  funded 
by  the  federal  government.  In  the  coming  years,  whether  through  local  or  outside  funding 
sources,  additional  personnel  should  be  added  to  the  department  so  that  we  can  continue  to 
meet  the  ever  increasing  demand  for  service  and  be  allowed  to  provide  quality  police 
services  to  our  community. 

As  always,  in  1996  we  continued  to  seek  alternative  sources  of  funding  to  provide 
necessary  services  to  the  community.  To  that  end,  the  department  received  the  following 
grants: 

COPS-Universal  Hiring  Program  (federal  -  Office  of  Community  Oriented  Policing  Services)  - 
Up  to  $1 50,000  in  the  next  three  years  to  pay  for  75%  of  the  salary  and  benefits  of  two  police 
officers. 

Local  Law  Enforcement  Block  Grant  (federal  -  Bureau  of  Justice  Assistance)  -  $15,1 10  for 
equipment,  technology  and  other  material  directly  related  to  basic  law  enforcement  functions. 

Community  Policing  Grant  -  (state  -  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety)  -  $9,500  to  aid  in  the 
development  and  implementation  of  community  policing. 

Drug  Abuse  Resistance  Education  (D.A.R.E.)  Grant  (state  -  Executive  Office  of  Public 
Safety)  -  $9,700  to  assist  in  funding  our  very  successful  and  expanded  D.A.R.E.  program. 

Criminal  Justice  Information  Systems  (CJIS)  Data  Transfer  Program  (state  -  Executive  Office 
of  Public  Safety)  -  $7,000  to  replace  existing  CJIS  terminal.  This  is  the  department's 
computer  link  to  outside  law  enforcement  agencies  such  as  the  Registry  of  Motor  vehicles, 
State  Police,  FBI,  Probation  Dept.  and  many  others.  This  grant  will  enable  the  department  to 
procure  and  install  equipment  necessary  to  be  compatible  with  the  new  network  being 
installed  by  the  state's  Criminal  History  Systems  Board  (CHSB). 

Two  capital  projects  related  to  the  police  department  must  be  addressed  in  the  coming 
years.  First,  the  department  is  sorely  in  need  of  a  new  facility.  Although  some  additional 
space  was  allocated  to  the  department  at  the  Town  Building  in  1995,  we  cannot  continue  to 
operate  efficiently  without  a  larger  facility.  Unfortunately,  legislation  that  we  hoped  would 
assist  us  in  funding  such  a  project  has  died  on  Beacon  Hill  and  most  likely  will  not  be 
enacted.  Regardless,  the  town  must  address  the  issue.  We  are  hopeful  that  the 
Selectmen's  newly  appointed  Capital  Planning  Committee  will  work  with  us  in  this  regard. 
Next,  our  radio  system  needs  to  be  upgraded.  The  last  time  this  was  done  was  more  than  12 
years  ago.  The  current  equipment  is  becoming  antiquated  and  is  often  not  effective.  This 
puts  not  only  the  officers  at  risk,  but  the  citizens  of  the  community  as  well.  The  radio  system 
is  the  primary  means  of  communication  and  should  not  be  taken  for  granted.  I  am  confident 
that  this  issue  will  also  be  successfully  addressed. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  offer  my  thanks  to  the  hard-working,  dedicated  personnel  of 
the  Palmer  Police  Department.  Through  their  commitment  we  were  able  to  provide  quality 
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police  services  to  our  community  in  1996.  We  pledge  to  do  our  best  and  work  to  improve 
these  services  in  the  years  to  come. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  residents  of  the  community  who  support  us,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  Executive  Secretary  Beverly  Lund,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  town's  fire 
departments  and  their  chiefs,  Highway  Superintendent  Phil  Sampson  and  his  staff,  and  all 
the  other  town  offices  and  departments  for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  year. 

A  special  thank  you  to  the  E9-1-1  Implementation  Committee  for  their  efforts  and  to 
the  residents  and  property  owners  for  their  patience,  understanding,  and  cooperation  as  we 
worked  through  the  street  numbering  issue  related  to  the  E9-1-1  conversion. 

Finally,  a  reminder  to  those  residents  who  have  not  yet  changed  or  posted  their  house 
or  building  numbers.  Please  take  a  few  minutes  to  complete  this  relatively  easy  task.  While 
the  E9-1-1  system  goes  to  great  lengths  of  help  identify  the  location  of  an  emergency  call, 
precious  time  can  be  lost  when  responding  emergency  units  cannot  locate  you  because  your 
building  number  is  not  posted  or  easily  identified.  Please  help  us  work  for  you!

ANNUAL    REPORT   OF    FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 


The  Forestry  Department  took  care  of  many  calls  regarding 
dead  trees,   dead  wood,   clearing  branches,    limbs  off  roofs  of 
houses  and  removing   trees   that  would  endanger  the  public's 
safety . 

The  Department  had  12  trees  removed  due  to  hazardous 
conditions.     Three  stumps  were  removed  due  to  hazardous 
cond i t  i ons  . 

In  the   interest  of  public  safety,   we  continue  to  cut 
roadside  vegetation.     In  August  the  Finance  Committee 
appropriated  55,000.00  to  our  Department  to  hire  a  Contractor 
solely  for  the  purpose  of  brush  cutting.     By  hiring  a 
Contractor,   his  machine  can  cut  between  one  and  two  miles 
of  road  a  day. 

At  this  time,   we  wish  to  thank  Massachusetts  Electric 
Company  and  Northern  Tree  for  their  help  and  cooperation 
in  the  removal  of  trees  and  branches  in  the  past  year, 
particularly  on  December  7  and  8,    1996  when  storm  Bernice  hit 
our  area  so  hard.     During  this  storm  approximately  300 
trees  were  knocked  down.     We  are  currently  in  the  process  of 
seeking  emergency  aid  from  the  State  to  help  us  pay  for 
the  clean  up.

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PALMER  WASTEWATER  TREATMENT  PLANT  ANNUAL  REPORT 


A  good  deal  of  time  was  spent  at  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant  in  1996 
planning  for  1997  and  years  beyond. 

Alternative  methods  of  disposing  of  the  sludge  produced  at  the  Plant  had  to  be  in 
place  by  January  1,  1997  to  accommodate  the  Town's  landfill  closure  on  December  31, 
1996.  The  Landfill  Committee  and  members  of  the  Treatment  Plant  prepared  a  Request 
for  proposal  for  sludge  disposal  by  outside  contractors.  Residual  Technologies  (formerly 
NETCO)  was  awarded  a  three-year  contract  to  dispose  of  the  Town's  sludge.  Disposal 
costs  are  calculated  on  a  wet  ton  basis.  The  drier  the  sludge  produced,  the  cheaper  the 
disposal  costs  (water  content  in  the  sludge  significantly  adds  to  weight  resulting  in  higher 
disposal  costs). 

The  present  sludge  dewatering  equipment  at  the  Plant  is  old  and  inefficient.  As 
stated  earlier,  the  drier  the  sludge  (less  water)  the  cheaper  the  overall  costs.  Once  again 
members  of  the  Landfill  Committee  and  Wastewater  Plant  have  worked  since  1995  in 
exploring  more  efficient  means  of  sludge  disposal  equipment.  Plans  to  keep  costs  down 
for  the  future  were  set  in  place  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May,  1996  by  passage  of 
the  Dewatering  System  Improvement  article  This  article  calls  for  the  installation  of  a 
belt-filter  press  with  a  sludge  thickening  option.  Presently  there  are  two  methods  of 
sludge  disposal  in  the  market  Historically,  dewatered  sludge  cakes  is  the  cheapest 
disposal  method  compared  to  thickened  sludge  disposal.  This  new  piece  of  equipment 
allows  both  methods  of  disposal  Having  the  flexibility  to  produce  sludge  cake  or 
thickened  sludge  is  important  because  the  players  in  the  sludge  disposal  market  is 
increasing  and  more  price  competitive  This  allows  the  Town  to  bid  both  disposal 
methods  to  obtain  the  lowest  possible  disposal  fees  in  the  future.  The  members  of  the 
Landfill  Committee  deserve  acknowledgment  for  their  long  hours  spent  and  a  job  well 
done.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSION 


We,  the  Park  Commissioners  hereby  submit  our  Annual  Report.  The  Park  Commission 
meets  the  third  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Administration  Building. 

To  begin  with  we  would  like  to  address  last  winters  record  number  of  storms  and  snowfall 
amounts  recorded  for  the  winter  of  96/97.  As  mentioned  in  last  years  report  the  Park  Department 
has  taken  over  the  snow  plowing,  sanding  and  snow  removal  for  the  schools.  During  last  year  even 
with  the  amount  of  snow,  by  using  this  arrangement,  the  snow  removal  cost  to  the  schools  was 
significantly  reduced  and  with  the  satisfaction  of  both  parties  we  have  again  taken  on  this  operation 
for  the  upcoming  winter. 

Park  employees  as  well  as  the  Highway  Department  crews  were  involved  in  the  construction 
of  the  new  "Depot  Village  Station"  Park  located  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Walnut  Streets  in 
Palmer.  This  project,  which  was  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  Community  Development  Department 
has  turned  a  vacant  lot  into  a  small  sitting  park  which  when  completed  in  July  saw  much  use  with 
different  functions  scheduled  through  out  the  Summer  and  Fall.  Park  and  Highway  crews  did  the 
site  work,  planting,  construction  of  benches  and  flower  boxes  to  help  construct  this  area. 

Another  project  was  the  re-construction  of  the  small  Eager  Mini-Park.  This  small  park  was 
constructed  in  the  late  sixties  and  like  the  park  in  Thorndike  which  was  re-constructed  several  years 
ago  was  in  need  of  up-grading.  The  project  funded  again  by  the  Community  Development 
Department  called  for  removal  of  some  trees  and  shrubs,  excavation  work,  the  installation  of  new 
playground  equipment  and  soft  surfacing  materials  and  new  benches.  All  the  work  was  performed 
by  park  personnel  with  the  assistance  of  equipment  from  the  Highway  Department  and  the  project 
was  started  and  completed  during  the  Fall. 

The  building  at  New  Burliegh  Park  was  about  90%  completed  with  renovation  work  which 
included  new  siding,  rebuilding  of  some  walls,  a  new  roof,  upgrading  of  bathrooms,  installation  of 
hot  water  heater  and  new  plumbing  and  security  lighting  was  installed.  Once  again,  most  of  this 
work  was  done  by  park  employees  resulting  in  a  considerably  lower  project  cost. 

There  are  still  a  few  more  areas  to  be  addressed  on  this  project  and  hopefully  will  be 
completed  this  year.  While  on  the  subject  of  Burliegh  Park,  we  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  fine 
Summer  Camp  Program  run  by  the  Recreation  Department.  This  past  year  a  dedicated  staff  of 
directors  and  counselors  did  an  excellent  job  of  running  the  camp  and  everyone  involved  had  a  fine 
camping  season. 

During  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  the  voters  approved  capitol  spending  for  the  department 
allowing  us  to  upgrade  our  mowing  equipment.  We  purchased  some  specialized  turf  equipment  and 
other  items  which  we  had  been  waiting  to  purchase  for  several  years.  We  would  like  to  thank  all 
the  boards,  committees  and  you  the  voters  for  their  help  and  support  this  past  year. 
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The  number  one  problem  this  year  was  vandalism.  Vandals  did  thousands  of  dollars  damage 
to  buildings,  trucks,  and  fields.  Although  some  of  the  damage  was  covered  by  insurance,  not  all  is 
recoverable  and  it  is  the  taxpayer  that  must  pick  up  the  remaining  cost  to  repair  all  the  damage  and 
that  is  why  it  becomes  extremely  important  for  anyone  who  sees  or  hears  of  vandalism  to  contact  the 
police  as  quickly  as  possible  so  this  problem  can  be  curbed. 

The  upcoming  year  will  see  the  construction  of  the  Walter  Chase  Memorial  Park  located  on 
the  old  camp  property  on  Shaw  Street  in  Palmer.  This  property  was  purchased  about  seven  years 
ago  with  funding  from  the  Department  of  Environmental  affairs  but  the  lack  of  money  has  not 
allowed  for  development.  This  past  year  the  Superintendent,  working  with  Ms.  Beverly  Lund  the 
Executive  Secretary  was  able  to  obtain  a  grant  for  phase  one  construction  which  is  scheduled  for  the 
Spring  of  1997.  At  present  plans  call  for  a  combination  football/soccer  field,  Little  League  Ball 
Diamond,  Volleyball  court,  Picnic  Area,  Tot-Lot  Playground,  and  Parking  Lot.  Future  plans  call 
for  construction  of  a  shelter/field  house,  half  court  basketball  area  and  possible  sledding  area.  This 
project  has  been  difficult  to  get  going  but  we  feel  the  results  will  be  a  positive  impact  for  the  town. 
Also  with  the  closing  of  the  Water  Street  Field,  this  area  will  help  fill  the  void  created  by  the  Water 
Street  situation. 

In  closing,  we  the  commissioners,  superintendent  and  his  staff  would  like  to  extend  our 
gratitude  and  appreciation  for  all  other  town  departments,  boards  and  committees  as  well  as  other 
individuals  who  have  aided  the  Park  Department  over  the  years.  Thank  You!

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  -  1995-1996 


The  1995-1996  school  year  marks  the  third  year  of  the  Education  Reform  Act   (ERA)  . 
The  direction  and  funds  provided  by  the  ERA  have  significantly  assisted  the  growth 
of  the  Palmer  Public  Schools.     Examples  of  this  are  found  in  the  individual  school 
reports  which  follow. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  provide  the  critical  element  of  policy  and 
fiscal  leadership ,  supporting  the  efforts  of  parents,  staff,  students ,  and  others 
to  promote  the  concept  of  excellence  throughout  all  operations  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment.    This  was  specifically  illustrated  by  their  support  of  requesting  funds  in 
addition  to  that  required  by  the  ERA  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting.     Without  their 
leadership ,  several  key  programs  would  have  been  significantly  and  adversely  affected , 
if  not  completely  eliminated .     In  addition  to  the  leadership  provided  by  the  School 
Committee,  special  thanks  are  extended  to  the  various  parent  support  groups,  all 
members  of  the  educational  staff,  and  the  students  who  day  after  day  work  to  their 
capacity  in  obtaining  an  education . 

A  special  note  of  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  D.A.R.E.  program  and  the  two 
officers  who  are  involved  in  bringing  that  program  to  the  children — Officer  James 
Lynch  and  Officer  Raymond  Tenczar. 

The  students  continue  to  benefit  from  the  involvement  of  teachers  in  a  variety 
of  professional  development  activities .     The  plans  developed  by  the  three  school 
councils  serve  as  a  foundation  for  continued  forward  movement  in  many  areas  of  each 
school ' s  culture . 

Following  the  district ' s  plan  for  improving  the  curriculum,   the  1995-1996  school 
year  witnessed  the  introduction  of  a  new  K-7  mathematics  program,  piloting  new  K-7 
language  arts  programs  for  introduction  in  the  1996-1997  school  year,  and  saw  the 
transition  of  Palmer  High  School  into  a  college  preparatory  institution .     This  change 
has  resulted  in  improvements  in  many  instructional  areas  along  with  the  acquisition 
of  new  instructional  materials . 

In  addition  to  keeping  everyone  warm  and  dry,  the  Facilities  Department  under- 
took a  major  program  of  relighting  the  schools  with  increased  energy-efficient  fix- 
tures and  bulbs.     In  addition ,  that  department  acquired  a  pool  cover  which  also  will 
result  in  additional  energy  dollar  savings. 

Continuing  to  provide  a  high  quality  program  to  those  students  in  need  of  spe- 
cial education ,   that  department  initiated  the  procedures  which  have  produced  revenue 
to  assist  the  community  in  funding  special  education .     These  income-producing  pro- 
grams are  in  the  areas  of  tuition  and  Medicaid . 

The  School  Department  is  most  appreciative  of  the  services  performed  by  Mrs. 
Lund,  Mrs.  Sugrue ,  Mr.  Sampson,  Mr.  Kaczmarczyk ,  and  Mr.  Burns  which  significantly 
contribute  to  the  overall  success  of  education  in  Palmer. 
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As  may  be  seen  by  the  individual  school  reports,   the  1995-1996  school  year 
continued  the  march  for  full  implementation  of  the  Education  Reform  Act  in  Palmer. 


The  1996  school  year  at  Old  Mill  Pond  School  proved  to  be  a  most  successful, 
productive,  and  eventful  one.     Problems  relating  to  vandalism  were  virtually  non- 
existent, and  problems  regarding  student  management  were  minimal.     Although  there 
is  a  need  for  increased  staffing  in  the  areas  of  technology ,  guidance,  and  remedial 
reading,  we  are  pleased  that  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  average  class  sizes  of 
twenty-two  in  kindergarten  through  grade  four.     These  class  sizes  are  well  under 
those  recommended  by  the  Education  Reform  Act.     The  cooperative  efforts  of  the 
school  planning  teams,  staff,  and  PTO  continue  to  provide  a  myriad  of  school  pro- 
grams, cultural  events,  school  spirit  days,  and  activities  such  as  the  student-of- 
the-month  and  student-of-the-week  programs,  field  days,  pancake  breakfast  with 
Santa  and  train  ride,  Narconon  and  other  drug  awareness  and  prevention  programs, 
Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Program,  Massachusetts  Electric  Light  Program,  fourth 
grade  nutritional  snack  day,  American  multicultural  day,  rollerskating  parties  for 
grades  K-4 ,  Book  Fair,  Celebrity  Read  Aloud,  Little  Shoppers ,  Officer  Phil  Safety 
Program,  fourth  grade  step-up  and  ice  cream  social,  Sturbridge  Village  Reading  & 
Writing  About  History  Program,  holiday  music  performances ,  first  grade  authors 
teas,  movie  night,  Math-A-Thon,  various  reading  incentive  programs,  dental  hygiene 
instruction  provided  by  local  dentists ,  Tom  McCabe  Storyteller ,  Rain  Forest  Legends 
storyteller  and  dance  presentation ,  Hawaiian  Day,  first  grade  Native  American  Day, 
Tide  Pool  marine  life  presentation ,  Ben  Franklin ,  historical  personality  perform- 
ance, etc. 

The  Junior  Achievement  Program,  an  instructional  business  program  with  a  spe- 
cific curriculum  at  each  grade  level,  taught  by  trained  parent  and  community  vol- 
unteers, was  presented  for  a  fourth  year  with  all  classes  participating . 

Due  to  decreased  enrollments  in  grade  four,  a  fourth  grade  class  was  eliminated 
The  teacher,  Mr.  Dulude ,  was  reassigned  to  Converse  Middle  School. 

The  D.A.R.E.  program,  directed  by  Officer  James  Lynch,  continues  and  is  aimed 
at  kindergarten,  grade  2,  and  grade  4. 

The  Education  Reform  Act  requires  that  school  departments  orovide  funding  for 
staff  development.     This  funding  has  made  it  possible  for  staff  to  attend  several 
conferences,  workshops,  and  inservice  programs.     In  addition,  we  have  been  able  to 
provide  on  site  three-credit  college  courses  dealing  with  computer  technology . 
These  courses  were  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  staff  and  were  presented  by  S.T.C.C 
About  fifty  staff  members  participated . 

The  Education  Reform  Act  also  requires  that  each  school  in  the  Commonwealth 
establish  school  councils  to  assist  principals  in  adopting  educational  goals,  iden- 
tifying educational  needs  of  students,  reviewing  the  school's  annual  budget,  and 
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formulating  a  school  improvement  plan.     Old  Mill  Pond  School  has  a  very  active, 
hard-working  council.     The  council  has  prepared  a  very  ambitious  school  improvement 
plan  for  the  1996  school  year. 

The  plan  is  divided  into  three  segments .     The  first  deals  with  safety  and 
security  and  proposes  such  things  as  evaluating  and  revising  our  quarterly  safety 
instruction  program,  evaluating  and  revising  our  water  safety  and  instructional 
program,  etc.     The  second  deals  with  school  operation  and  proposes  such  things  as 
modifying  office  procedures ,  implementing  an  annual  rotation  of  special  subject 
teacher  schedules ,  etc.     The  third  segment  deals  with  learning  enhancements  and 
proposes  such  things  as  additional  printers  in  the  computer  lab,  increasing  the  use 
of  the  computer  network  for  daily  school  operations . 

CONVERSE  MIDDLE  SCHOOL 

The  1995-1996  school  year  proved  to  be  a  very  productive  year  as  the  Converse 
Middle  School  continued  to  implement  the  goals  of  the  middle  school  philosophy . 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,   the  Addison-Wesley  textbook  series  was  implemented 
in  all  grades.     The  program  complies  with  the  standards  set  forth  by  the  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  Mathematics  and  the  Frameworks  established  by  the  state  under 
the  Education  Reform  Act. 

The  computer  laboratory  and  office  have  been  upgraded  and  are  capable  of  run- 
ning the  newest  software  programs .     The  systems  are  proving  to  be  compatible  with 
our  curriculum  in  many  areas  and  should  enhance  the  learning  environment  for  a  num- 
ber of  years. 

The  reading  and  language  arts  study  was  completed  and  readied  for  implementa- 
tion.    The  written  curriculum  has  also  been  reviewed  and  updated  to  reflect  the 
anticipated  requirement  of  Education  Reform. 

The  music  program  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in  the  life  of  the  stu- 
dents and  staff  of  the  Converse  Middle  School .     Well  over  half  of  the  student  enroll- 
ment participate  in  the  two  band  and  two  choral  groups.     The  groups  had  very  success- 
ful programs  at  the  winter  and  spring  performances .     John  Regan  and  Kristen  Martinek 
represented  Converse  Middle  School  at  Western  District . 

Grant  monies  continue  to  play  an  important  role  in  the  middle  school.  Math, 
reading,  and  guidance  have  been  supported  by  Title  1.     The  Comprehensive  Health 
Grant  supports  the  health  class  and  sponsors  various  assembly-type  programs  during 
the  school  year.     The  Palmer  Arts  Lottery  supported  a  trip  to  the  Springfield  Sym- 
phony for  the  band/chorus  students . 

The  Parent/Teacher  Organization  has  proven  to  be  a  real  plus  to  the  staff  and 
students  at  Converse  Middle  School.     PTO  members  give  freely  of  their  time  and  tal- 
ents to  ensure  the  success  of  various  programs.     Volunteers  provide  support  for 
special  projects  as  well  as  assuming  complete  responsibility  for  projects  such  as 
the  Year  Book. 

The  PTO  also  supplies  needed  funding  for  cultural  events,  such  as  Star  Lab 
from  the  Springfield  Science  Museum.     All  field  trips  at  the  middle  school  are 
funded  by  the  PTO.     Trips  to  Boston,  Salem,  Stockbridge ,  Quabbin  Reservoir ,  Westover, 
and  New  York  City /Ellis  Island  are  part  of  the  enrichment  activities  sponsored  by 
the  PTO.     The  PTO  also  sponsors  social  activities  for  middle  school  students . 
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The  school  council  has  worked  diligently  to  enhance  the  programs  of  the  middle 
school.     Present  plans  call  for  the  development  of  a  quarterly  newsletter  and  a  badly 
needed  extracurricular  program.     Both  should  be  imDlemented  in  the  fall. 

D.A.R.E.  continues  to  be  successful  in  helping  the  students  with  drug  awareness . 
Formal  programs  are  now  in  place  in  the  fifth  and  seventh  grades.     Officer  Lynch  has 
done  a  fine  job  in  establishing  the  program  at  the  middle  school. 

The  Maintenance  Department  continues  to  upgrade  the  facilities  at  Converse. 
Many  of  the  changes  are  critical  to  the  safety  and  efficient  operations  of  the  build- 
ing and  go  unnoticed  for  the  most  part.     The  most  visible  change  was  in  the  office 
renovation  which  will  allow  for  more  usable  space  and  efficient  operation  of  the 
school . 

The  sound  system  in  the  auditorium  and  cafeteria  was  also  upgraded  to  allow  for 
the  use  of  wireless  technology . 

The  Converse  Middle  School  has  enjoyed  a  very  successful  year  in  its  quest  for 
education  excellence .  The  success  is  attributable  to  a  number  of  factors,  the  most 
important  of  which  is  the  staff  which  has  risen  to  the  challenges  of  Education  Reform. 

A  special  thanks  to  the  merchants  and  businesses  that  support  programs   (such  as 
the  Renaissance  Program)  and  to  the  parents  and  taxpayers  of  Palmer.     The  support 
has  been  great,  and  continued  support  will  ensure  the  future  success  of  middle  level 
education  in  Palmer. 

PALMER  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  core  of  any  high  school  is  its  curriculum ,  the  achievements  of  its  students , 
and  the  subsequent  success  of  its  graduates  when  they  move  to  the  next  level  of  their 
education . 

Palmer  High  School's  staff  and  administration  have  worked  cooperatively  and  dil- 
igently over  the  years  in  putting  together  a  very  strong  academic  program.     The  frui- 
tion of  this  program  is  perhaps  best  summed  up  in  statistics  of  the  Class  of  1996. 
Of  the  102  graduates  receiving  diplomas  in  June  of  1996,  51  entered  four-year  colleges , 
33  attended  two-year  community  colleges ,  2  went  on  to  a  one-year  technical  program, 
and  3  entered  the  armed  services .     In  effect,  88%  of  the  class  went  on  to  post  sec- 
ondary education  of  some  type.     In  any  circle  this  is  considered  an  outstanding  sta- 
tistic.    Certainly  our  visionary  plan  of  100%  of  each  class  going  on  to  post  secondary 
education  is  not  out  of  reach. 

Financially  graduation ,  with  all  its  awards  and  scholarships ,  was  very  lucrative 
in  1996.     Scholarships  and  awards  totalling  $26,950  were  presented .     In  addition , 
scholarships  from  colleges  totalling  $90,996  were  acknowledged  at  commencement  exer- 
cises.    A  special  announcement  on  that  evening  was  that  a  junior,  Michael  Santos,  had 
tested  for  and  received  a  four-year  Chancellor' s  Scholarship  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  with  a  cash  value  in  excess  of  $20,000.     It  has  virtually  become  a 
tradition  that  nearly  every  year  one  of  our  students  tests  for  and  receives  this 
award. 

The  school  year  1995-1996  found  Palmer  High  School  diligently  preparing  major 
changes  for  the  next  school  term  (1996-1997 ) .     All  changes  to  occur  were  part  of  a 
four-year  visionary  plan  put  together  by  the  staff  and  administration  in  concert 
with  the  school  advisory  council.     A  new  schedule  with  a  double  block  period  was 
planned,  study  halls  would  be  eliminated ,   the  fourth  phase  in  eliminating  the  general 
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curriculum  would  be  in  effect  and  new  requirements  in  the  areas  of  physical  education 
and  health  were  being  projected .     In  effect,  very  sophisticated  and  complex  plans 
were  made  during  the  1995-1996  school  term  in  order  to  implement  these  changes  suc- 
cessfully— i.e.,  students  having  seven  periods  of  academic  work  on  a  daily  basis. 

Palmer  High  School,  with  the  financial  supDort  of  the  community ,  continued  to 
provide  a  full  program  of  athletics  and  extracurricular  activities  during  the  1995- 
1996  school  term.     The  school  fielded  16  athletic  teams,  found  the  Drama  Club  making 
major  presentations ,  saw  a  myriad  of  performances  at  football  games  and  concerts  by 
our  outstanding  concert  and  marching  band  that  now  totals  in  excess  of  100  members, 
and  had  art  students  entering  statewide  competition .     One  of  the  highlights  of  the 
entire  year  was  the  ARTS  ARE  ACADEMICS ,  ACADEMICS  ARE  ART  night  at  which  time  proj- 
ects were  displayed ,  concerts  and  original  plays  performed,  and  the  connection  made 
to  show  how  the  academic  areas  and  the  humanities  blend  to  make  a  totally  integrated 
program.     Arts  and  academics  share  equal  and  vital  roles  in  the  education  of  our 
students . 

One  of  the  new  requirements  for  graduation  from  Palmer  High  School  is  the  ful- 
fillment of  one-quarter  credit  in  community  service.     The  Class  of  1998  (current 
juniors)  will  be  the  first  class  to  graduate  under  this  mandated  credit.     This  re- 
quirement has  led  to  thousands  of  hours  of  service  by  students  to  churches ,  nursing 
homes,  bloodbanks ,  youth  athletic  programs,  peer  educators,  P.T.O.'s,  and  a  myriad 
of  other  organizations  both  within  and  outside  the  school.     The  hope  of  such  a  pro- 
gram is  that,  as  students  move  on  after  graduation ,  the  spirit  of  volunteering  will 
be  instilled  in  them  and  become  an  integral  part  of  their  daily  lives. 

Once  again,  Palmer  High  School  experienced  an  outstanding  year  in  all  respects . 
Major  changes  currently  occurring  in  our  school  to  meet  the  mandates  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Education  Reform  Act  will  be  completed  a  year  in  advance  of  the  deadline 
date.     It  could  not  have  taken  place  without  the  support  of  the  entire  community . 
To  the  citizens  of  Palmer,  a  big  THANK  YOU  from  all  of  us  at  Palmer  High  School. 

SPECIAL  EDUCATION 

The  Department  of  Special  Services  includes  all  special  education  programs , 
Title  I  programs ,  home  and  hospital  tutoring ,  Chapter  622   (discrimination) ,  bilin- 
gual, and  English-as-a-second-language  educational  programs.     The  department  is  also 
responsible  for  the  screening  of  all  youngsters  entering  kindergarten  as  well  as 
three-  and  four-year-olds  for  possible  special  needs  and  early  intervention  programs. 
This  department  is  also  responsible  for  writing  many  of  the  school  system's  state 
and  federal  grants. 

For  the  Department  of  Special  Services ,  the  1996  school  year  was  one  of  con- 
tinued growth  and  development .  As  of  December  1996,  we  show  a  slight  increase  in 
the  number  of  children  receiving  special  education  services .  Our  current  enroll- 
ment is  361  students ,  or  17%,  as  opposed  to  332  in  1995.  This  is  an  anticipated 
increase ,  given  the  fact  that  the  total  enrollment  for  the  Palmer  schools  has  in- 
creased by  over  28  children. 

State  and  federal  grants  written  and  supervised  by  the  department  continue  to 
assist  in  defraying  some  of  the  costs  of  special  education .     The  federal  94-142 
Special  Education  Grant   ($111,220 — a  decrease  of  $9,045)  continues  to  fully  fund 
the  cost  of  our  Early  Childhood  program  as  well  as  a  number  of  paraprofessional 
instructional  assistant  positions .     It  was  necessary  to  cut  instructional  supplies 
from  this  grant.     The  state  94-262  Early  Childhood  Grant   ($20,200 — a  decrease  of 
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$8,128)  provides  speech  assistance  and  screening  services  to  children  enrolled  in 
private  preschool  programs  or  of  early  childhood  age. 

The  federal  Title  I  Grant   ($190,128 — an  increase  of  $5,848)  continues  to  provide 
remedial  math  services  to  eligible  youngsters  in  grades  3-7  as  well  as  reading  and 
study  skills.     The  increase  in  this  grant  has  also  provided  a  much  needed  additional 
guidance  person  at  the  Converse  Middle  School.     This  program  provides  services  to 
approximately  225  youngsters  in  the  schools. 

The  Drug  Free  Schools  Grant  continues  to  provide  drug  awareness  information  to 
staff,  parents,  and  students  as  well  as  to  assist  in  the  funding  of  the  D.A.R.E. 
program.     This  grant  is  also  used  to  provide  some  short-term  counseling  to  students 
and  families . 

This  past  year,   thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the  Superintendent ,  the  School  Commit- 
tee, the  Town  Office,  and  the  community ,  we  were  able  to  establish  a  revolving  Medi- 
caid Account  for  medical  type  services .     This  account  allows  us  to  channel  monies 
generated  by  children  currently  enrolled  in  programs  who  receive  Mass  Health  Insur- 
ance into  the  contracted  service  account,  thus  freeing  up  monies  for  general  educa- 
tion— a   si  mi lar  practice  as  was  established  last  year  for  tuition  from  special 
needs  youngsters  tuitioned  into  schools. 

This  year  we  have  continued  our  integration  of  our  Early  Childhood  Program. 
There  are  currently  16  non-special  needs  youngsters  in  our  Early  Childhood  Program. 
An  evaluation  of  this  program  has  shown  tremendous  support  from  the  parents  as  well 
as  benefit  to  the  children. 

The  mainstreaming  of  special  education  students  continues  to  be  an  area  of  em- 
phasis.    This  year  we  have  been  able  to  mainstream  a  number  of  children  through  the 
use  of  1-1  paraprofessionals  as  well  as  the  support  of  the  building  administrators 
and  tremendous  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  building  administration  and  staff. 

This  past  year  we  have  continued  our  Parent  Advisory  Council  for  Special  Edu- 
cation.    This  group  of  parents  and  professionals  meets  six  to  seven  times  per  year 
and  addresses  current  topics  of  interest  to  parents.     For  more  information  on  these 
meetings  call  Neil  Metcalf,  Director  of  Special  Education ,  at   (413)   283-2651 . 

The  Department  of  Special  Services  continues  to  advocate  for  the  education  of 
all  children  in  the  least  restrictive  environment  and  to  the  maximum  degree  possible . 

FACILITIES 

Energy  saving  measures  were  still  the  focus  in  the  Facilities  Department .  A 
pool  cover  was  installed  at  Palmer  High  School,  Converse  Middle  School's  auxiliary 
hot  water  heaters  which  were  electric  have  been  converted  to  gas,  and  new  energy 
efficient  roof  top  exhaust  fans  are  being  installed  at  this  school  as  well. 

Remodeling  continued  at  Converse  Middle  School  where  the  principal's  and  special 
education  offices  were  redesigned  and  remodeled .     The  library  was  also  freshened  up. 

Professional  development  has  continued  to  benefit  our  staff,  and  we  will  con- 
tinue on  this  track  in  the  future. 

In  addition  to  providing  for  the  education  of  our  students ,  continual  demands 
are  put  on  the  facilities  due  to  the  expanded  use  of  them  by  the  public  including 
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swimming,  post  secondary  education ,  dance  recitals ,  Boy  Scouts,  night  outdoor  suort- 
ing  events,  and  gymnasiums  that  are  in  use  virtually  seven  days  a  week. 

We  have  been  extremely  fortunate  and  are  very  grateful  to  the  other  town  depart- 
ments that  have  played  a  vital  role  not  only  in  the  safe  and  healthy  operation  of  the 
schools  but  also  in  educating  us  as  well. 
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PATHFINDER  REGIONAL  VOCATIONAL  TECHNICAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

DISTRICT 

ANNUAL  REPORT  1996 


The  Pathfinder  Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  District 
Committee  presents  this  report  to  the  citizens  of  the  District.  Once  again,  the 
frequency  and  thoroughness  of  the  response  to  education  reform  occupied  the 
major  portion  of  the  Committee's  time  and  efforts,  and  the  Committee  continues 
to  be  pleased  with  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  areas  of  curriculum 
development,  professional  improvement,  student  recruitment  and  retention. 
Serious  concerns  remained,  however,  with  regard  to  the  adequacy  of  funding 
generated  by  the  school  finance  formula  as  applied  to  regional  school  districts. 

The  School  Committee  welcomed  David  Droz  as  the  member  from  the 
town  of  Palmer  replacing  Dr.  Ronald  J.  Laviolette  who  resigned  at  the  end  of 
1995.  Mr.  Droz  was  appointed  by  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
the  Palmer  School  Committee  on  January  23,  1996.  Later  in  the  year,  the 
Committee  experienced  another  vacancy  with  the  resignation  of  David  Squires  of 
Belchertown.  The  Belchertown  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  School  Committee 
subsequently  appointed  Michael  A.  Roncolato  -  who  had  previously  served  on 
the  Committee  -  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

In  the  November  election,  all  members  whose  term  was  due  to  expire 
were  re-elected  to  four-year  terms:  Judith  C.  Dudek  of  Belchertown;  Barbara 
Beaulieu  of  Monson,  Sybil  George  of  New  Braintree;  David  Droz  of  Palmer;  and 
Gary  Connaughton  of  Granby.  Randy  Pelletier  continued  to  serve  as  the  student 
member  for  the  second  consecutive  year.  At  the  biennial  organizational  meeting 
held  in  November,  Michael  J.  Cavanaugh  of  Palmer  was  re-elected  chairman. 

The  School  Council  continued  to  meet  on  a  monthly  basis  and  to  provide 
advice  to  the  School  Committee  on  a  number  of  topics.  Susan  O'Connor  joined 
the  council  as  the  new  parent  member,  while  Ann  Marie  Blake  represented  the 
faculty.  The  student  representatives  included  junior  Sarah  Genereux  and 
sophomore  Robert  Thayer. 


CURRICULUM 

Superintendent  Gerald  Paist  and  Assistant  Superintendent  David 
LaPierre  reported  that  several  curriculum  initiatives  were  initiated  and/or 
continued  during  the  school  year  included  in  this  report: 
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♦  Pathfinder  continued  to  be  in  full  compliance  with  the  Time  and  Learning 
Regulations  promulgated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  1995-97. 

♦The  Curriculum  Committee  continued  to  play  a  major  role  in  reviewing 
and  modifying  course  content  and  course  offerings,  with  major  emphasis  this 
year  on  programs  in  Physical  Education,  Health,  and  Business. 

♦  Freshman  Integrated  Mathematics,  Science,  and  English-pilot 
programs  last  year-became  fully  operational. 

♦  Progress  was  made  on  development  of  the  school's  Technology  Plan 
and  initial  steps  were  taken  to  connect  classrooms  to  the  Internet. 

Outside  activities  and  off-campus  projects  continued  to  comprise  a  major 
portion  of  the  curriculum  for  upperclass  students.  The  carpentry,  electrical, 
horticulture,  and  heating/air  conditioning  students  completed  the  seventeenth 
house  in  the  school's  history.  In  cooperation  with  the  Quaboag  Valley  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  project  was  both  an  exceptional  learning  experience  for  the 
students  and  a  successful  fund  raiser  for  the  Chamber.  In  the  fall,  the  carpentry 
department  returned  to  the  normal  pattern  of  building  for  a  private  party  in 
Palmer.  The  current  project  features  the  extensive  use  of  glass  and  laminate 
beam  floor  construction. 

The  construction  cluster  of  programs  continued  its  tradition  of  service  to 
member  communities  upon  request.  They  completed  projects  for  the  Palmer 
Water  District,  the  Palmer  Landfill,  and  are  currently  involved  in  an  addition  to  the 
local  Visiting  Nurse  Association  facilities. 

An  integral  part  of  the  Pathfinder  curriculum  is  the  Cooperative  Education 
Program,  alternating  periods  of  paid  employment  and  classroom  instruction. 
Currently  22  students  are  enrolled.  New  employers  to  the  program  provided  job 
opportunities  in  the  heating  and  air  conditioning  field,  design/manufacturing  and 
machining  industry,  automobile  and  truck  repair,  and  construction.  The  major 
supermarket  chains  provided  new  opportunities  in  computer  operations,  heating 
and  air  conditioning,  and  in  their  bakeries. 

During  1996,  initial  steps  were  taken  to  design  a  Health  Occupations 
Program  to  become  the  school's  thirteenth  technical  offering.  This  effort  has 
responded  to  employment  needs  and  student  interest  surveys  within  the  District. 
The  program  will  rely  heavily  on  cooperation  with  area  hospitals  and  health  care 
facilities,  some  of  whom  have  already  donated  time,  personnel  expertise  and 
equipment.  The  Committee  anticipates  that,  if  towns  approve,  this  program  may 
begin  on  a  limited  basis  in  September  1997. 
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STUDENT  BODY 


Pathfinder's  October  1st  enrollment  included  642  students,  an  increase  of 
6  over  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  students  from  district  towns  increased, 
however,  and  included  the  following  breakdown:  Belchertown  75;  Granby  31; 
Monson  109;  New  Braintree  14;  Palmer  115;  and  Ware  96.  Out-of-district 
students  accounted  for  the  remaining  202. 

Applications  for  admission  to  Pathfinder  rose  again  this  year  and  reached 
a  high  of  380.  Much  of  the  increased  interest  in  the  school  can  be  attributed  to 
the  overwhelming  response  to  efforts  such  as  the  annual  Open  House,  the 
Spaghetti  Supper/Meet-the-Staff-Night,  Chamber  of  Commerce  Trade  Show,  the 
Summer  Career/Sports  Camp  and  the  Afternoon  Exploratory  Program  for 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  students. 

Director  of  Guidance  Mark  Condon  reported  that,  of  the  applications 
received  for  the  1996-97  school  year,  284  were  for  the  150  available  spaces  in 
the  ninth  grade.  Transfer  opportunities  into  the  10th  and  11th  grades  were 
limited,  indicating  that  the  opportunity  to  experience  a  technical  education  at 
Pathfinder  is  most  secure  when  initiated  at  the  9th  grade  level.  For  the  third 
consecutive  year,  a  waiting  list  was  necessary  in  grades  9,  10,  and  11  due  in 
part  to  the  large  number  of  applications  and  to  the  size  of  the  previous  two 
freshman  classes.  Clearly,  more  students  are  applying  to  Pathfinder  and  are 
remaining  once  accepted. 

The  Pathfinder  Chapter  of  the  National  Vocational  Technical  Honor 
Society  inducted  several  new  members  at  an  impressive  ceremony  in  May.  This 
year  Renaissance  Students  who  were  award  winners  and  who  demonstrated 
potential  for  eventual  induction  into  the  Society  were  also  invited  as  guests. 
The  speaker  was  1989  Pathfinder  graduate  Jennifer  Robbins. 

Pathfinder's  selection  to  represent  the  school  at  the  Annual  Vocational 
Student  Awards  Program  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Vocational 
Association  and  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Vocational  Administrators  was 
Carpentry  Student  Shawn  Lamoreux,  of  Granby.  Earlier  in  the  year,  Shawn  had 
received  recognition  as  the  designer  and  builder  of  a  bench  presented  to 
Westfield  State  College  in  memory  of  Dr.  John  Nevins,  former  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  and  Coordinator  of  Vocational  Education  Programs. 

At  the  Academic  Awards  Program  held  in  May,  James  Bonnayer  of  Ware 
received  the  award  for  the  highest  academic  achievement.  James  had 
previously  been  presented  with  an  automobile  -  which  had  been  restored  by 
Pathfinder  shops  -  in  recognition  of  his  grade  point  average  and  other  criteria 
developed  by  the  Renaissance  Program.  The  administration  plans  to  continue 
this  practice  as  a  visible  incentive  for  students  to  excel. 
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In  June  1996,  the  graduating  class  of  93  seniors  received  diplomas  and 
vocational  certificates  at  indoor  commencement  exercises.  Approximately  67% 
of  the  graduates  were  working  or  had  plans  to  continue  their  education  at  the 
post-secondary  level.  Articulation  agreements  with  local  colleges  continued  to 
have  a  positive  impact  on  Pathfinder  graduates,  and  several  schools--  including 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  Western  New  England  College-have  begun 
initial  steps  to  form  articulated  programs  with  our  technology  offerings. 

A  growing  number  of  Pathfinder  graduates  have  shown  interest  in  and 
gained  admission  to  four-year  programs  at  institutions  such  as  the  University  of 
Massachusetts,  North  Adams  State  College,  Sacred  Heart  University,  Springfield 
College,  Western  New  England  College,  Westfield  State  College,  the  University 
of  Hartford,  and  Northern  Arizona  University.  Scholarship  chairman  Mark 
Condon  was  proud  to  present  approximately  $15,000  in  scholarships  to 
members  of  the  senior  class.  Local  and  state  organizations  continue  to 
recognize  the  ability  and  effort  of  the  Pathfinder  graduates.  The  school  annually 
thanks  those  who  have  continued  to  generously  support  the  scholarship  fund 
and  invites  new  interested  parties  who  have  expressed  a  desire  to  institute 
scholarships  in  1997. 

Pathfinder  is  also  proud  to  note  that  currently  two  seniors-Lisa  Banas 
(Computer  Programming)  of  Ludlow  and  Larry  Akers  (Carpentry)  of  Springfield  ~ 
are  participating  in  Dual  Enrollment.  This  program,  which  is  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  allows  Grade  12  students  to  complete 
their  senior  year  of  high  school  at  one  of  the  state  colleges.  Both  students  are 
completing  their  Pathfinder  requirements  while  attending  Springfield  Technical 
Community  College  full  time.  They  are  earning  freshman  college  credit  in  the 
Mechanical  and  Civil  Engineering  Technology  Programs,  respectively,  and  will 
graduate  from  Pathfinder  in  the  spring.  Tuition  for  participants  in  this  program  is 
underwritten  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  This  is  the  second 
consecutive  year  of  participation  by  Pathfinder  students  in  this  venture. 


STUDENT  AFFAIRS  AND  ATHLETICS 

The  Student  Council  currently  consists  of  24  members  representing  all 
shops.  Historically,  this  group  has  been  more  oriented  toward  service  than  to 
school  governance.  It  experienced  another  active  year  which  included 
continuation  of  the  "Adopt-a-Highway"  Program,  regular  participation  in  meetings 
and  programs  sponsored  by  the  Regional  Student  Advisory  Council,  assembly 
and  distribution  of  26  Thanksgiving  baskets  to  Valley  Human  Services,  and 
maintenance  of  the  bulletin  board  over  the  front  stairway.  For  the  second  year, 
the  Council  joined  with  the  Peer  Education  Group  to  serve  a  sit-down  dinner  to 
the  elderly  just  before  Thanksgiving. 
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The  Peer  Education  Group  also  experienced  an  active  year;  its 
membership  increased  to15.  The  highlight  of  their  activities  continued  to  be  the 
cooperative  venture  with  Old  Mill  Pond  Elementary  School  where  high  school 
students  and  younger  children  discuss  such  topics  as  drug  abuse,  smoking,  and 
staying  in  school.  Peer  Educators  also  developed  a  strategy  for  "problem 
solving"  which  was  distributed  to  shops  and  classrooms. 

Director  of  Athletics  Donald  Irzyk  reported  the  following  noteworthy  items 
in  the  1996  athletic  seasons: 

♦Five  of  the  seven  varsity  teams  qualified  for  Western  Massachusetts 
Athletic  Tournaments,  making  this  year  the  most  successful  in  the  school's 
history. 

♦The  Varsity  Softball  Team  won  the  TriCounty  League  championship  for 
the  second  consecutive  year. 

♦The  Girls'  Varsity  Basketball  Team  won  the  Christmas  Tournament  for 
the  third  time. 

♦The  Varsity  Football  Team-in  its  second  year  of  play-recorded  its  first 
win  over  Franklin  County  Tech,  28-6,  and  competed  against  Ware  for  the  first 
game  of  a  traditional  Thanksgiving  Day  rivalry. 

♦Both  varsity  soccer  teams  qualified  for  the  Western  Massachusetts 
Tournament  and  posted  their  best  seasons  ever. 

♦  Senior  Larry  Akers  was  named  TV-22  Athlete  of  the  Week  for  a  four  goal 
game  and  overall  team  play. 

♦Jennifer  Forte  and  Brian  Arbour  were  recognized  as  Outstanding  Senior 
Athletes  at  the  annual  awards  program  in  June. 


SPECIAL  SERVICES 

The  Special  Education  Department  continued  to  provide  academic  and 
vocational  instruction  to  eligible  students  in  grades  9-12  and  to  students  enrolled 
in  the  Modified  Vocational  Instruction  at  Pathfinder  (MVIP)  Program.  Services 
were  provided  to  approximately  257  students  in  the  four  prototypes,  depending 
upon  the  percentage  to  time  spent  in  those  services.  Home  and  hospital 
instruction  was  provided  to  four  students. 

Approximately  286  TEAM  meetings  were  scheduled  throughout  the  year 
for  the  purpose  of  evaluation,  annual  reviews,  diagnostic  reviews,  and 
reevaluations.  These  TEAM  meetings  were  conducted  by  both  the  IEP 
Planner/Liaison  and  the  TEAM  Teacher  for  the  MVIP  Program.  These  two 
positions  provide  support  for  the  teachers  in  the  special  education  programs 
along  with  teachers  in  regular  classrooms.  With  the  new  federal  requirements 
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for  transitioning  special  education  students  into  work  or  other  placements,  these 
positions  are  invaluable  to  this  Department.  Parent  and  student  contacts  are  also 
maintained  by  these  staff  members. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  provide  support  for  a  dedicated 
special  education  staff.  There  are  presently  seventeen  professional  staff 
members  who  are  supported  with  local  funds.  The  Department  has  been  able  to 
add  a  teacher  aide  in  the  English  computer  laboratory  utilizing  the  small  amount 
of  Title  I  funding  as  well  as  the  Medicaid  reimbursement  available  for  eligible 
students  receiving  special  education  services.  Two  additional  individual  aides  are 
supported  with  funds  from  non-district  towns  who  have  enrolled  students 
requiring  this  service. 

The  MVIP  Program  again  operated  at  capacity,  and  there  is  a  waiting  list 
of  students  who  have  applied  for  admission.  Pathfinder's  School-to-Work 
counselor  has  assisted  in  obtaining  on-site  job  placements  in  area  businesses 
for  the  MVIP  students.  Mary  Lane  Hospital  continues  to  work  with  one  of  these 
students.  In  addition,  the  MVIP  Program  is  serving  one  post  graduate  student 
this  year  under  the  auspices  of  the  Massachusetts  Rehabilitation  Commission. 

Speech  and  language  services  were  provided  to  58  students  of  varying 
academic  abilities.  The  speech  pathologist  has  been  conducting  language 
development  classes  with  small  groups  of  students  to  assist  them  with  social 
interaction.  She  has  also  been  working  in  the  resource  rooms  to  develop  more 
expressive  language  skills  for  special  needs  students. 

The  school  adjustment  counselor  maintained  a  case  load  of  approximately 
85  students.  She  works  with  students  on  a  one-to-one  basis  and  deals  with  such 
topics  as  depression,  self-control,  peer  interaction,  substance  abuse,  home, 
school,  community,  and  legal  problems.  The  adjustment  counselor  continues  to 
attend  in-service  programs  on  topics  outlined  above  in  order  to  better  serve  the 
students  at  Pathfinder. 

Other  services  available  to  Pathfinder  students  through  the  Special 
Education  Department  include  occupational  therapy  and  adaptive  physical 
education. 

Pathfinder  also  operated  an  Afternoon  Drop-out  Prevention  Program 
through  the  utilization  of  P.L.  94-142,  Perkins  monies  and  Department  of  Youth 
Services  funds.  The  purpose  of  this  afternoon  program  was  to  give  high  school 
age  students  who  demonstrate  difficulty  in  handling  a  full  day  program  in  their 
high  school  an  opportunity  to  receive  hands-on  vocational  training.  After 
attending  this  program,  a  student  should  be  able  to  return  to  his  or  her  own  high 
school,  with  an  expectation  of  greater  success. 
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GRANTS  AND  CONTRACTS 


Utilizing  the  Department  of  Education's  new  format,  Unified  Request  for 
Proposals,  Pathfinder  submitted  and  received  grants  for  the  following  programs 
and/or  purposes: 

♦  P.L  94-142  Special  Education.  Resources  were  provided  for  all  special 
education  students  attending  the  day  program  and  included  personal  care 
attendant,  supplies,  consultants  for  evaluation,  an  afternoon  program,  and 
expenses  related  to  the  operation  of  a  wheelchair  van. 

♦Media  Enhancement.  Funds  were  available  for  updating  the  Newsbank 
Informational  Network  in  the  school  library.  This  newsbank  is  used  by  all 
students  for  research  and  other  projects  assigned  by  their  instructors. 

♦Health  Protection.  The  funds  assigned  to  Pathfinder  this  year  were  used 
to  purchase  contractual  services  of  two  professionals  in  this  field.  A  small 
portion  was  put  aside  for  supplies  and  conferences. 

♦  Drug  Free  Schools.  Pathfinder  received  a  limited  allocation  which  was 
used  to  enable  two  staff  members  to  develop  a  program  involving  anti-drinking 
and  anti-drug  themes.  They  used  a  group  of  our  high  school  students  who  in 
turn  visited  in-district  elementary  schools  with  their  program. 

♦  Vocational  Shop  Enhancement.  Funds  were  received  as  an  entitlement 
under  the  Perkins  Act  for  special  populations  within  the  school.  This  past  year 
the  funds  purchased  a  handicapped  van  which  enabled  a  number  of  students  to 
be  more  comfortably  transported.  Perkins  funds  supported  the  School-to-Work 
Coordinator  for  the  1996-97  school  year. 

♦Department  of  Youth  Services.  The  Department  supported  a  year  long 
program  at  Pathfinder  which  consisted  of  an  afternoon  program  where  students 
rotated  between  four  shops  during  the  school  year.  In  addition,  DYS  supported 
a  similar  intensive  summer  program. 

♦  Eisenhower  Professional  Development.  This  small  allocation  enabled 
science  and  mathematics  teachers  to  attend  conferences  in  their  field. 

♦Education  Reform.  These  funds  enabled  teacher  study  groups  to 
continue  to  review  the  application  of  the  Curriculum  Frameworks  to  all  students, 
including  those  with  special  needs,  and  their  participation  in  a  vocational 
program. 

♦Title  I.  A  limited  amount  of  funding  enabled  the  school  to  employ  a  half- 
time  teacher  aide. 

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS 

The  school  committee  wishes  to  give  recognition  to  the  following  special 
programs  and  activities  which  took  place  during  the  year. 
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In  cooperation  with  the  Quaboag  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
Pathfinder  continued  to  play  a  leadership  role  in  activities  funded  through  the 
federal  School-to-Work  Opportunities  Act.  The  Partnership  was  finally  successful 
in  acquiring  a  three-year  implementation  grant  of  $215,000.00.  Among  the 
initiatives  supported  by  this  grant  are: 

♦Job-shadowing  activities  and  placements  for  students  in  grades  9-12 

♦A  Tech-Prep/School-to-Work  Leadership  activity  involving  two  English 
teachers  and  80  students  in  grades  9-12. 

♦Cluster  development  sites  in  Belchertown,  Granby,  Monson,  Pathfinder 
and  Ware  High  Schools,  currently  working  on  financial,  education, 
media/graphic  communications,  and  machine  technology. 

♦A  seventh  grade  career  interest  and  exploration  program 

♦A  pre-engineering  articulation  agreement  with  Western  New  England 
College. 

Pathfinder  conducted  its  Career/Sports  Camp  again  during  the  summer 
months.  Eighty  youngsters  between  the  ages  of  9  and  13  attended  one  of  two 
10-day  sessions.  Each  child  took  part  in  two  career  areas,  each  of  which  lasted 
for  5  days.  Those  areas  offered  were:  carpentry,  cosmetology,  computers, 
computer  assisted  drafting,  and  electronics.  Career  instruction  took  place  in  the 
morning  followed  by  sporting  events:  volleyball,  soccer,  basketball,  and 
archery.  The  last  hour  of  each  day  was  spent  in  the  pool  at  Palmer  High 
School. 

One  hundred  sixty-five  youngsters  took  part  in  Pathfinder's  Afternoon 
Youth  Program  during  the  school  year.  The  program  operated  two  days  per 
week  and  included  six  career  areas:  carpentry,  cosmetology,  computers,  CAD, 
culinary  arts,  and  electronics.  The  classes  ran  for  eight  weeks  for  two  hours 
each  day.  Parent  and  student  satisfaction  with  this  program  has  been 
extraordinary,  and  it  has  served  as  an  excellent  introduction  to  the  school  and 
its  environment. 

Pathfinder's  Evening  School  ran  two  sessions  where,  once  again,  the 
most  popular  offerings  were  in  the  field  of  computer  applications.  Four  training 
sessions  in  Quikbooks  were  run  in  conjunction  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Additional  workshops  in  selected  computer  software  programs  were  provided 
for  the  Granby  Public  Schools,  Palmer  town  employees,  and  Pierson  Industries. 
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In  response  to  suggestions  from  the  public,  several  offerings  were  scheduled 
one  evening  per  week:  Auto  Body,  Machine  Technology,  Auto  Reconditioning, 
Horticulture,  Culinary  Arts,  Spanish,  and  Cake  Decorating. 

Summer  school  offerings  this  year  included  U.S.  History,  English, 
Language  Arts,  Geometry,  Algebra  I  &  II,  General  Math,  Life  Science,  Earth 
Science,  Chemistry,  Biology  and  Physical  Education.  Teachers  utilized  the 
IDEAL  learning  lab  and  other  educational  computer  software  packages  as 
supplementary  learning  tools  to  the  traditional  classroom  curricula.  Students 
also  had  the  opportunity  to  make-up  a  failing  grade  in  Shop  Related  Class  by 
attending  a  Summer  Related  Class  Workshop.  The  128  students  who  enrolled 
in  summer  school  came  from  Pathfinder,  Palmer,  Belchertown,  Ware,  Monson, 
Minneachaug  Regional,  Quabbin  Regional,  Granby,  Faith  Baptist  Academy, 
and  Ludlow. 


FACULTY  AND  STAFF 


Currently  the  staff  includes  35  vocational  and  related  teachers,  17 
professionals  in  special  education,  23  academic  teachers,  and  9  teacher  aides. 
Five  administrators  -  three  of  whom  have  been  with  the  school  for  over  20  years 
-  oversee  their  respective  areas  of  the  school  program. 

Superintendent  Gerald  L.  Paist  continued  to  serve  on  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Massachusetts  Association  of  Vocational  Administrators  and  was 
re-elected  to  a  second  three-year  term  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National 
Council  of  Local  Administrators.  In  November,  Dr.  Paist  was  also  elected 
President  of  the  Quaboag  Valley  Chamber  of  Commerce.  He  and  Assistant 
Superintendent-Director  David  LaPierre  served  on  numerous  state-wide 
committees  and  task  forces  through  their  professional  associations,  and  both 
have  served  on  the  Graduate  and  Continuing  Studies  faculty  at  Westfield  State 
College.  Dr.  Paist  is  also  currently  one  of  the  three  members  from 
Massachusetts  on  the  Commission  for  Technical  and  Career  Institutions  of  the 
New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges.  He  also  serves  as 
Chairman  of  the  Professional  and  Legal  Standards  Committee  of  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  School  Superintendents. 

BUDGET  AND  FINANCE 

The  School  Committee  adopted  a  FY97  gross  budget  of  $6,772,098.  Of 
this  amount,  $5,866,349  was  for  foundation  purposes.  The  District  received 
$1,862,974  in  Chapter  70  funds,  $188,277  in  regional  school  transportation 
reimbursement,  $346,794  in  school  building  assistance,  leaving  a  remainder  of 
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$2,581,676  to  be  raised  through  assessments  to  the  member  communities  and 
tuition  income. 


The  School  Committee  was  pleased  to  have  the  unanimous  support  of  all 
six  town  meetings  in  approving  the  FY1997  budget.  Once  again,  the  Committee 
adopted  a  budget  in  excess  of  the  minimum  contribution  required  from  each  of 
the  member  communities,  but  the  Committee  demonstrated  that  those 
additional  costs  were  attributable  to  the  MVIP  Program.  Town  officials  generally 
agreed  that  support  for  that  program  at  Pathfinder  was  far  more  cost  effective 
and  educationally  sound  than  arranging  out-of-district  placements  for  those 
students. 

Additionally,  the  Committee  faced  the  issue  of  "excess  debt"  in  FY97  for 
the  third  consecutive  year.  District-wide,  the  impact  was  $175,051,  not  including 
Granby  which  was  not  a  member  town  at  the  time  of  construction  of  the  addition. 
The  budget  which  was  finally  adopted  enabled  each  of  the  other  five  towns  to 
reduce  their  costs  by  their  share  of  that  debt.  The  Committee  continues  to 
believe  that  this  provision  of  the  Education  Reform  Law  is  fundamentally  unfair 
and  will  press  local  legislators  to  at  least  soften  the  impact  in  future  years.

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CONCLUDING  STATEMENT 


In  April  1996,  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges 
conducted  its  Fifth  Year  Focused  Visit  to  Pathfinder.  In  November,  the 
Commission  on  Career  and  Technical  Institutions  voted  to  continue  Pathfinder's 
accreditation  and  issued  its  report  on  the  April  visit.  The  report  was  a  credit  to 
Pathfinder,  its  staff,  students,  and  facilities.  Overall,  the  findings  were  excellent. 

The  Commission  had  three  recommendations  which  it  will  expect  the 
School  Committee  to  implement  prior  to  the  next  decennial  visit: 

1)  Create  the  position  of  School  Business  Manager 

2)  Develop  a  plan  for  creating  adequate  storage  space 

3)  Formalize  the  school's  professional  development  plan  and  designate  a 
an  individual  to  be  accountable 

In  response  to  the  general  theme  of  restructuring  within  education  reform, 
the  School  Committee  has  made  a  commitment  to  participate  in  the  Regional 
Education  Alliance  along  with  16  surrounding  school  systems.  This  network  has 
begun  to  stimulate  systemic  change  within  its  members  by  developing  "site 
teams"  which  include  teachers,  administrators,  school  committee  members, 
students,  parents,  and  community  representatives.  Work  has  also  begun  on  a 
regional  technology  plan  as  well  as  individual  technology  upgrades  within  each 
school. 

The  Committee  is  determined  to  continue  its  goal  of  expansion  of  the 
District  so  that  all  students  will  eventually  come  from  member  communities.  To 
that  end,  the  administration  has  been  meeting  with  officials  from  the  Quaboag 
Regional  School  District  in  an  effort  to  interest  the  towns  of  Warren  and  West 
Brookfield  in  becoming  members.  The  Committee  will  issue  a  formal  invitation  to 
these  towns  in  early  1997  with  a  goal  of  completing  the  process  by  annual  town 
meetings. 

The  Committee  looks  forward  to  the  continuing  implementation  of 
educational  reform  with  the  hope  and  expectation  that  some  of  the  inadequacies 
in  regional  school  finance  and  governance  will  be  addressed.  It  is  committed  to 
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providing  the  best  possible  educational  opportunities  for  workforce  development 
within  the  District,  and  to  that  end,  respectfully  invites  the  continued  support  of 
town  officials,  parents,  and  citizens  in  all  of  our  six  communities.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PALMER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Improvements  to  the  physical  plant  highlighted  a  very  successful  1996  at  the 
Palmer  Public  Library.  After  spending  a  good  portion  of  1995  raising  funds  and  planning 
for  the  replacement  of  worn  carpeting  in  the  Main  Reading  Room,  work  was  begun  in  the 
Spring.  What  began  as  a  project  to  just  replace  the  carpeting,  soon  blossomed  into  one 
that  resulted  in  extensive  renovations  to  the  entire  Library.  The  combined  efforts  of 
generous  individuals,  businesses,  community  organizations  and  the  Friends  of  the  Library 
resulted  in  over  $50,000.00  in  improvements  to  the  Library.  In  addition  to  the 
installation  of  a  carpet  that  should  provide  many  years  of  service,  the  entire  interior  of  the 
library  was  given  a  fresh  coat  of  paint.  Also,  new  tables  and  chairs  were  placed 
throughout  the  Library,  made  possible  by  the  extraordinary  generosity  of  the  Topor 
Furniture  Company  of  Three  Rivers,  MA.  New  shelving  was  also  required  as  several 
public  use  areas  were  relocated  to  reflect  the  changes  that  have  occurred  in  library 
services  since  the  building  first  opened  in  1977.  The  staff  and  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
are  most  grateful  to  all  who  contributed  to  this  project.  And  a  special  thanks  to  the 
dozens  of  volunteers  who  assisted  in  the  moving  and  re-shelving  of  67.000  books 
necessitated  by  this  project. 

Also  in  1996,  improvement  was  made  to  the  exterior  of  the  building  when  a  new 
roof  was  installed  over  the  front  portion  of  the  Library.  The  new  roof,  consisting  of  a 
slate  appearing  architectural  shingle,  was  made  possible  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  voters  of  Palmer.  Again,  the  staff,  trustees  and  patrons  are 
most  grateful  for  this  support. 

The  Library  continued  to  keep  pace  with  the  latest  innovations  in  information 
technology.  Planning  began  in  the  early  Summer  to  install  a  network  in  the  Library  that 
would  provide  staff  and  patrons  with  access  to  the  Internet.  In  October,  the  Palmer 
Library,  using  state  grant  funds,  became  one  of  the  first  public  libraries  in  Massachusetts 
to  develop  a  network  linked  to  the  Internet  and  the  World  Wide  Web.  The  Internet  and 
the  "Web"  will  assuredly  revolutionize  the  way  public  libraries  do  business  in  the  future, 
and  the  way  patrons  access  information.  A  challenging  opportunity  for  the  Library  in 
1997  will  be  to  introduce  the  Internet  to  our  patrons  and  to  plan  for  the  dramatic  impact 
this  technology  will  have  on  all  of  us. 

The  Library  expanded  upon  its  services  to  the  children  of  Palmer.  The  Youth 
Services  area  of  the  Library  was  extensively  re-arranged  during  renovations.  The 
changes  include  the  creation  of  an  area  specifically  for  Young  Adult  materials.  This  new 
area  reflects  the  emphasis  that  the  Youth  Services  Librarians  place  on  these  important 
patrons.  Also,  a  comfortable,  inviting  space  was  made  for  parents  and  their  young 
children  when  visiting  the  Library.  Storyhour  programming  was  increased  as  was 
outreach  to  schools  and  daycare  centers.  The  Summer  Reading  program  broke  all 
previous  participation  numbers.  The  Youth  Services  Librarians  also  participated  in  the 
securing  of  grant  funding  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  In 
collaboration  with  the  public  schools  and  daycare  centers,  this  grant  will  provide  funding 
to  purchase  books  and  materials  helpful  to  pre-schoolers  and  their  parents. 
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The  Library  continued  its  tradition  of  seeking  out  alternative  sources  of  funding. 
In  addition  to  the  technology  grant  that  funded  the  Internet,  and  the  grant  to  fund  pre- 
school materials,  two  other  grants  were  secured  in  1996.  A  $6,000.00  Health 
Information  for  Young  People  grant  project  and  a  $15,800.00  Seniors  and  the  Library 
grant  was  awarded  to  the  Library  by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners. 
The  Health  grant  is  especially  exciting  because  it  is  a  joint  project  of  the  Palmer  Public 
Library  and  the  libraries  of  the  Palmer  Public  Schools,  Pathfinder  High  School  and  Wing 
Hospital.  This  project  seeks  to  help  the  young  people  of  our  community  develop  heathy 
decisions  and  behaviors.  The  Seniors  grant,  in  collaboration  with  the  Council  on  Aging 
addresses  the  information  needs  of  Palmer's  senior  citizens  as  well  as  their  family 
members  and  other  care-givers. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continued  to  be  a  very  active  organization  in  1996.  In 
addition  to  performing  a  major  role  in  the  success  of  the  campaign  to  secure  new 
carpeting,  the  Friends  took  on  several  other  projects.  The  Friends  again  provided  free 
family  passes  to  area  museums  and  other  attractions.  The  Festival  of  Lights  held  each 
December  and  the  Fall  Book  Sale  were  once  again  very  successful  endeavors.  The 
Friends  Travel  Series,  featuring  photographic  slide  presentations  of  overseas  excursions, 
was  a  sell-out  event  all  year  long.  In  addition  to  presenting  entertaining  events,  the 
Friends  continue  to  financially  support  many  children  programs  such  as  Summer 
Reading. 

The  staff  and  trustees  of  the  Library  wish  to  note  the  strong  support  the  Library 
received  from  the  voters,  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  1996.  The 
Library's  budget  for  the  year  reflected  many  of  the  goals  that  were  planned  for  the  year. 
The  trustees  are  also  appreciative  of  the  acknowledgment  the  Library  receives  from  the 
Selectmen  and  Finance  Committee  for  its  efforts  to  generate  income  beyond  that 
appropriated  from  the  Town  Meeting.  In  1995-96  planning  was  once  again  commenced 
to  address  the  one  area  where  the  Library  needs  additional  support  from  the  Town.  A 
comparison  of  Palmer  Library  salaries  with  those  of  surrounding  communities  clearly 
demonstrates  that  the  Library  has  fallen  behind  in  providing  fair  compensation  for  its 
staff.  Indeed,  the  salaries  of  Library  staff  compared  to  the  salaries  of  like  positions 
within  Town  government  also  show  a  clear  inequity  in  compensation.  Palmer  is  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  a  terrific  library  that  is  strongly  supported  by  the  community  and  local 
government.  Palmer  is  indeed  fortunate  to  have  a  terrific,  exceedingly  qualified  and 
dedicated  library  staff.

1996  Annual  Report 


The  Palmer  Community  Development  Department  completed 
administering  the  town's  $771,853  FY93  Massachusetts  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  -  Community  Development  Fund  (MCDBG-CDF) 
program.  33  housing  units  had  been  rehabilitated  in  the  South 
Depot  Village  Target  Area.  The  Palmer  Senior  Center  was 
renovated  (handicapped  accessible  bathroom,  new  heating  system, 
installation  of  an  elevator).  The  construction  of  the  new 
downtown  Depot  Village  Park  was  completed,  as  was  the 
installation  of  new  play  equipment  at  the  Eager  Playground 
Tot-Lot . 

The  Department  also  completed  administering  the  town's 
$716,178  FY94  MCDBG-CDF /HOME  Grant.  An  additional  25  housing 
units  in  the  South  Depot  Village  Target  Area  were  rehabilitated. 
In  addition  900  linear  feet  of  new  water  mains  were  installed, 
and  another  1,360  linear  feet  of  existing  water  mains  were 
re-lined,  under  Dublin  and  Water  Streets.  This  year  12  Palmer 
children  participated  in  our  Day  Care  Assistance  program,  and 
32  families  were  provided  assistance  in  finding  day  care 
providers . 

The  Department  continues  to  assist  the  Palmer  Downtown 
Partnership,  Inc.  ( PDP )  in  administering  its  programs.  The 
PDP  continues  to  run  its  successful  Downtown  Farmer's  Market 
and,  conducted  its  2nd  Annual  Fall  Family  Fall  Festival /Taste 
of  Palmer  which  drew  7,000  people.  It  expanded  it  Downtown 
Christmas  Holiday  programs  to  include  street  lighting  and 
decorations,  free  downtown  hayrides  (over  100  people 
participated),  the  Children's  Christmas  Party  (attended  by  over 
150  Palmer  children)  and  the  Santa  Shuttle  Train  between  Downtown 
Palmer  and  Three  Rivers   (over  700  people  took  a  ride). 

The  Department  also  assisted  the  PDP  in  completing  its 
$122,608  FY94  MCDBG-Ready  Resource  Fund  ( RRF )  Grant  which 
finalized  the  DOWNTOWN  DESIGN  STUDY  which  included 
design/engineering  plans  for  downtown  streetscape  and  parking 
improvements,  Design  Guidelines  for  downtown  facade  and  sign 
improvements,   and  a  Downtown  Market  Study. 

The  Department  also  obtained  $400,000  in  Community 
Development  Action  Grant  (CDAG)  funds  for  the  Palmer 
Redevelopment  Authority,  which  was  used  to  acquire  the  site 
of  the  former  Holbrook  Building  on  Main  Street,  with  the 
remainder  being  used  towards  developing  an  additional  120  public 
parking  spaces  behind  the  stores  on  Main  Street. 

The  Department  also  began  administering  the  town's 
$1,000,000  FY95  MCDBG  grants  which  will  be  used  for:  the 
development     of     the     additional     downtown     parking;  additional 
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housing  rehabilitation;  day  care  subsidies;  and  grants  for  facade 
improvements  to  downtown  buildings. 

In  1996  the  Community  Development  Department  also 
successfully  administered  a  number  of  other  community  grants. 
These  included:  a  $450,000  MCDBG-RRF  Grant  for  a  Quaboag  Valley 
Business  Assistance  and  Loan  Program;  and  a  $428,000  Aquifer 
Land  Acquisition  Grant  for  the  Bondsville  Water  District.

The  Palmer  Planning  Board,  consisting  of  five  elected  members,  has  met  on  a  regular 
basis  during  1996.  It  is  the  Board's  policy  to  meet  as  often  as  necessary  to  conduct 
business  deemed  appropriate  under  General  Laws  and  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Palmer.

During  1996,  the  Planning  Board  held  19  regular  meetings  as  well  as  numerous  special 
meetings,  site  inspections  and  review  inspections.  In  addition  to  our  own  meetings,  we 
have  also  had  meetings  with  other  Boards  and  Committees  and  have  attended  seminars 
and  workshops  to  help  better  prepare  our  members  for  the  positions  for  which  they  have 
been  elected.  During  these  various  meetings,  the  Board  held  hearings  or  acted  on  19 
Special  Permit/Site  Plan  Approvals,  20  plans  meeting  zoning  requirements  and  deemed 
exempt  from  subdivision  regulations,  1  permit  for  a  non-conforming  sign,  6  Special 
Permits  for  Earth  Removal  and  1  transfer  of  an  Earth  Removal  Permit,  2  Special  Permits 
for  Home  Occupations  and  2  zone  change  requests.  The  Board  also  approved  8  new 
business  locations,  conducted  26  reviews  of  existing  sites,  granted  3  extensions  and  held 
16  informational  meetings  with  prospective  applicants. 

This  year  the  Board  said  good-bye  to  long  time  Board  member  Mr.  Stephen  Masley  Jr. 
Mr.  Masley  served  the  on  Board  since  1985  and  devoted  much  time  and  effort  to  his 
position.  We  would  like  to  thank  him  for  all  of  his  years  of  service.  In  his  place,  the 
Board  welcomed  it's  newest  member,  Mr.  Thomas  Skowyra.  We  look  forward  to 
working  with  Mr.  Skowyra  in  the  coming  years. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years  EOCD  offered  training  for  Planning  Board  members. 
These  sessions  were  held  in  November  and  December.  We  were  very  fortunate  that  many 
of  our  members  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  these  very  informative  sessions.  We  are 
hopeful  that  something  similar  will  be  offered  in  the  coming  year. 

We  have  been  working  with  Mr.  Larry  Smith  in  attempt  to  revise  the  current  zoning 
By-Laws.  We  are  making  good  progress  but,  this  has  proven  to  be  a  time  consuming 
process.  We  are  quite  hopeful  that  with  more  time  and  additional  funding,  we  will  be 
able  to  complete  this  project  this  year. 
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The  Board,  through  it's  Assistant  received  over  2600  phone  requests  for  information 
during  1996  which  were  processed  by  the  Assistant  to  the  Planning  Board.  Planning 
Board  Members,  or  referred  to  other  Boards  for  action. 

Once  again  our  goal  for  the  current  year  is  to  implement  a  Geographic  Information 
System  for  our  department  and  for  use  by  other  Town  departments.  This  project  will 
include  digitizing  of  map  and  exploration  of  G1S  software.  We  once  again  will  ask  the 
voters  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  for  funding  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  for  this  very 
important  project.

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PALMER  SANITARY  LANDFILL  ALTERNATIVE  COMMITTEE 


During  1996  the  Palmer  Sanitary  Landfill  Alternative  Committee  addressed 
various  issues,  among  them  the  disposal  of  sludge  from  the  Palmer  Water 
Pollution  Control  Facility  (WPCF)  and  solid  waste  (rubbish)  and  recyclables  from 
the  schools  and  municipal  buildings  following  the  closing  of  the  Palmer 
Landfill  as  well  as  the  actual  capping  of  the  landfill. 

The  committee  comprised  a  very  detailed  RFP  (Request  For  Proposal)   for  the 
disposal  of  sludge.     Five  companies  submitted  proposals,     NETCO  was  the  company 
which  was  selected  to  service  the  town. 

Tighe  &  Bond  had  previously  recommended  the  installation  of  a  new  belt  filter 
press  along  with  other  essential  rennovations  at  the  Palmer  Water  Pollution 
Control  Facility.     After  months  of  detailed  investigation  into  the  matter  and 
after  several  meetings  with  officials  from  Cascade  Diamond,  Gary  Kuczarski, 
Superintendent  of  the  WPCF,  and  Peter  Hull  of  the  Monson  Water  Department,  the 
committee  as  well  as  the  officials  just  mentioned  unanimously  agreed  to 
recommend  the  installation  of  a  three-belt  filter  press  along  with  the  necessary 
renovations  at  the  WPCF.     The  installation  of  a  new  press  would  enable  the  town 
to  haul  sludge  in  either  liquid  or  cake  form  and  would  result  in  a  reduction 
in  the  cost  of  sludge  disposal. 

The  committee  comprised  a  Request  For  Bid  for  the  removal  of  solid  waste 
(rubbish)  and  recyclables  from  the  schools  and  municipal  buildings.  Two 
companies  responded  with  United  Waste  being  awarded  the  contract. 

The  committee  became  aware  that  there  were  several  places  at  the  landfill  which 
were  not  yet  the  required  height  for  capping.     We  then  recommended  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  that  clean  demolition  material  be  brought  in  to  help  fill  these 
areas.     This  venture  created  revenue  for  the  town  while  filling  the  areas  with 
stable  material. 

The  committee  discussed  in  detail  the  methods  of  capping  the  landfill  and 
agreed  that  either  a  geomembrane  or  heavy  plastic  capping  material  would  be 
both  best  and  very  cost-effective.    We  have  been  told  that  Tighe  &  Bond,  the 
engineers  designing  the  closure  plan,  will  be  recommending  one  of  these  two 
materials. 

At  the  present  time  the  committee  is  concentrating  on  comprising  a  recycling 
program  for  the  schools  and  municipal  buildings  as  well  as  providing  information 
to  residents  of  Palmer  concerning  the  importance  of  recycling.

During  the  year  our  legislation  for  a  revolving  account  for  the  purpose  of  managing 
and  maintaining  conservation  areas  by  utilizing  forest  products  has  been  passed. 

The  Open  Space  Plan  is  over  half  completed  ,  including  the  mapping  of  significant 
areas.  This  is  a  very  time  consuming  project,  but  the  benefits  to  the  Town  are  many.  The 
completed  draft  of  the  Palmer  Open  Space  plan  will  be  submitted  to  all  interested  boards 
and  communities  on  Feb.  1,  1997  for  review.  Any  additions  or  corrections  are  to  be 
returned  to  the  Conservation  Commission  by  March  1st.  so  that  the  final  Open  Space  plan 
can  then  be  completed  by  April  1st.  1997. 

This  year  the  transfer  of  property  was  accomplished  to  complete  the  acquisition  of 
the  Pattaquattic  trail  off  of  Rondeau  Road.  Also,  the  legislature  passed  special  enabling 
legislation  allowing  us  to  manage  conservation  lands  including  the  retention  of  proceeds 
from  the  sale  of  timber.  These  funds  will  allow  us  to  begin  to  improve  limited  access  to 
these  sites. 

The  Environmental  Protection  Agency  (EPA)  proposed  changes  to  the  clean-  up  of 
the  PSC  Resources  Superfund  site  on  Water  Street.  Palmer  High  School  ecology  students, 
on  behalf  of  the  Conservation  Commission,  researched  the  proposed  changes  and 
generated  public  comments,  which  were  sent  to  the  EPA.  The  Commission  held  a  public 
meeting  with  the  EPA  on  November  19.  1996.  to  educate  the  community,  address  the 
student's  questions  and  to  update  the  town  on  the  cleanup  status  of  the  toxic  waste  dump 
site.  The  Palmer  Public  Library  is  the  repository  for  information  from  the  EPA  regarding 
the  PSC  Resource  site.  A  record  of  the  public  meeting  is  included  in  the  EPA's  Resources 
Superfund  binders.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  VETERAN'S  SERV  ICES 

The  budget  for  the  Veteran's  Services  was  once  again  level  funded  for  FY'97.  i  appreciate  the 
efforts  of  the  Finance  Committee  members  and  wouid  like  to  thank  them  for  an  adequate  budget. 

The  function  of  Veteran's  Services  is  to  provide  aid  and  assistance  to  veterans  and  their  dependents 
who  qualify  in  order  to  insure  their  life-sustaining  needs.  These  benefits  are  governed  by  Chapter 
1 15  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended. 

It  must  be  understood  that  this  office  is  not  the  Department  of  Veteran  s  Affairs  commonly  known 
and  referred  to  as  the  VA,  but  we  assist  in  filing  for  the  various  benefits  administered  by  that  body, 
and  referring  veterans  and  their  dependents  to  other  State  and  Federal  agencies  as  requested. 

Although  there  are  many  questions  that  we  can  and  do  answer,  there  are  times  when  these  questions 
can  also  be  answered  by  calling  the  Department  of  Veteran's  Affairs  at  1-800-827-1000,  which 
connects  the  caller  directly  to  the  Regional  Office  in  Boston.  There  is  also  a  VA  office  in  the 
Federal  Building  in  Springfield  and  that  number  is  (413)  785-030 i  which  can  be  used  for  medical 
information  and  out-patient  clinic  services  and  appointments. 

In  keeping  with  previous  Annual  Reports,  1  have  recorded  the  following  business  for  FY'96: 

Office  Visits  -  412  Requests  for  GI  Loans  Applications  -  4 

Telephone  Calls  -  814  Requests  for  Medals  -  14  (from  WWII  to  present) 

Requests  for  Discharges  -  9  Requests  for  Bonus  Applications-WWII  2,  Korea  2, 

Vietnam  6. 

Providing  office  hours  during  the  day  has  made  it  possible  for  oider  veterans  and  widows  to  have 
easier  access  to  our  services. 

In  October  1996,  the  President  signed  into  law  a  2.9%  COLA  for  disability  compensation  and  DIC 
recipients.  This  increase  was  reflected  in  the  checks  received  on  or  about  December  3 1 ,  1996. 

The  Congressional  Reform  and  Oversight  Committee  has  finally  recognized,  and  so  has  the 
Department  of  Veteran's  Affairs  (VA),  that  tens  of  thousands  of  Gulf  War  veterans  are  suffering 
from  poor  health,  and  its  response  has  grown  exponentially  over  the  last  several  years.  To  date, 
over  80,000  Gulf  War  veterans  have  been  examined  as  part  of  the  Department  of  Defense's  (DoD) 
Comprehensive  Clinical  Evaluation  Program.  VA  and  DoD  now  also  provides  health  care  for 
symptomatic  Gulf  War  veterans.  Over  70  federally  funded  scientific  and  clinical  studies  are 
underway,  or  will  begin  this  year. 

They  will  examine  many  of  the  risk  factors  present  in  the  Persian  Gulf  veterans.  These  efforts, 
which  were  mandated  by  Congress,  require  Congressional  oversight  in  order  to  become  more 
effective. 

There  was  an  investigation  into  the  issue  of  chemical  and  biological  warfare  agent  exposures  and 
incidences  during  the  Persian  Gulf  War  Missing  logs;  slow  release  of  information;  repeated 
denials  for  several  years  in  the  face  of  overwhelming  ev  idence;  all  have  combined  to  undermine  the 
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credibility  of  DoD.  DOD's  current  efforts  and  devotion  of  resources  are  impressive  and  appear 
sincere. 

DoD  views  the  khamisiyah  announcement  as  a  "watershed  event",  and  it  appears  to  be  pursuing  the 
President's  call  to  "leave  no  stone  unturned"'.  It  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  DoD  and  the  federal 
government  as  a  whole,  however,  if  a  congressional  appointed  independent  commission,  with 
subpoena  powers,  conducted  this  investigation.  This  is  especially  true  since  new  revelations 
everyday  continue  to  undermine  DoD's  credibility.  Too  much  is  at  stake.  The  shine  of  the  great 
victory  in  the  Gulf  has  been  tarnished  by  bureaucratic  bumbling  at  best,  or  a  deliberate  effort  to 
conceal  the  truth  at  worst.  Only  independent  investigators  with  subpoena  powers  and  without  a 
vested  interest  can  vouch  for  the  accuracy  of  any  final  report  from  DoD.  We  all  want  to  see  DoD 
succeed  in  restoring  its  credibility.  This  is  how  they  can  do  it. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  a  full  observance  of  Veteran  s  Day  was  held  in  1996.  With  the 
cooperation  of  the  veteran  s  organizations,  namely  the  American  Legion  Post  130,  and  Amvets 
Post  74,  and  with  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  an  excellent  and  well  attended 
program  was  held  at  Hrynewicz  Park  in  Three  Rivers.  My  many  thanks  to  those  that  assisted 
financially  and  physically  and  particularly  the  Palmer  Police  Department  under  Chief  Robert 
Frydryk,  the  Fire  Departments  of  Palmer,  Three  Rivers  and  Bondsville,  and  to  all  the  participants. 
So  that  we  can  pay  tribute  in  every  area  of  the  Town,  we  are  planning  to  hold  these  ceremonies  in 
each  of  the  villages  in  the  future  Thank  you  again  to  all  who  assisted  in  any  way. 

The  Governor  signed  into  law  on  April  25,  1996  Chapter  71  of  the  Acts  of  1996  legislation  that 
grants  qualified  veterans  the  right  to  purchase  up  to  four  years  of  military  service  which  will  be 
added  to  their  State  service  time  This  Act  is  called  The  Veteran's  Creditable  Service  Bill  and  is 
for  those  veterans  who  have  ten  ( 10)  or  more  years  of  full  time  service  We  are  pleased  to  be  able 
to  provide  the  applications  and  answer  questions  for  those  veterans  that  seek  our  assistance 

The  department  of  Veteran's  Affairs  (VA)  has  announced  that  insurance  dividends  will  be 
distributed  nationwide  to  those  veterans  who  have  policies  in  either  of  the  four  following 
categories  in  1997:   USGLI  -  NSLI  -  VSLI  -  VRI.  The  estimated  amount  for  the  67,779  policy 
holders  in  Massachusetts  is  $24,688.00. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  Executive  Secretary,  Beverly  A  Lund  and  my  fellow  employees  in  the 
Town  Administration  Building  for  their  cooperation  and,  last  but  not  least,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  who  have  given  me  the  opportunity  to  serve  my  fellow  veterans.

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PALMER  FINANCE  COMMITTEE  ANNUAL  REPORT 


Your  Finance  Committee  is  a  group  of  volunteers  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
prescribed  by  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  the  Town  of  Palmer  Bylaws.  The  Town 
Charter  calls  for  a  15  member  committee  but  there  are  currently  only  9  named  to  the 
Committee.  The  major  functions  of  the  Committee  are  to  make  recommendations  regarding 
town  spending  and  to  determine  the  need  for,  and  expenditure  of,  emergency  funds.  The 
Committee  occasionally  takes  a  position  opposing  expenditures  because  of  a  need  to  have  a 
balanced  budget  and  to  plan  for  other  necessary  town  expenditures.

The  current  fiscal  (1996-1997)  year  has  been  a  successful  one  in  that  The  Town  ended  the 
prior  fiscal  year  with  free  cash  for  the  first  time  in  some  years.  As  a  result,  the  budget  for  this 
year  was  balanced  and  some  needed  capital  expenditures  were  authorized.  The  State  aid  for 
FY  97  was  $9,836,729.00  which  combined  with  a  tax  levy  of  $8,685,632.00  and  receipts  of 
$1 ,898,815.00  for  a  total  budget  of  $20,058,683.00.  A  large  portion  of  the  aid  was  generated 
by  State  school  funding  which  made  it  possible  to  meet  the  Education  Reform  Act  requirement 
for  funding  the  public  school  budget  and  to  have  sufficient  funds  to  run  town  government.  In 
fiscal  1996  the  Finance  Committee  expended  all  of  the  Reserve  Fund  set  aside  for  emergency 
or  unforeseen  expenses.  This  represented  41  separate  department  requests  amounting  to 
$100,000.00.  Some  of  the  expenditures  were  emergency  in  nature  and  the  rest  were  operating 
expenses  exceeding  the  original  budgets.  This  indicates  that  the  departments  are  being  very 
conservative  with  their  requested  budgets.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  all  of 
the  department  heads,  and  the  townspeople  for  the  spirit  of  cooperation  in  our  efforts  to  live 
within  our  financial  means.  Fiscal  year  1998  and  the  years  beyond  promise  to  be  a  serious 
challenge  because  of  escalating  operating  costs  and  because  of  the  number  of  necessary 
capital  projects.  A  number  of  these  capital  projects  are  mandated  by  law  and  others  are 
required  to  keep  the  town  departments  functioning.  This  challenge  will  require  continued 
cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  concerned  in  determining  which  projects  will  have  priority  and  how 
available  funds  will  be  expended.  By  law,  we  must  stay  within  our  financial  means.  If  available 
revenues  fall  short  of  funding  projects  which  are  desired  by  the  taxpayer,  the  only  options  are 
to  cut  operating  expenses  or  to  pass  a  Proposition  2  V£  Override. 

Finally,  on  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  myself,  I  would  like  to  thank  Richard  Zina  for 
his  strong,  reasoned  leadership  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  over  these  last  years. 
He  has  worked  hard  and  selflessly  to  do  the  best  that  he  could  for  the  Town  of  Palmer.

The  office  and  dwelling  units  under  the  management  of  the  PALMER  HOUSING 
AUTHORITY  are  located  on  Fletcher  Street  in  Palmer 

Applications  are  accepted  at  all  times  in  order  to  maintain  a  waiting  list  for  the  48 
one-bedroom  units  A  preference  is  given  to  local  residents  and  local  veterans  60  years  of 
age  or  older  Applications  are  accepted  for  handicapped  persons  capable  of  living  in 
conventional  units  provided  they  meet  the  regulations. 

The  current  net  income  limits  as  set  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Community 
Development,  are  $23,900  for  one  person  and  $27,350  for  two  persons.  Units  are  filled 
from  the  waiting  list  as  they  become  available  Eight  vacancies  occurred  during  this  year. 
Units  were  filled  from  the  waiting  list. 

The  five-member  Board  of  Directors  meet  on  a  monthly  basis  to  conduct  business. 
This  Board  is  the  policy-setting  body  of  the  Authority. 

The  State-Aided  Developments  are  experiencing  many  changes  in  regulations  due 
to  Governor  Weld's  Executive  Order  384  to  Reduce  Unnecessary  Regulatory  Burden. 

Fiscal  Year  1996  is  considered  to  be  another  successful  year  for  the  Palmer 
Housing  Authority  The  Board  of  Directors  will  continue  to  strive  for  safe,  affordable 
housing  for  its  residents

This  past  year  has,  again,  seen  various  changes  in  our  Cable  Television  network   In  a  very 
short  period  of  time  we  have  witnessed  the  merger  of  Times  Mirror  with  Cox 
Communications,  and  now  Cox  Communications  transferring  their  license  to  Continental 
Cablevision  This  so  called  "progressive  move"  is  a  standard  ploy  of  large  industry  and 
business  where  the  large  conglomerate  gobbles  up  the  lesser  in  order  to  control  additional 
networks  of  the  Cablev  ision  enterprise. 

It  is  our  hope  that  this  will  be  the  final  move  of  these  various  companies,  since  the  Town 
of  Palmer  is  preparing  for  a  new  cable  contract  with  whomever  is  finally  in  control  Our 
present  contract  expires  in  the  year  2000.  Preparation  and  agreements  for  the  new 
contract  start  this  year,  1997   However,  this  committee  will  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  any 
proposed  rate,  program  or  channel  changes  We  will  strive  to  acquire  the  History  Channel 
and  other  beneficial  programming  to  replace  the  "junk  channels'"  we  acquired  in  the  past 
packaged  programming 

The  recent  program  rating  system  introduced  to  the  television  public  does  not  offer  the 
consumer  much  choice  in  helping  to  evaluate  what  their  children  should  watch  This  new 
rating  is  not  much  different  from  the  original  rating  system  in  that  certain  programmers 
and  film  manufacturers  show  a  different  sense  of  values  from  one  another  and  are  not 
consistent  with  each  other  in  their  rating  of  programs  Therefore,  the  consumer  must 
watch  the  particular  showing  in  order  to  ascertain  what  grading  (in  their  opinion)  is  worth- 
while and  cannot  rely  on  the  manufacturers  rating.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Council  on  Aging  in  1996  provided  a  broad  range  of  services  to  Palmer's  60+ 
population.    Of  the  2,408  Senior  Citizen's,  the  number  of  unduplicated  elders 
receiving  a  direct  service  from  the  Council  on  Aging  were  1,726.     54,586  units  of 
service  were  provided.  Those  not  receiving  a  direct  service  were  made  aware  of  our 
programs  through  the  Senior  Newsletter.     11  issues  were  printed,  a  total  of  5,938 
were  mailed.    Total  mailing  cost  was  $1,299.57.    Total  received  from  Seniors  for 
this  mailing  was  $1,229.00. 

There  are  456  Veterans  over  60,  108  Palmer  residents  are  in  area  Nursing  Homes  and 
there  were  112  deaths  in  1996. 

To  care  for  the  physical  needs  of  our  60+  population,  Health  Screenings,  Eye 
Screenings,  Hearing  Screenings,  Foot  Care  and  Exercise  programs  were  provided  at 
the  Palmer  Senior  Center.     219  unduplicated  individuals  took  advantage  of  these 
programs.     12  speakers  were  engaged  to  discuss  health  related  issues.  Medical 
equipment  is  also  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center  to  be  loaned  at  no  charge  as  needed. 
45  individuals  took  advantage  of  this  program. 

The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  provide  supportive  services  to  homebound  elders. 
98  unduplicated  elders  were  contacted  by  phone  on  a  regular  basis  thru  the  R-U-O-'K 
program,  totaling  4,196  times  during  1996.     In  Home  Meals  provided  49  frail  elders 
with  a  hot  meal  five  days  a  week,  totaling  12,740  meals. 

Other  at  home  programs  included:  Friendly  Visitor,  Homemakers,  Hairdressing , 
Hearing  Screening,  Assistance  with  banking,  grocery  shopping,  yard  work  and 
advocacy. 

Fuel  Assistance,  Tax  Assistance,  Food  Staples,  Transportation,  Information  and 
Referrals  were  also  available  to  the  under  60  low  income  and  disabled  population. 
2,542  units  of  service  was  provided  to  this  age  group. 

A  major  project  continues  to  be  in  and  out  of  town  transportation  program.  In  1996, 
237  unduplicated  passengers,  including  35  passengers  under  60  utilized  this 
service.  5,621  trips  were  taken,  totaling  18,351  miles.     Total  cost  to  the  Council 
on  Aging  to  operate  this  program  was  $8,400.22  for  gas,  oil,  tires,  repairs  and 
extra  driver  wages.     $5,028.20  was  contributed  to  this  program  thru  rider 
donations,  and  the  balance  was  thru  grant  funding. 

A  congregate  meal  program  was  held  at  the  Palmer  Senior  Center,  sponsored  thru  the 
Greater  Springfield  Senior  Services,  Inc.  and  the  Council  on  Aging.  2,218  meals 
were  served  throughout  1996. 

161  unduplicated  individuals  took  advantage  of  the  activities  offered  at  the  Senior 
Center  6,971  times. 

15,414  signatures  were  acquired  from  the  Senior  Center  daily  registration  sheets. 

10,594  phone  calls  were  taken  throughout  1996.  1,733  calls  were  from  the  under  60 
population. 

82  individuals  were  helped  thru  the  Free  Income  Tax  program.

In  September,  Commission  members  met  with  former  Three 
Rivers  resident,  Jane  Ruggles,  to  review  Ruggles  Family 
items.     As  a  result  of  this  meeting,   the  Commission  purchased 
two  antigue  samplers,  one  grammar  lesson  printed  on  linen, 
two  knee  buckles,  a  pair  of  spectacles,  a  wedding  vest,  and  a 
pair  of  socks. 

Also,  the  Palmer  Historical  Commission  purchased  a  book 
of  advertising  cards  from  Mrs.  Anita  Hancock,  widow  of  Austin 
Hancock . 

In  September,   the  Palmer  Historical  Commission 
approached  Mrs.   Loni  Bernat  with  regard  to  the  remnants  of 
the  84th  Benjamin  Franklin  Mile  Marker  that  had  been  re-set 
upon  her  property  by  the  former  owner. 
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Originally,   this  marker  was  placed  about  500  feet  east 
of  the  Bernat  dwelling  on  the  north  side  of  the  (Boston)  road 
by  the  United  States  Postal  Department  in  1753,  under  the 
direction  of  Postmaster  General,  Benjamin  Franklin. 

About  1925,   this  section  of  road  was  straightened,  and 
the  mile  marker  was  tossed  aside  into  the  nearby  wetlands. 
Nearly  60  years  later,  it  was  discovered,   resurrected,  and 
then  re-set  in  the  front  yard  of  the  Bernat  house. 

In  1996,  upon  learning  of  its  presence,   the  Historical 
Commission  contacted  Mrs.   Bernat,   and  she  agreed  to  donate 
this  historical  marker  to  the  Commission,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  Commission  would  have  a  replica  made  and 
installed  near  its  original  site.       In  the  spring  of  1997, 
the  replacement  marker  made  of  Barre  granite,  measuring 
36"L  x  18"W  x  4"  thick,  will  be  set  with  an  appropriate 
ceremony . 

The  Willard  Fountain  now  located  in  the  Converse  Middle 
School  Park  has  been  repaired  by  way  of  the  Historical 
Commission.     This  fountain  was  originally  erected  on  the 
southeast  corner  of  Main  &  Walnut  Streets  in  1910  by  the 
W.C.T.U.,  and  now  graces  the  memorial  area  of  this  park. 

With  the  transfer  of  students  to  Old  Mill  Pond  School, 
the  subject  of  utilizing  the  vacant  Thorndike  and  Quaboug 
schools  is  a  concern.     In  a  letter  dated  12/10/96  from  Allen 
Johnson  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,   it  is  his 
hope  that  the  Town  of  Palmer  would  continue  to  investigate 
possible  uses  for  these  historical  buildings. 

Jacob  Knight  prints  may  be  purchased  at  the  Palmer 
Library  or  Town  Clerk's  Office.     A  booklet  prepared  by 
Commission  members  Jane  Golas  and  Sandra  Nichols  describes 
this  unique  painting  frame  by  frame,  and  accompanies  each 
print  sold.     The  original  painting  remains  on  permanent 
display  in  the  Community  Room  of  the  Palmer  Library.

1996  proved  to  be  a  challenging  year  for  the  Palmer  Redevelopment  Authority,  in  broadening  its 
role  in  the  areas  of  Real  Estate,  Community,  and  Economic  Development  The  PRA,  pursuant  to 
requests  by  various  Town  Agencies  has  expanded  their  role  to  include:  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Old  Holbrook  Building  Site,  the  potential  acquisition  of  the  Municipal  Airport,  the  inclusion  in  the 
Town-wide  Capital  Improvements  Planning  Program,  and  technical  review  support  for  the  new 
Town-wide  Re-Zoning  policies  We  will  maintain  our  role  m  Industrial  Development  for  the 
Industrial  Park  but  realize  the  need  to  contribute  more  wide-ranging  services  to  the  Town  of 
Palmer 

As  stated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  PRA  "has  an  excellent  reputation  and  complete 
understanding  of  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  in  the  areas  of  Industrial, 
Commercial  Real  Estate,  Community,  and  Economic  Development  This  asset  (the  PRA)  should 
act  in  concert  with  other  departments  and  take  the  lead  on  specific  issues."  The  PRA  accepted  the 
challenge  set  forth  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  broaden  their  role,  and  is  in  the  process  of 
establishing  itself  as  the  leading  source  of  information  for  maintaining  or  attracting  business 

As  an  information  source,  the  PRA  has  been  in  the  process  of  developing  criteria  for  a  Town-wide 
digital  data  base  that  would  allow  for  the  accurate  and  timely  retrieval  of  information.  Along  with 
the  Capital  Improvements  Committee  the  PRA,  is  anticipating  that  the  scattered  and  fragmented 
pieces  of  information  regarding  the  Town  of  Palmer,  will  be  compiled  into  a  uniform  document,  so 
that  all  departments  will  have  an  opportunity  to  make  complex  decisions  based  on  tangible 
information 

The  PRA  also  went  through  a  re-organization,  in  part  due  to  the  resignation  of  the  Chairman 
Kevin  Gouvin  The  PRA  would  like  to  extend  their  gratitude  for  the  years  of  leadership  and 
service  that  Kevin  provided  to  the  PRA  We  are  happy  to  report  that  Kevin  resigned  to  devote 
more  time  to  his  family  and  to  his  thriving  business  We  wish  him  well  and  look  forward  to  his 
continued  service  to  the  PRA

Currently,  there  are  a  couple  of  developers  who  will  be  providing  detailed 
development  plans  that  will  be  evaluated  and  considered  The  selection  of  the 
preferred  developer  shall  occur  the  in  the  spring  of  1997,  with  construction 
hopefully  commencing  in  the  summer  of  1997 
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•  MUNICIPAL  AIRPORT 

The  PRA  is  in  the  process  of  working  out  details  with  the  owner  of  the 
property  to  evaluate  options  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Airport  Parcel  The 
acquisition  will  allow  the  Airport  providing  it  becomes  a  municipally  owned 
parcel  the  opportunity  to  apply  for  state  and  federal  funding  for  its  future 
maintenance  and  or  improvements. 

•  CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENTS  COMMITTEE 

The  PRA  will  work  with  other  community  officials  to  develop  a  Capital 
Improvements  Plan  for  the  long-range  requirements  of  the  Town  related  to 
facilities,  equipment,  buildings,  infrastructure,  improvements,  etc 

•  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  DIRECTOR 

The  PRA  has  received  resumes  from  qualified  professionals  for  the  position  of 
a  part-time  Economic  Development  Director  This  position  will  be  in  support 
of  and  assist  the  PRA  to  develop  databases,  be  a  liaison  to  local  business,  and 
develop  promotional  material  for  the  future  solicitation  of,  or  maintaining  of 
existing  business  The  PRA  is  currently  m  the  process  of  discussing  the 
objectives  and/or  the  requirements  for  the  position 

The  PRA  looks  forward  to  providing  the  Town  of  Palmer  the  broad  range  of  services  needed  to 
assure  the  community  and  its  citizens,  job  retainment,  and  employment  opportunities  now  and  into 
the  next  century  Our  community  has  the  potential  for  tremendous  successes,  and  we  the  PRA, 
look  forward  to  being  the  organization  that  will  help  realize  these  opportunities   If  anyone  is 
interested  in  meeting  with  the  PRA  we  have  monthly  scheduled  meetings,  the  second  Wednesday  of 
every  month.

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PALMER  SCHOOL  BUILDING  DISPOSITION  COMMITTEE 


The  School  Building  Disposition  Committee  was  appointed  in  December  of  1995  and  held  its 
first  meeting  on  January  10,  1996.

The  Committee  was  given  the  unenviable  task  of  utilizing  or  disposing  of  the  Quabaug, 
Thorndike,  and  Three  Rivers  schools  in  a  collapsed  real  estate  market  and  a  climate  of 
cutbacks  in  government  spending.  The  remaining  school,  Thorndike  Street,  remains  under  the 
control  of  the  Palmer  School  Committee.  The  Committee  considered  uses  such  as  housing  for 
the  elderly,  a  youth  center,  town  offices,  and  commercial  uses.  There  was  no  apparent  need 
for  additional  elderly  housing  and  no  government  funding  available  for  any  municipal  use. 
There  was  also  no  interest  expressed  by  commercial  developers  and  various  sources  advised 
that  there  was  no  market  for  such  buildings  because  of  the  costs  involved  in  rehabilitation  and 
the  low  rental  values.  After  exploring  these  possibilities,  the  Committee  recommended 
advertising  the  buildings  for  sale  or  lease,  and  included  the  possibility  of  demolition.  There  was 
no  formal  response  to  the  bid  process,  however  the  Three  Rivers  Chamber  of  Commerce 
expressed  an  informal  interest  in  making  an  arrangement  to  try  to  put  the  Three  Rivers  school 
building  to  use.  The  Chamber  and  the  Town  have  entered  an  agreement  whereby  the 
Chamber  will  lease  the  Three  Rivers  Elementary  School  for  1  year  for  $1.00  with  the  option  to 
acquire  the  property  thereafter  if  they  are  successful  in  their  attempt  to  find  a  use  which  will 
benefit  the  community.  The  Quabaug  school,  which  is  in  very  poor  condition,  and  the 
Thorndike  school  were  then  advertised  for  bids  for  demolition.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
expects  to  award  a  bid  for  the  demolition  of  the  Quabaug  school  but  to  postpone  any  action  on 
the  Thorndike  school  in  hopes  that  some  beneficial  municipal  use  can  be  found. 

I  would  like  to  especially  thank  Linda  Clark,  Anthony  Dimitropolis,  Donna  Graveline,  Diana 
Strzemienski,  and  Beth  Zelazo  for  all  of  their  efforts  and  for  sticking  with  the  project.

This  committee  met  three  times  in  1996  for  regular  meetings  Additionally,  several 
sub-committee  meetings  were  held  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Having  requested  them  in  June,  the  Committee  is  still  waiting  for  120  lights  to  be 
installed  by  Massachusetts  Electric. 

One-way  traffic  on  Converse  Street  was  again  reviewed  by  the  Committee.  For 
safety  reasons,  the  recommendation  was  that  the  street  remain  one-way  traffic. 

The  Committee  recommended  that  the  Selectmen  prohibit  the  practice  of 
interdiction  of  charity  solicitations  at  street  intersections  and  heavy  vehicle  traffic  areas. 
However,  the  Selectmen  decided  not  to  prohibit  this  practice  and  the  matter  is  considered

The  P  R.  A  has  shown  great  interest  in  the  airport  and  have  been  in  contact  with 
the  Selectmen  in  regards  to  obtaining  the  ownership  of  the  airport  property  for  the  Town. 
The  Selectmen  have  given  the  P  R  A  their  support  in  contacting  the  proper  agencies  to 
see  how  this  could  be  done  with  little  or  no  cost  to  the  Town.  As  of  this  writing,  efforts 
are  still  ongoing 

During  the  past  year  the  Palmer  Metro  Airport  has  gone  through  a  lot  of  positive 
changes  One  of  these  changes  has  been  the  Life  Flight  Helicopter  which  has  moved  its 
operation  from  Turners  Falls  to  Palmer  Life  Flight  chose  Palmer  Metro  Airport  because 
of  its  central  location  between  Worcester  and  Springfield.  The  location  of  Life  Flight  to 
Palmer  is  an  example  of  how  important  this  resource  is  to  the  Town  and  surrounding 
communities.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  this  an  airport  for  the  future 
generations  and  it  is  vital  for  the  area  in  order  to  compete  with  other  towns,  cities  and 
even  states  for  economic  development  as  we  look  towards  the  next  century.

Whoever  suffers  loss  by  the  maiming,  or  killing  of  his  live  stock  or  fowls  by  a  licensed  or  unlicensed  dog 
or  dogs,  outside  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  or  dogs  may  inform  the  chairman  of  the 
selectmen,  or,  if  he  is  absent  or  ill,  anyone  of  the  selectmen  or  designee,  who  shall  proceed  to  the  premises 
where  the  damage  was  done  and  determine  whether  the  same  was  inflicted  by  dogs,  and  if  so,  appraise  the 
amount  thereof  if  it  does  not  exceed  fifty  dollars.  If  in  the  opinion  of  said  chairman  or  selectmen,  the 
amount  of  said  damage  exceeds  fifty  dollars,  the  damage  shall  be  appraised,  on  oath,  by  three  persons 
acting  as  appraisers.  The  appraisers  shall  be  comprised  of  the  chairman  of  selectmen,  or  his  designee,  the 
Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee,  and  a  person  designated  by  the  person  alleged  to  be  damaged.  The  said 
appraisers  shall  determine,  if  possible,  the  owner  of  the  licensed  or  unlicensed  dog  or  dogs  and  present 
said  dog  owner  by  Certified  Mail  with  such  evidence  and  a  Certificate  of  Damage  to  include  the  labor  and 
time  necessarily  expended  in  the  finding  and  collecting  of  the  live  stock  or  fowl  injured  or  separated  and 
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the  value  of  the  lost  or  otherwise  damaged  live  stock  or  fowl.  Awards  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the  fair  cash 
market  value  of  such  live  stock  or  fowl,.  Said  dog  owner  shall  pay  the  aggrieved  person  for  the  damages 
within  30  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  Certificate  of  Damage.  The  aggrieved  person  shall  have  the  right  to 
take  district  court  action  if  said  dog  owner  fails  to  comply  with  the  required  payment.  If  the  appraisers 
cannot  determine  the  owner  of  the  licensed  or  unlicensed  dog  or  dogs  the  selectmen  shall  approve  warrant 
for  payment  to  the  aggrieved  person  from  the  dog  control  account. 


No  owner  of  live  stock  or  fowl  shall  be  reimbursed  for  damages  inflicted  by  his  own  dog  or  dogs,  nor  shall 
he  be  reimbursed  for  any  damage  by  any  dog  or  dogs,  if  at  the  time  such  damages  was  inflicted,  he  was 
himself  the  owner  or  keeper  of  an  unlicensed  dog  of  the  age  of  6  months  or  older.  No  reimbursement 
shall  be  made  on  account  of  damage  inflicted  by  a  dog  or  dogs,  to  a  deer,  elk,  cottontail  rabbit,  northern 
hare,  pheasant,  quail,  partridge  or  other  live  stock  or  fowl  determined  by  the  Department  of  Fish  & 
Wildlife  to  be  wild  unless  they  are  kept  by  a  permit  issued  by  said  department.  No  reimbursement  shall  be 
made  for  damage  inflicted  by  a  dog  or  dogs  to  dogs,  cats  or  other  household  pets.

Sec.  1  -  Act  or  "the  Act".  The  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  also 

known  as  the  Clean  Water  Act,  as  amended,  33  U.S.C.  1251,  et.  seq. 

Sec.  2  -  Approval  Authority.  The  administrator  of  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  or  his  authorized  representative. 

Sec.  3  -  Authorized  Representative  of  Industrial  User.  An  authorized  representative  of 
an  Industrial  User  may  be:  (1)  A  principal  executive  officer  (president, 
secretary,  treasurer,  or  vice  president  or  other  person  who  performs  similar 
policy  or  decision  making  functions  for  the  corporation  including  a  manager  of 
a  facility  employing  250  persons  or  more  or  having  gross  annual  sales  of  $25 
million  (1980  dollars)  or  more),  if  the  Industrial  User  is  a  corporation;  (2)  A 
general  partner  or  proprietor  if  the  Industrial  User  is  a  partnership  or 
proprietorship,  respectively  ;  (3)  A  duly  authorized  representative  of  the 
individual  designated  above  if  such  representative  is  responsible  for  the  overall 
operation  of  the  facilities  from  which  the  indirect  discharge  originates  and  a 
written  authorization  is  submitted  to  the  POTW  by  the  individual  being 
represented. 


Sec.  8  -  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard  or  Categorical  Standard.  Any  regulation 
containing  pollutant  discharge  limits  promulgated  by  EPA  in  accordance  with 
Sections  307(b)  and  (c)  of  the  Act  (33.

Sec.  10  -Composite  Sample.  A  sample  which  represents  many  aliquots  taken  throughout 
an  extended  time  period. 

Sec.  1 1  -Direct  Discharge.  The  discharge  of  treated  or  untreated  wastewater  directly  to 
the  waters  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

Sec.  12  -Environmental  Protection  Agency  or  EPA  The  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency,  or  where  appropriate  the  term  may  also  be  used 
as  a  designation  for  the  Administrator  or  other  duly  authorized  official 
of  said  agency. 

Sec.  14  -Grab  Sample.  A  sample  which  is  taken  from  a  waste  stream  on  a  one-time 

basis  with  no  regard  to  the  flow  in  the  waste  stream  and  without  consideration 


Sec.  15  -Holding  Tank  Waste.  Any  waste  from  holding  tanks  such  as  vessels,  chemical 
toilets,  campers,  trailers,  septic  tanks,  and  vacuum-pump  tank  trucks.

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Sec.  16  -  Indirect  Discharge  or  Discharge.  The  discharge  or  the  introduction  of 
pollutants  into  the  POTW  from  any  nondomestic  source  regulated  under 
Section  307  (b),  (c),  or  (d)  of  the  Act,  (including  holding  tank  waste 
discharged  into  the  system). 

Sec.  17  -Industrial  User  or  User.  A  source  of  Indirect  Discharge. 

Sec.  19  -Interference.  A  Discharge  by  an  Industrial  User  which,  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  discharges  by  other  sources,  inhibits  or  disrupts  the 
POTW,  its  treatment  process  or  operations,  or  its  sludge  processes,  use 
or  disposal  and  which  is  a  cause  of  a  violation  of  any  requirement  of 
the  POTWs  NPDES  permit  (including  an  increase  in  the  magnitude  or 
duration  of  a  violation)  or  of  the  prevention  of  sewage  sludge  use  or 
disposal  by  the  POTW  in  accordance  with  the  following  statutory 
provisions  and  regulations  or  permits  thereunder  (or  more  stringent 
State  or  local  regulations):  Section  405  of  the  Clean  Water  Act,  the 
Solid  Waste  Disposal  Act  (SWDA)  (including  Title  II,  more  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act.  (RCRA),  and 
including  State  regulations  contained  in  any  State  sludge  management  plan 
prepared  pursuant  to  Subtitle  D  or  the  SWDA) ,  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Toxic 
Substance  Control  Act,  and  the  Marine  Protection  Research  and  Sanctuaries 
Act.

Sec.  21-  National  Pollution  Discharge  Elimination  System  or  NPDES 

Permit.  A  permit  issued  pursuant  to  Section  402  of  the  act  (33  U.S.C.  1342) 

Sec.  23-  New  Source.  Any  building  structure,  facility,  or  installation  from  which  there 
is  or  may  be  a  Discharge  of  Pollutants,  the  construction  of  which  commenced 
after  the  publication  of  proposed  Pretreatment  Standards  under  Section  307  (c) 
of  the  Act  which  will  be  applicable  to  such  source  if  such  Standards  are 
thereafter  promulgated  in  accordance  with  that  section,  provided  that: 

(1)  the  building,  structure,  facility  or  installation  is  constructed 
at  a  site  at  which  no  other  source  is  located;  or 

(2)  the  building,  structure,  facility  or  installation  totally  replaces 
the  process  or  production  equipment  that  causes  the  discharge 
of  pollutants  at  an  existing  source;  or 

(3)  the  production  or  wastewater  generating  processes  of  the 
building,  structure,  facility  or  installation  are  substantially 
independent  of  an  existing  source  at  the  same  site.  In 
determining  whether  these  are  substantially  independent, 
factors  such  as  the  extent  to  which  the  new  facility  is  integrated 
with  the  existing  plant  and  the  extent  to  which  the  new  facility 
is  engaged  in  the  same  general  type  of  activity  as  the  existing 
source  should  be  considered. 

Construction  on  a  site  at  which  an  existing  source  is  located  results 
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in  a  modification  rather  than  a  new  source  if  the  construction  does 
not  create  a  new  building  structure,  facility  or  installation  meeting 
the  criteria  stated  above  but  otherwise  alters,  replaces,  or  adds  to  existing 
process  or  production  equipment. 

Construction  of  a  new  source  as  defined  under  this  paragraph  has 
commenced  if  the  owner  or  operator  has  begun,  or  caused  to  begin 
as  part  of  a  continuous  on-site  construction  program,  any  placement, 
assembly  or  installation  of  facilities  or  equipment,  or  significant  site 
preparation  work  including  clearing,  excavation,  or  removal  of  exiting 
buildings,  structures,  or  facilities  which  is  necessary  for  the  placement, 
assembly  or  installation  of  new  source  facilities  or  equipment;  or  entered 
into  a  binding  contractual  obligation  for  the  purchase  of  facilities  or 
equipment  which  are  intended  to  be  used  in  its  operation  within  a  reason- 
able time.  Options  to  purchase  or  contracts  which  can  be  terminated  or 
modified  without  substantial  loss,  and  contracts  for  feasibility,  engineering, 
and  design  studies  do  not  constitute  a  contractual  obligation  under  this 
paragraph. 

Sec.  24-  Noncontract  Cooling  Water.  Water  used  for  cooling  which  does  not 
come  into  direct  contact  with  any  raw  material,  intermediate  product, 
waste  product,  or  finished  product. 

Sec.  25-  Pass  Through.  A  discharge  of  pollutant  which  exists  the  POTW  into 
waters  of  the  United  States  in  quantities  or  concentrations  which  alone 
or  in  conjunction  with  a  discharge  or  discharges  from  other  sources,  is 
a  cause  of  a  violation  of  any  requirement  of  the  POTW's  NPDES 
permit  (including  an  increase  in  the  magnitude  or  duration  of  a  violation). 

Sec.  28-  Pretreatment  or  Treatment.  The  reduction  of  the  amount  of  pollutants, 
the  elimination  of  pollutants,  or  the  alteration  of  the  nature  of  pollutant 
properties  in  wastewater  to  a  less  harmful  state  prior  to  or  in  lieu  of 
discharging  or  otherwise  introducing  such  pollutants  into  a  POTW.  The 
reduction  or  alteration  can  be  obtained  by  physical,  chemical  or  biological 
processes,  or  process  changes  or  other  means,  except  as  prohibited  by  40  CFR 
Section  403.6(d). 

Sec.  29-  Pretreatment  Requirements.  Any  substantive  or  procedural  requirement 
related  to  pretreatment,  other  than  a  National  Pretreatment  Standard 
imposed  on  an  industrial  user. 

Sec.  30-  Pretreatment  Standards  or  Standards.  Pretreatment  standards  shall  mean 
prohibited  discharge  standards,  categorical  pretreatment  standards, 
and  local  limits. 

Sec.  32  POTW  Treatment  Plant  or  Sewage  Treatment  Plant,.  That  portion  of  the 
POTW  designated  to  provide  treatment  to  wastewater. 

Sec.  33-  Publicly  Owner  Treatment  Works  (POTW)  or  Sewage  Works.  A 

treatment  works  as  defined  by  Section  212  of  the  Act,  (33  U.S. C. 1292) 
which  is  owned  in  this  instance  by  the  Town.  This  definition  includes, 
any  sewers  that  convey  wastewater  to  the  POTW  treatment  plant,  but 
does  not  include  pipes,  sewers  or  other  conveyances  not  connected 
to  a  facility  providing  treatment.  For  the  purposes  of  this  bylaw, 
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"POTW  shall  also  include  any  sewers  that  convey  wastewaters  to 
the  POTW  from  persons  outside  the  Town  who  are,  by  contract 
or  agreement  with  the  town,  users  of  the  Town's  POTW. 

Sec.  39-  Significant  Industrial  User.  All  industrial  users  subject  to  National 
Categorical  Standards  under  40  CFR  403.6  and  40  CFR  Chapter  I 
Subchapter  N;  and  any  other  Industrial  User  that  discharges  an  average 
of  25,000  gallons  per  day  (gpd)  or  more  of  process  wastewater  to  the 
POTW  (excluding  sanitary,  noncontract  cooling  and  boiler  blow  down 
wastewater),  or  contributes  a  process  wastestream  which  makes  up 
5  percent  or  more  of  the  average  dry  weather  hydraulic  or  organic 
capacity  of  the  POTW.  or  is  designated  as  such  by  the  POTW  on  the 
basis  that  the  Industrial  User  has  a  reasonable  potential  to  adversely 
affect  the  POTW's  operation  or  violate  a  pretreatment  standard  or 
requirement. 

Upon  finding  that  an  Industrial  User,  excluding  Industrial  Users 
subject  to  National  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  has  no 
reasonable  potential  for  adversely  affecting  the  POTW's  operation 
or  for  violating  any  pretreatment  standard  or  requirement,  the  POTW 
may  in  accordance  with  40  CFR  403.8(f)(6)  determine  that  such 
Industrial  User  is  not  a  Significant  Industrial  User. 

Sec.  40-  Significant  Noncompliance.  A  User  is  in  Significant  Noncompliance 
if  it  meets  one  or  more  of  the  following  criteria: 

Chronic  violations  of  discharge  limits  (chronic  violations 
means  66%  or  more  measurements  taken  in  a  6-month 
period  exceed  daily  maximum  limit  or  average  limit  for 
the  same  pollutant  parameter. 

Technical  Review  Criteria  (TRC)  violations,  which  means 
33%  or  more  of  all  measurements  for  each  pollutant 
parameter  taken  in  a  6-month  period  equal  or  exceed  the 
product  of  the  daily  maximum  limit  or  average  limit  multiplied 
by  the  TRC.  (TRC  =  1 .4  for  BOD,  TSS,  fats,  and  oil  and  grease. 
TRC  =1.2  for  all  other  pollutants  except  Ph_. 

Any  other  violations  of  effluent  pretreatment  limits  which 
the  POTW  determines  has  caused  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  other  discharges  Pass  Through  or  Interference,  or 
endangers  the  health  of  POTW  workers  or  the  general  public. 

Any  discharge  which  caused  imminent  endangerment  to  human 
health,  welfare,  or  the  environment,  or  has  resulted  in  the  POTW's 
exercise  of  its  emergency  authority  to  halt  or  prevent  such  discharge. 

Failure  to  meet  a  compliance  schedule  milestone  contained  in  a 
local  control  mechanism  or  enforcement  order  to  attain  financial 
compliance  within  90  days  after  the  schedule  date. 

Failure  to  submit  required  reports  including  baseline  monitoring 
reports,  90-day  compliance  reports  periodic  self-monitoring 
reports,  and  compliance  schedule  reports  within  30  days  of 
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the  due  dates. 

Failure  to  accurately  report  non-compliance. 

Any  other  violations  or  group  of  violations  which  the  POTW 
has  determined  to  have  the  potential  to  adversely  affect 
POTW  operations  or  implementation  of  the  local 
pretreatment  program. 

Sec.  42-  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC).  A  classification  pursuant 

to  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  issued  by  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget. 

Sec.  43-  State.  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Sec.  46  Toxic  Pollutant.  Any  pollutant  or  combination  of  pollutants  listed  as 
toxic  in  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Administrator  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  under  the  provision  of  CWA 
301(a)  or  other  Acts. 

Sec. 47-  User.  Any  person  who  contributes,  causes  or  permits  the  contribution 
of  wastewater  into  the  Town's  POTW.

(I)        Pollutants  which  will  result  in  the  presence  of  toxic  gases,  vapors,  or 
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fumes  within  the  POTW  in  a  quantity  that  may  cause  acute  worker  health 
and  safety  problems. 

(j)        Any  trucked  or  hauled  pollutants,  except  at  discharge  points  designated 
by  the  POTW,  or  without  a  valid  discharge  permit  or  in  violation  thereof . 

(k)        Materials  which  exert  or  cause  unusual  volume  of  flow  or  concentration 
of  wastes  constituting  "slugs"  as  defined  herein. 

(1)        Waters  or  wastes  containing  substances  which  are  not  amenable  to 
treatment  or  reduction  by  the  sewage  treatment  process  employed,  or 
are  amenable  to  treatment  only  to  such  degree  that  the  sewage  treatment 
plant  effluent  cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  other  agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  discharge  to  the  receiving  waters,  or  which  are  in 
violation  of  any  requirements  of  a  permit  issued  under  these  Rules  and 
Regulations.

"All  measurements,  tests,  and  analyses  of  the  characteristics  of  waters  and  wastes 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  conducted  using  the  methods 
and  procedures  in  40  CFR  Part  136.  If  no  method  is  listed  for  a  given  parameter, 
the  Superintendent  shall  specify  acceptable  methods." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of 
Section  9  and  insert  the  following: 

"Such  records,  including  records  of  all  monitoring  activities  and  results,  whether 
or  not  such  monitoring  was  required,  shall  be  made  available  upon  request  for 
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inspection  and  copying  by  the  board  of  Selectmen  and  to  other  Agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  discharges  to  the  receiving  waters.  Records  shall  be  maintained 
for  a  minimum  of  three  years.  This  period  shall  be  extended  during  the  course  of 
unresolved  litigation  or  when  requested  by  the  POTW,  or  Agency  having  jurisdic- 
tion over  discharges  to  the  receiving  waters." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  revise  Section  10  to  read: 

"No  statement  contained  in  this  Article  shall  e  construed  as  preventing  any 
special  agreement  or  arrangement  between  the  town  and  any  industrial  concern 
whereby  an  Industrial  Waste  of  unusual  strength  or  character  may  be  accepted  by 
the  Town  for  treatment,  subject  to  payment  therefore,  by  the  industrial  concern, 
and  subject  to  compliance  with  applicable  Federal  and  State  discharge  requirements." 

Under  Article  V  -  Power  and  Authority  of  Inspectors,  revise  Section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen  ,  POTW  Superintendent  and  other  duly  authorized 
employees  and  agents  of  the  Town  bearing  proper  credentials  shall  be  permitted 
ready  access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  all  properties  and  all  parts  of  the 
premises  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  observation,  measurement,  sampling, 
testing  and  records  examination,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Town  or  its  authorized 
agents  shall  have  the  right  to  set  upon  the  User's  property  such  devices  as  are 
necessary  to  conduct  sampling,  inspection,  compliance  monitoring  and/or 
metering  operations.  Where  a  User  has  security  measures  in  force  which  would 
require  proper  identification  and  clearance  before  entry  into  their  premises,  the 
User  shall  make  necessary  arrangements  with  their  security  guards  so  that  upon 
presentation  of  suitable  identification,  personnel  from  the  town  will  be  permitted 
to  enter,  without  delay  ,  for  the  purposes  of  performing  their  specific  responsibilities. 
This  authority  is  in  no  way  limited  by  Section  3  of  this  Article." 

Under  Article  VI  -  Industrial  Wastes,  revise  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  1  to  read  as 
follows: 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into  agreements, 
issue  permits,  or  to  make  other  arrangements  for  handling  and  treating  industrial 
wastes  which  in  its  opinion  are  amenable  to  treatment  in  the  Town's  POTW.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  also  reserves  the  right  to  establish  in  these  Rules  and  Regulations 
general  local  limits  for  industrial  wastewater  discharges.  The  Board  may  also 
establish  individual  User  limitations  which  may  be  expressed  either  as  concentration 
based  limits  or  mass  based  limits.  The  Board  may  also  develop  discharge  limitations 
and  other  permit  requirements  applicable  to  generators  and  transporters  of  Holding 
Tank  Wastes  or  other  hauled  wastes  discharged  to  the  POTW.  Such  limits  shall  not 
be  developed  without  public  notification  and  shall  be  developed  using  methods 
acceptable  to  the  EPA." 

Under  Article  VI  -  Industrial  Wastes,  delete  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  Section  1 : 

Under  Article  VI  -  Industrial  Wastes,  insert  the  following  after  Sec.  1 : 

"Section  2.  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  limit  any  specific  pollutant  discharges  where  such  limitation  is  considered  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town  in  properly  maintaining  and  operating  the  POTW. 
Upon  the  promulgation  of  the  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  for  a

particular  industrial  subcategory  ,  the  Federal  Standard,  if  more  stringent  than 
limitations  imposed  under  these  Rules  and  Regulations  for  sources  in  that  sub- 
category, shall  immediately  supersede  the  limitations  imposed  under  these  Rules 
and  Regulations.  National  Categorical  Standards,  found  in  40CFR  Chapter  I, 
subchapter  N,  Parts  405-471  are  hereby  incorporated  into  these  Rules  and 
Regulations.  All  Users  subject  to  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards 
will  be  required  to  obtain  an  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  as  per 
Article  VI,  Section  5  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  notify  all  affected  Users  of  the  applicable  reporting  requirements  under  40 
CFR,  Section  403.12. 

Section  3 .  Excessive  Discharge  No  User  shall  increase  the  use  of  process  water 
in  an  attempt  to  dilute  a  discharge  as  a  partial  or  complete  substitute  for  adequate 
treatment  to  achieve  compliance  with  the  limitations  contained  in  any  Pretreatment 
Standard,  or  in  any  other  pollutant-specific  limitation  developed  by  the  town  or 
State  unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  applicable  standard  or  limitation. 

Section  4.  Accidental  Discharges  Each  User  shall  provide  protection  from 
accidental  discharge  of  prohibited  materials  or  Slug  discharges  of  other 
substances  regulated  by  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  Facilities  to  prevent 
accidental  discharge  of  prohibited  materials  shall  be  provided  and  maintained 
at  the  owner  or  user's  own  cost  and  expense.  The  Board  may  require  that  plans 
showing  facilities  and  operating  procedures  be  submitted  for  review  and  approval 
either  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  facilities  or  after  such  construction  is 
complete.  The  Town  shall  evaluate  at  least  once  every  two  years  whether  each 
Significant  User  will  be  required  to  develop  such  plan.  In  the  case  of  an 
accidental  discharge  or  slug  loading,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  User  to 
immediately  telephone  and  notify  the  POTW  of  the  incident.  The  notification 
shall  include  location  of  discharge,  type  of  waste,  concentration  and  volume,  and 
corrective  actions  being  taken. 

Written  Notice  Within  five  (5)  days  following  an  accidental  discharge,  or  slug 
loading  the  User  shall  submit  to  the  POTW  Superintendent  a  detailed  written 
report  describing  the  cause  of  the  discharge  and  the  measures  to  be  taken  by  the 
User  to  prevent  similar  future  occurrences.  Such  notification  shall  not  relieve  the 
User  of  any  expense  loss  damage,  or  other  liability  which  may  be  incurred  as  a 
result  of  damage  to  the  POTW,  fish  kills,  or  any  other  damage  to  person  or 
property;  nor  shall  such  notification  relieve  the  User  of  any  civil  penalties,  or 
other  liability  which  may  be  imposed  by  this  article  or  other  applicable  law. 

Section  5.  Hazardous  Waste  Discharge  The  Industrial  User  shall  notify  the 
POTW,  the  EPA  Regional  Waste  Management  Division  Director,  and  State 
hazardous  waste  authorities  in  writing  of  any  discharge  into  the  POTW  of  a 
substance,  which,  if  otherwise  disposed  of,  would  be  a  hazardous  waste  under 
40  CFR  26 1 .  Such  notification  must  include  the  name  of  the  hazardous  waste 
as  set  forth  in  40  CFR  Part  26 1 ,  the  EPA  hazardous  waste  number,  and  the  type 
of  discharge,  if  the  amount  of  hazardous  wastes  discharged  exceed  100  Kilograms 
per  calendar  month,  the  notification  shall  also  contain  the  following  information 
to  the  extent  such  information  is  known  and  readily  available  to  the  Industrial 
User: 

(1)  an  identification  of  the  hazardous  constituents  contained  in  the  wastes. 

(2)  an  estimation  of  the  mass  and  concentration  of  these  constituents  in  the 
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wastestream  discharged  during  that  calendar  month,  and 

(3)        an  estimation  of  the  mass  of  constituents  in  the  wastestream  expected  to 
be  discharged  during  the  following  twelve  months. 

All  notifications  must  take  place  within  180  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  rules 
or,  for  new  discharges,  within  180  days  of  the  proposed  discharge  of  hazardous 
waste 

If  a  new  substance  is  classified  as  hazardous  under  Section  3001  of  the  Resource 
Conservation  and  Recovery  Act  (RCRA),  the  Industrial  User  must  notify  the 
POTW.  the  EPA  Regional  Waste  Management  Waste  Division  Director  and 
State  hazardous  waste  authorities  of  the  discharge  of  such  substance  within  90 
days  of  the  effective  date  of  that  regulation. 

The  Industrial  User  shall  include  a  certification  that  it  has  a  program  in  place  to 
reduce  the  volume  and  toxicity  of  hazardous  waste  generated  to  the  degree  it  has 
been  determined  to  be  economically  practical. 

Section  6.  Industrial  Sewer  Connection/Wasterwater  Discharge  Permits 

(a)        Permit  Application  -  General  Any  industrial  user  proposing  to 
make  a  new  connection  to  the  municipal  sewerage  sy  stem,  any 
Industrial  User  proposing  to  utilize  an  existing  connection  for 
its  wastewater  discharge,  and  any  existing  Industrial  user  which 
substantially  changes  the  volume  or  character  of  pollutants  in  its 
discharge  to  the  municipal  system  (whether  or  not  that  industry 
has  been  issued  an  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit)  shall 
obtain  and  submit  to  the  POTW  Superintendent  at  least  45  days 
before  the  proposed  dated  of  discharge  to  an  existing  connection 
or  installation  of  a  new  connection  a  completed  "Industrial  Sewer 
Connection/Wasterwater  Discharge  Application"  including 
application  fee  as  stipulated. 

The  POTW  Superintendent  will  evaluate  the  data  furnished  by  the 
Industrial  User  and  may  require  additional  information  including 
but  not  limited  to  additional  sampling  and  analysis,  site  inspections, 
etc.  After  evaluations  and  acceptance  of  the  data  furnished  to  the 
Superintendent,  a  determination  will  be  made  as  to  whether  the 
Industrial  User  will  be  issued  an  "Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge 
Permit"  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  provided  therein.  All 
costs  of  sampling  and  analysis  conducted  in  connection  with  this 
determination,  and  the  fee  for  issuance  of  the  "Industrial  Wastewater 
Discharge  Permit"  will  be  borne  by  the  industrial  User.  This  fee 
is  separate  from  any  of  the  sewer  connection  fees,  sewer  entrance 
fees,  etc.  which  may  apply. 

Any  person  requesting  to  transport  and  discharge  holding  tank 
wastes  to  the  POTW  shall  complete  a  Waste  Hauler  Discharge 
Permit  Application  and  supply  all  information  regarding  the 
source  of  such  waste  as  the  Board  may  require  at  least  14  days 
before  issuance  of  a  permit  for  such  discharge.  All  costs  for  any 
required  analysis  as  well  as  the  permit  application  fee  to  be 
established  by  the  Board  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant. 
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(b)  Existing  Industrial  Users  Existing  Industrial  Users  discharging  to 
the  municipal  sewerage  system,  that  are  required  to  obtain  an 
Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  as  a  result  of  amendments 
to  these  Rules  and  Regulations  must  file  a  Permit  application  and 
pay  all  associated  fees  within  60  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
amendment  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(c)  Permit  Modifications  As  soon  as  possible,  but  no  later  than  9 
months  after  the  promulgation  of  a  National  Categorical  Pre- 
treatment  Standard,  the  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit 

of  industrial  users  subject  to  such  standards  shall  be  revised  to  require 
compliance  with  such  standard  within  the  time  frame  prescribed  by 
such  standard.  In  addition,  the  affected  Industrial  User  shall  submit 
to  the  POTW  Superintendent  within  180  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  an  applicable  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard  the 
following  information  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  40 
CFR  Section  403. 12  of  General  Pretreatment  Regulations: 

(1)  Initial  (Baseline  Report:  The  initial  baseline  report  shall 
include  all  elements  required  under  40  CFR  Section 
403/12(b)  including:  identifying  information,  lists  of 
permits  held  by  or  for  the  facility,  descriptions  of  operations, 
flow  measurements,  measurements  of  pollutants  as  sampled 
and  measured  according  to  the  requirements  of  CFR  403. 12 
(b)(5),  certification  statement  and  signature  as  required  under 
40  CFR  403.5(a)(2)(ii)  and  40  CFR  403. 12.(1). 

(2)  Compliance  Schedule:   If  additional  pretreatment  and/or 
operation  and  maintenance  procedures  will  be  required  to 
meet  the  Pretreatment  Standards;  a  timetable  outlining 
increments  of  progress  leading  to  compliance  will  be 
established  by  POTW.  the  completion  date  in  this 
schedule  shall  not  be  later  than  the  compliance  date 
established  for  the  applicable  Pretreatment  Standard.  The 
compliance  schedule  will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board.  Not  later  than  14  days  following  each  date  in  the 
schedule  and  the  final  date  for  compliance,  the  Industrial 
user  shall  submit  a  progress  report  to  the  POTW  including 
whether  or  not  it  complied  with  the  increment  of  progress 
to  be  met  on  such  date  and,  if  not,  the  date  on  which  it 
expects  to  comply  with  this  increment  of  progress,  the 
reason  for  delay  and  the  measures  being  taken  by  the 
Industrial  User  to  return  the  construction  to  the  schedule 
established.  The  User  shall  follow  the  procedures  outlined 
in  40  CFR  403. 12(b)  and  (c). 

(3)  Final  Report  on  Compliance:  See  Section  7(a)  of  this 
Article. 

Further,  when  an  Industrial  User  proposes  to  modify  an  existing 
Discharge  occurring  in  compliance  with  an  Industrial  Wastewater 
Discharge  Permit,  such  that  the  volume  and/or  concentration  of 
the  discharge  will  be  increased,  or  the  constituents  modified,  the

Industrial  User  shall  request  a  Permit  Modification  and  shall 
furnish  all  necessary  supporting  information  to  the  POTW 
Superintendent.  This  requirement  for  notification  specifically 
includes  notification  for  changes  in  discharge  of  hazardous 
waste  pursuant  to  40  CFR  403. 12(p). 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  permit  may  be  subject  to 
modification  by  the  town  during  the  term  of  the  permit  as 
Federal.  State  or  local  pretreatment  limitations  or  requirements 
are  modified  or  other  just  cause  exists.  The  Industrial  user  shall 
be  informed  of  any  proposed  changes  in  his  permit  at  least  30 
days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  change,  any  changes  or  new 
conditions  in  the  permit  shall  include  a  reasonable  time  schedule 
for  compliance. 

Permit  Conditions  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  as 
well  as  Waste  Hauler  discharge  Permits  shall  be  expressly  subject 
to  all  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  any 
amendments  thereto,  and  all  other  applicable  regulations,  user 
charges  and  fees  established  by  the  Town.  Permits  may  contain 
the  following: 

(1)  The  unit  charge  or  schedule  of  user  charges  and  fees  for 
the  wastewater  to  be  discharged  to  a  community  sewer; 

(2)  Limits  on  the  average  and  maximum  wasterwater 
constituents  and  characteristics.  Permits  for  all 
Significant  Industrial  Users  shall  include  all  applicable 
federal,  state  and  local  effluent  limits; 

(3)  Limits  on  average  and  maximum  rate  and  time  of 
discharge  or  requirements  for  flow  regulation  and 
equalization; 

(4)  Requirements  for  design,  installation  and  maintenance  of 
monitoring  and  sampling  facilities  and/or  technology 
required  to  meet  a  pretreatment  standard; 

(5)  specifications  for  monitoring  programs  which  may 
include  sampling  locations,  frequency  of  sampling, 
number,  types  and  standards  for  tests  and  notification 
and  recordkeeping  requirements  and  reporting  schedule; 

(6)  Compliance  schedules; 

(7)  Statement  of  applicable  civil  and  criminal  penalties, 

(8)  Other  conditions  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Town  to 
ensure  compliance  with  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(9)  Permits  for  all  significant  Industrial  Users  shall  at  a 
minimum  incorporate  provisions  (2)(5)(6)  and  (7)  as  well 
as  a  statement  of  duration  and  non-transferability  as 
outlined  in  Article  VI  (6)(be)  and  (0  of  these  Rules  and 
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Regulations. 


(e)  Permit  Duration  Permits  shall  be  issued  for  a  specified  time 
period,  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  years.  A  permit  may  be  issued  for 
a  period  less  than  five  years  or  may  be  stated  to  expire  on  a 
specific  date.  The  Industrial  User  shall  apply  for  permit 
reissuance  a  minimum  of  180  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the 
User's  existing  permit. 

(f)  Permit  Transfer  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  are 
issued  to  a  specific  Industrial  User  for  a  specific  operation.  A 
wastewater  discharge  permit  shall  not  be  reassigned  or  transferred 
or  sold  to  a  new  owner,  new  User,  different  premises,  or  a  new  or 
changed  operation.  Any  succeeding  owner  or  User  must  apply  to 
the  POTW  Superintendent  for  a  new  or  modified  Industrial 
Wastewater  Discharge  Permit. 

Section  7.  Reporting  Requirements  for  Permittee 

(a)  Final  Compliance  Date  Report  Within  90  days  following  the 
date  for  final  compliance  with  applicable  Pretreatment  Standards 
or,  in  the  case  of  a  New  source,  following  commencement  of  the 
introduction  of  wastewater  into  the  POTW,  any  Industrial  User 
subject  to  Pretreatment  Standards  and  Requirements  shall 
submit  to  the  POTW  Superintendent  a  report  indicating  the 
nature  and  concentration  of  all  pollutants  in  the  discharge  from 
the  regulated  process  which  are  limited  by  Pretreatment  Standards 
and  Requirements  and  the  average  and  maximum  daily  flow  for 
these  process  units  in  the  Industrial  User's  facility  which  are  limited 
by  such  Pretreatment  Standards  or  Requirements.  The  report  shall 
contain  all  information  required  under  40  CFR403. 12(d).  The 
report  shall  state  whether  the  applicable  Pretreatment  Standards 

or  Requirements  are  being  met  on  a  consistent  basis  and,  if  not, 
what  additional  O&M  and/or  pretreatment  is  necessary  to  bring 
the  User  into  compliance  with  the  applicable  Pretreatment 
Standards  or  Requirements.  The  Final  Completion  Date  Report 
must  include  the  certification  statement  outlined  at  40  CFR  403.6 
(a)(2)(ii)  and  be  signed  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the 
User  as  required  by  40  CFR  403. 12(1)  as  well  as  contain  a 
certification  by  a  qualified  professional  as  required  by  40  CFR 
403.12(b)(6). 

(b)  Periodic  Compliance  (Self-Monitoring)  Reports  Any  Industrial 
User  subject  to  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  after  the 
compliance  date  of  such  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  or 
in  the  case  of  a  New  Source,  after  commencement  of  the 
discharge  into  the  POTW,  shall  submit  to  the  superintendent 
twice  annually,  unless  required  more  frequently  in  the 
Pretreatment  Standard  or  by  the  POTW  Superintendent,  a  self- 
monitoring  report  (in  accordance  with  the  format  and  instructions 
issued  by  the  POTW  Superintendent)  indicating  the  nature  and 
concentration,  of  pollutants  in  the  effluent  and  flow  which  are 
limited  by  such  Pretreatment  Standards  Dates  on  which  self- 
monitoring  reports  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  superintendent  will 
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be  noted  on  the  user's  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits 

All  Significant  Noncategorical  Industrial  Users  are  required  to 
submit  to  the  POTW  at  least  once  every  six  months,  a  description 
of  the  nature,  concentration,  and  flows  of  the  pollutants  required 
to  be  reported  by  the  POTW. 

All  Periodic  Compliance  Monitoring  Reports,  for  Categorical  as 
well  as  non-Categorical  Industrial  Users,  shall  contain  the 
certification  statement  outlined  at  40  CFR  403.6(a)(2)(ii)  and  be 
signed  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  user  as  required  by 
40  CFR  403.12(1). 

(c)  If  sampling  performed  by  an  Industrial  User  indicates  a  violation, 
the  user  shall  notify  the  Town  within  24  hours  of  becoming  aware 
of  the  violation.  The  User  shall  also  repeat  the  sampling  and 
analysis  and  submit  the  results  of  the  repeat  analysis  to  the  Town 
within  30  days  after  becoming  aware  of  the  violation,  except  the 
Industrial  User  is  not  required  to  resample  if: 

(I)        The  town  performs  sampling  at  the  Industrial 
User  at  a  frequency  of  at  least  once  per  month, 
or 

(ii)       The  Town  performs  sampling  at  the  User 

between  the  time  when  the  User  performs  its 
initial  sampling  and  the  time  when  the  User 
received  the  results  of  this  sampling. 

(d)  Recordkeeping  Requirements  Industrial  users  shall  maintain 
records  of  monitoring  activities  for  a  minimum  of  three  years  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  40  CFR  403. 12(o).  This 
period  shall  be  extended  during  the  course  of  unresolved  litigation 
or  when  requested  by  the  POTW  or  Agency  having  jurisdiction 
over  discharges  to  the  receiving  waters. 

Section  8.  PTetreatment  Users  shall  provide  necessary  wastewater  treatment  as 
required  to  comply  with  these  Rules  and  Regulations  and  any  applicable  Pretreat- 
ment  Standards.  Users  shall  achieve  compliance  with  all  Federal  Categorical 
Pretreatment  Standards  within  the  time  limitations  as  specified  by  the  Federal 
Pretreatment  Regulations.  Any  facilities  required  to  pretreat  wastewater  to  a  level 
acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  provided,  operated,  and  maintained 
at  the  User's  expense.  Detailed  plans  showing  the  pretreatment  facilities  and 
operating  procedures  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  review, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  before  construction  of  the  facility.  The 
review  of  such  plans  and  operating  procedures  will  in  no  way  relieve  the  User 
from  the  responsibility  of  modifying  the  facility  as  necessary  to  produce  an 
effluent  acceptable  to  the  Board  under  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 
Any  subsequent  changes  in  the  pretreatment  facilities  or  method  of  operation 
shall  be  reported  to  and  be  acceptable  to  the  board  prior  to  the  User's  initiation  of  the 
changes. 

Section  9.  Pretreatment  Violations  Publication  The  Town  shall  annually  publish 
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in  the  largest  local  daily  newspaper  a  list  of  Industrial  Users  which  were  in 
Significant  Noncompliance  with  applicable  Pretreatment  Requirements  or  Standards 
at  least  once  during  the  12  previous  months. 

Section  10.  Confidential  Information  Confidentiality  of  business  information  and 
public  information  requests  will  be  treated  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  in 
40  CFR  Part  2  and  any  amendments  thereto. 

Information  and  data  on  a  User  obtained  from  reports,  questionnaires,  permit 
applications,  permits  and  monitoring  programs  and  from  inspections  shall  be 
available  to  the  public  without  restriction  unless  the  User  specifically  requests  at 
the  time  of  the  submission  and  is  able  to  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Town  that  the  release  of  such  information  would  divulge  information,  processes 
or  methods  of  production  entitled  to  protection  as  trade  secrets  of  the  User. 

Wastewater  effluent  constituents  and  characteristics  will  not  be  recognized  as 
confidential  information  and  shall  be  available  to  the  public  without  restriction. 
All  information,  including  confidential  information,  shall  be  made  available  to 
the  EPA  and  other  governmental  agencies  having  jurisdiction. 

If  no  claim  is  made  at  the  time  of  submission,  the  Town  or  EP  may  make  the 
information  available  to  the  public  or  governmental  agency  without  further 
notice.  If  a  confidentiality  claim  is  asserted,  the  information  will  be  treated  in 
accordance  with  the  procedure  in  40  CFR  Part  2  (Public  Information). 

Section  1 1 .  Charges  and  Fees  To  provide  for  the  recovery  of  costs  from 
Industrial  Users  of  the  Town's  POTW  for  the  implementation  of  the  industrial 
pretreatment  program  established  herein,  the  Town  may  adopt  charges  and 
fees  as  follows: 

(a)  fees  for  monitoring,  inspections  and  surveillance  procedures; 

(b)  fees  for  reviewing  accidental  discharge  procedures  and 
construction; 

(c)  fees  for  permit  applications; 

(d)  charges  to  cover  the  cost  of  consultant's  services  required 
to  cany  out  the  review  of  specific  applications  for  industrial 
wastewater  discharges; 

(e)  fees  for  consistent  removal  (at  the  POTW)  of  pollutants 
otherwise  subject  to  Federal  Pretreatment  Standards; 

(f)  other  fees  as  the  Town  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  contained  herein. 

These  fees  relate  solely  to  the  matters  covered  by  the  industrial  pretreatment 
program  and  are  separate  from  all  other  fees  chargeable  by  the  Town,  such  as 
sewer  entrance  fees,  sewer  user  charge  fees,  etc." 

Under  Article  VIII  -  Permits  and  Inspection,  revise  Section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  three  (3)  classes  of  building  sewer  permits:  (a)  residential  or 
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mixed.  (b)  commercial  semce.  and  (c)  for  service  to  establishments  producing 
Industrial  Wastes.  In  any  case,  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  make  application  on 
a  special  form  furnished  by  the  Town.  The  permit  application  shall  be  supplement- 
ed by  any  plans,  specifications  or  other  information  considered  pertinent  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  authorized  representative.  An 
inspection  fee.  in  the  amount  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  residential, 
commercial  or  industrial  building  sewer,  as  well  as  the  applicable  Sewer  Entrance 
Fee  (as  described  under  Article  II),  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  at  the  time  the  applica- 
tion is  filed.  Additional  inspection  charges  may  be  assessed  in  accordance  with 
Section  10  of  this  Article." 

Under  Article  X  -  Penalties,  revise  Section  2  to  read  as  follows: 

"Any  person  found  to  be  violating  any  provision  of  the  Regulation  or  any 
provision  of  a  discharge  permit  shall  be  liable  for  a  civil  penalty  of  up  to 
$5,000  for  each  violation  or  the  maximum  provided  under  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.  Each  day  on  which  a  violation  shall  occur  or  continue  shall 
be  deemed  a  separate  and  distinct  offense.  In  addition  to  the  penalties  herein, 
the  Town  may  recover  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  court  costs,  court  reporters' 
fees  and  other  expenses  of  litigation  by  appropriate  suit  at  law  against  the 
person  found  to  have  violated  these  Rules  and  Regulations  or  the  orders,  rules, 
regulations,  and  permits  issued  hereunder." 

Insert  the  following  after  Section  3  of  Article  X  -  Penalties. 

Section  4.  Revocation  of  Permit.  Any  Industrial  User  who  violates  the  following 
conditions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  or  applicable  state  and  federal 
regulations,  is  subject  to  having  his  industrial  wastewater  discharge  permit 
revoked  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  of  Section  5  of  this  Article: 

(a)  Failure  of  a  User  to  factually  report  the  wastewater 
constituents  and  characteristics  of  his  discharge; 

(b)  Failure  of  the  User  to  report  significant  changes  in 
operations,  or  wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics; 

(c)  Refusal  of  reasonable  access  to  the  User's  premises  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  or  monitoring; 

(d)  Discharge  of  harmful  substances  as  per  Article  X 
Section  6  or  repeated  instances  of  accidental 
discharges  (Article  VI,  Section  4);  or 

(e)  Violation  of  conditions  of  the  industrial  wastewater 
discharge  permit." 

Existing  Section  4  of  Article  X  should  be  renumbered  Section  5.  In  the  first  sentence  of 
this  section  which  begins  "The  person  to  whom..."  change  the  reference  "pursuant  to 
Article  VII,  Section  1,..."  to  "pursuant  to  Article  X,  Section  1,..." 

Insert  the  following  new  sections  after  Section  5  of  Article  X: 

Section  6.  Suspension  of  Services  The  Town  may  suspend  the  wastewater 
treatment  service  and/or  an  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  of  an 
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user  when  such  suspension  is  necessary,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
to  stop  an  actual  or  threatened  discharge  which  presents  or  may  present  an  imminent 
or  substantial  endangerment  to  the  health  or  welfare  of  persons,  to  the  environ- 
ment, causes  Interference  to  the  POTW  or  causes  the  Town  to  violate  any 
condition  of  its  NPDES  Permit. 

Any  user  notified  of  a  suspension  of  the  wastewater  treatment  service  and/or  the 
Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  shall  immediately  stop  or  eliminate  the 
discharge.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  of  the  user  to  comply  voluntarily  with  the 
suspension  order,  the  Town  shall  take  such  steps  as  deemed  necessary  including 
immediate  severance  of  the  sewer  connection,  to  prevent  or  minimize  damage  to 
the  POTW  system  or  endangerment  to  individuals.  The  Town  shall  reinstate  the 
Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  and/or  the  wastewater  treatment  service 
upon  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  elimination  of  the 
non-complying  discharge. 

Section  7.  Legal  Action  If  any  person  discharges  sewage,  industrial  wastes  or 
other  wastes  into  the  Town's  wastewater  disposal  sy  stem  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  Federal  or  State  Pretreatment 
Requirements,  or  any  order  of  the  town,  or  commits  any  other  violation  thereof, 
the  Town's  Legal  Counsel  may  commence  an  action  for  appropriate  legal  and/or 
equitable  relief  in  the  appropriate  court."

Sec.  1  -  Act  or  "the  Act".  The  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act,  also 

known  as  the  Clean  Water  Act,  as  amended.  33  U.S.C.  1251,  et.  seq. 

Sec.  2  -  Approval  Authority.  The  administrator  of  the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  or  his  authorized  representative. 


Sec  3  -  Authorized  Representative  of  Industrial  User.  An  authorized  representative  of 
an  Industrial  User  may  be:  (1)  A  principal  executive  officer  (president, 
secretary,  treasurer,  or  vice  president  or  other  person  who  performs  similar 
policy  or  decision  making  functions  for  the  corporation  including  a  manager  of 
a  facility  employing  250  persons  or  more  or  having  gross  annual  sales  of  $25 
million  (1980  dollars)  or  more),  if  the  Industrial  User  is  a  corporation;  (2)  A 
general  partner  or  proprietor  if  the  Industrial  User  is  a  partnership  or 
proprietorship,  respectively;  (3)  A  duly  authorized  representative  of  the 
individual  designated  above  if  such  representative  is  responsible  for  the  overall 
operation  of  the  facilities  from  which  the  indirect  discharge  originates  and  a 
written  authorization  is  submitted  to  the  POTW  by  the  individual  being 
represented. 


Sec.  8  -  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard  or  Categorical  Standard.  Any  regulation 
containing  pollutant  discharge  limits  promulgated  by  EPA  in  accordance  with 
Sections  307(b)  and  (c)  of  the  Act  (33.  U.S.C.  - 1217)  which  apply  to  a  specific 
category  of  users  and  which  appear  in  40  CFR  Chapter  I,  Subchapter  N,  Parts 
405-471. 


Sec.  10  -Composite  Sample.  A  sample  which  represents  many  aliquots  taken  throughout 
an  extended  time  period. 


Sec.  1 1  -Direct  Discharge.  The  discharge  of  treated  or  untreated  wastewater  directly  to 
the  waters  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 


Sec.  12  -Environmental  Protection  Agency  or  EPA  The  U.S.  Environmental 
Protection  Agency,  or  where  appropriate  the  term  may  also  be  used 
as  a  designation  for  the  Administrator  or  other  duly  authorized  official 
of  said  agency. 

Sec.  14  -Grab  Sample.   A  sample  which  is  taken  from  a  waste  stream  on  a  one-time 

basis  with  no  regard  to  the  flow  in  the  waste  stream  and  without  consideration 
of  time. 


Sec.  15  -Holding  Tank  Waste.  Any  waste  from  holding  tanks  such  as  vessels,  chemical 
toilets,  campers,  trailers,  septic  tanks,  and  vacuum-pump  tank  trucks. 
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Sec.  16  -  Indirect  Discharge  or  Discharge.  The  discharge  or  the  introduction  of 
pollutants  into  the  POTW  from  any  nondomestic  source  regulated  under 
Section  307  (b),  (c),  or  (d)  of  the  Act,  (including  holding  tank  waste 
discharged  into  the  sy  stem). 

Sec.  17  -Industrial  User  or  User.  A  source  of  Indirect  Discharge. 

Sec.  19  -Interference.  A  Discharge  by  an  Industrial  User  which,  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  discharges  by  other  sources,  inhibits  or  disrupts  the 
POTW,  its  treatment  process  or  operations,  or  its  sludge  processes,  use 
or  disposal  and  which  is  a  cause  of  a  violation  of  any  requirement  of 
the  POTWs  NPDES  permit  (including  an  increase  in  the  magnitude  or 
duration  of  a  violation)  or  of  the  prevention  of  sewage  sludge  use  or 
disposal  by  the  POTW  in  accordance  with  the  following  statutory 
provisions  and  regulations  or  permits  thereunder  (or  more  stringent 
State  or  local  regulations)  .  Section  405  of  the  Clean  Water  Act,  the 
Solid  Waste  Disposal  Act  (SWDA)  (including  Title  II,  more  commonly 
referred  to  as  the  Resource  Conservation  and  Recovery  Act.  (RCRA),  and 
including  State  regulations  contained  in  any  State  sludge  management  plan 
prepared  pursuant  to  Subtitle  D  or  the  SWDA) ,  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the  Toxic 
Substance  Control  Act,  and  the  Marine  Protection  Research  and  Sanctuaries 
Act. 

Sec.  20  -National  General  Prohibited  Discharge  Standard  or  Prohibited  Discharge 

Standard.  Any  regulation  or  limitation  developed  by  the  Town  to  implement 
40  CFR,  Section  403.5. 

Sec.  21-  National  Pollution  Discharge  Elimination  Svstem  or  NPDES 

Permit.  A  permit  issued  pursuant  to  Section  402  of  the  act  (33  U.  S  C.  1342) 

Sec.  23-  New  Source.  Any  building  structure,  facility,  or  installation  from  which  there 
is  or  may  be  a  Discharge  of  Pollutants,  the  construction  of  which  commenced 
after  the  publication  of  proposed  Pretreatment  Standards  under  Section  307  (c) 
of  the  Act  which  will  be  applicable  to  such  source  if  such  Standards  are 
thereafter  promulgated  in  accordance  with  that  section,  provided  that: 

(1)  the  building,  structure,  facility  or  installation  is  constructed 
at  a  site  at  which  no  other  source  is  located;  or 

(2)  the  building,  structure,  facility  or  installation  totally  replaces 
the  process  or  production  equipment  that  causes  the  discharge 
of  pollutants  at  an  existing  source,  or 

(3)  the  production  or  wastewater  generating  processes  of  the 
building,  structure,  facility  or  installation  are  substantially 
independent  of  an  existing  source  at  the  same  site.  In 
determining  whether  these  are  substantially  independent, 
factors  such  as  the  extent  to  which  the  new  facility  is  integrated 
with  the  existing  plant  and  the  extent  to  which  the  new  facility- 
is  engaged  in  the  same  general  type  of  activity  as  the  existing 
source  should  be  considered. 

Construction  on  a  site  at  which  an  existing  source  is  located  results 
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in  a  modification  rather  than  a  new  source  if  the  construction  does 
not  create  a  new  building  structure,  facility  or  installation  meeting 
the  criteria  stated  above  but  otherwise  alters,  replaces,  or  adds  to  existing 
process  or  production  equipment. 

Construction  of  a  new  source  as  defined  under  this  paragraph  has 
commenced  if  the  owner  or  operator  has  begun,  or  caused  to  begin 
as  part  of  a  continuous  on-site  construction  program,  any  placement, 
assembly  or  installation  of  facilities  or  equipment,  or  significant  site 
preparation  work  including  clearing,  excavation,  or  removal  of  exiting 
buildings,  structures,  or  facilities  which  is  necessary  for  the  placement, 
assembly  or  installation  of  new  source  facilities  or  equipment;  or  entered 
into  a  binding  contractual  obligation  for  the  purchase  of  facilities  or 
equipment  which  are  intended  to  be  used  in  its  operation  within  a  reason- 
able time.  Options  to  purchase  or  contracts  which  can  be  terminated  or 
modified  without  substantial  loss,  and  contracts  for  feasibility,  engineering, 
and  design  studies  do  not  constitute  a  contractual  obligation  under  this 
paragraph. 

Sec. 24-  Noncontract  Cooling  Water.  Water  used  for  cooling  which  does  not 
come  into  direct  contact  with  any  raw  material,  intermediate  product, 
waste  product,  or  finished  product. 

Sec.  25-  Pass  Through  A  discharge  of  pollutant  which  exists  the  POTW  into 
waters  of  the  United  States  in  quantities  or  concentrations  which  alone 
or  in  conjunction  with  a  discharge  or  discharges  from  other  sources,  is 
a  cause  of  a  violation  of  any  requirement  of  the  POTW's  NPDES 
permit  (including  an  increase  in  the  magnitude  or  duration  of  a  violation). 

Sec.  28-  Pretreatment  or  Treatment.  The  reduction  of  the  amount  of  pollutants, 
the  elimination  of  pollutants,  or  the  alteration  of  the  nature  of  pollutant 
properties  in  wastewater  to  a  less  harmful  state  prior  to  or  in  lieu  of 
discharging  or  otherwise  introducing  such  pollutants  into  a  POTW.  The 
reduction  or  alteration  can  be  obtained  by  physical,  chemical  or  biological 
processes,  or  process  changes  or  other  means,  except  as  prohibited  by  40  CFR 
Section  403.6(d). 

Sec.  29-  Pretreatment  Requirements.  Any  substantive  or  procedural  requirement 
related  to  pretreatment,  other  than  a  National  Pretreatment  Standard 
imposed  on  an  industrial  user. 

Sec.  30-  Pretreatment  Standards  or  Standards.  Pretreatment  standards  shall  mean 
prohibited  discharge  standards,  categorical  pretreatment  standards, 
and  local  limits. 

Sec.  32  POTW  Treatment  Plant  or  Sewage  Treatment  Plant..  That  portion  of  the 
POTW  designated  to  provide  treatment  to  wastewater. 

Sec.  33-  Publicly  Owner  Treatment  Works  (POTW)  or  Sewage  Works.  A 

treatment  works  as  defined  by  Section  212  of  the  Act,  (33  U.S. C.  1292) 
which  is  owned  in  this  instance  by  the  Town.  This  definition  includes 
any  sewers  that  convey  wastewater  to  the  POTW  treatment  plant,  but 
does  not  include  pipes,  sewers  or  other  conveyances  not  connected 
to  a  facility  providing  treatment.  For  the  purposes  of  this  bylaw, 
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'POTW"  shall  also  include  any  sewers  that  convey  wastewaters  to 
the  POTW  from  persons  outside  the  Town  who  are,  by  contract 
or  agreement  with  the  town,  users  of  the  Town's  POTW. 

Sec.  39-  Significant  Industrial  User.  All  industrial  users  subject  to  National 
Categorical  Standards  under  40  CFR  403.6  and  40  CFR  Chapter  I 
Subchapter  N;  and  any  other  Industrial  User  that  discharges  an  average 
of  25,000  gallons  per  day  (gpd)  or  more  of  process  wastewater  to  the 
POTW  (excluding  sanitary,  noncontract  cooling  and  boiler  blow  down 
wastewater),  or  contributes  a  process  wastestream  which  makes  up 
5  percent  or  more  of  the  average  dry  weather  hydraulic  or  organic 
capacity  of  the  POTW,  or  is  designated  as  such  by  the  POTW  on  the 
basis  that  the  Industrial  User  has  a  reasonable  potential  to  adversely 
affect  the  POTW's  operation  or  violate  a  pretreatment  standard  or 
requirement. 

Upon  finding  that  an  Industrial  User,  excluding  Industrial  Users 
subject  to  National  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  has  no 
reasonable  potential  for  adversely  affecting  the  POTW's  operation 
or  for  violating  any  pretreatment  standard  or  requirement,  the  POTW 
may  in  accordance  with  40  CFR  403.8(f)(6)  determine  that  such 
Industrial  User  is  not  a  Significant  Industrial  User. 

Sec.  40-  Significant  Noncompliance.  A  User  is  in  Significant  Noncompliance 
if  it  meets  one  or  more  of  the  following  criteria: 

Chronic  violations  of  discharge  limits  (chronic  violations 
means  66%  or  more  measurements  taken  in  a  6-month 
period  exceed  daily  maximum  limit  or  average  limit  for 
the  same  pollutant  parameter. 

Technical  Review  Criteria  (TRC)  violations,  which  means 
33%  or  more  of  all  measurements  for  each  pollutant 
parameter  taken  in  a  6-month  period  equal  or  exceed  the 
product  of  the  daily  maximum  limit  or  average  limit  multiplied 
by  the  TRC.  (TRC  =  1 .4  for  BOD,  TSS,  fats,  and  oil  and  grease. 
TRC  =  1.2  for  all  other  pollutants  except  Ph_. 

Any  other  violations  of  effluent  pretreatment  limits  which 
the  POTW  determines  has  caused  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  other  discharges  Pass  Through  or  Interference,  or 
endangers  the  health  of  POTW  workers  or  the  general  public. 

Any  discharge  which  caused  imminent  endangerment  to  human 
health,  welfare,  or  the  environment,  or  has  resulted  in  the  POTW's 
exercise  of  its  emergency  authority  to  halt  or  prevent  such  discharge. 

Failure  to  meet  a  compliance  schedule  milestone  contained  in  a 
local  control  mechanism  or  enforcement  order  to  attain  financial 
compliance  within  90  days  after  the  schedule  date. 

Failure  to  submit  required  reports  including  baseline  monitoring 
reports,  90-day  compliance  reports  periodic  self-monitoring 
reports,  and  compliance  schedule  reports  within  30  days  of 
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the  due  dates. 

Failure  to  accurately  report  non-compliance. 

Any  other  violations  or  group  of  violations  which  the  POTW 
has  determined  to  have  the  potential  to  adversely  affect 
POTW  operations  or  implementation  of  the  local 
pretreatment  program. 

Sec.  42-  Standard  Industrial  Classification  (SIC).  A  classification  pursuant 

to  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  issued  by  the  Executive 
Office  of  the  President,  Office  of  Management  and  Budget. 

Sec.  43-  State.  Commonw  ealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Sec.  46  Toxic  Pollutant.  Any  pollutant  or  combination  of  pollutants  listed  as 
toxic  in  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Administrator  of  the 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  under  the  provision  of  CWA 
301(a)  or  other  Acts. 

Sec. 47-  User.  Any  person  who  contributes,  causes  or  permits  the  contribution 
of  wastewater  into  the  Town's  POTW. 

Sec. 49-  Abbreviations.   The  following  abbreviations  shall  have  the  designated

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"Nothing  in  this  section  should  be  construed  to  grant  authority  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  permit  any  discharge  to  any  storm  sewer  combined  sewer,  or 
natural  outlet  unless  all  required  federal  and  state  permits  have  been  obtained." 

Under  Article  III,  Section  3,  revise  the  first  sentence  to  read  as  follows: 

"No  person  shall  discharge  or  cause  to  be  discharged  any  of  the  following 
described  waters  or  wastes  to  the  POTW  or  to  any  public  sewer>:" 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  the  Public  Sewers,  Section  3,  revise  existing  sub-section  3(a)  to 
read  as  follows: 

"(b)       Any  pollutants  which  will  create  a  fire  or  explosion  hazard  in  the  POTW, 
including  but  not  limited  to,  wastestreams  with  a  closed  cup  flashpoint  of 
less  than  140  F  or  60  C  using  the  test  methods  specified  in  40  CFR 
261.21." 

Under  Article  ITI  -  Use  of  the  Public  Sewers,  Section  3,  insert  new  subsection  3(a)  to 
read  as  follows: 

"(a)       Any  wastes  or  pollutants  which  cause  Pass  Through  or  Interferences." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  the  Public  Sewers,  Section  3.  renumber  existing  sub-section 
3(b)  as  3(c)  and  existing  sub-section  3(d)  as  3(e). 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  the  Public  Sewers,  Section  3,  insert  the  following  subsections: 

"(d)       Any  waters  or  wastes  having  a  pH  lower  than  5.0  or  having  other 

corrosive  property  capable  of  causing  damage  or  hazard  to  structures, 
equipment,  processes  and  personnel  of  the  POTW.  Prior  approval  from 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  required  for  discharges  have  a  pH  lower  than 
5.5,  but  in  no  case  will  discharges  with  a  pH  lower  than  5.0  be 
permitted." 

and: 

"(f)       Any  liquid  or  vapor  having  a  temperature  higher  than  one  hundred  fifty 

(150)  F,  (65  C)  at  the  point  of  discharge  to  the  municipal  sewerage  system, 
or  having  a  temperature  which  will  result  in  Interference  at  the  POTW 
treatment  plant  by  inhibiting  biological  activity,  but  in  no  case  any 
discharge  containing  heat  in  such  quantities  which  will  result  in  the 
temperature  at  the  POTW  treatment  plant  exceeding  one  hundred  four 
(104)  F,  (40  Q." 

(g)  Any  pollutant,  including  oxygen  demanding  pollutants  (BOD,  ect.) 
released  in  a  discharge  at  a  flow  rate  and/or  pollutant  concentration 
which  will  cause  Interferences  with  the  POTW. 

(h)  Water  or  wastes  containing  petroleum  oil,  nonbiodegradable  cutting  oil, 
or  products  of  mineral  oil  in  amounts  that  will  cause  Interference  or 
Pass  Through. 

(I)        Pollutants  which  will  result  in  the  presence  of  toxic  gases,  vapors,  or 
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fumes  within  the  POTW  in  a  quantity  that  may  cause  acute  worker  health 
and  safety  problems. 

(j)         Any  trucked  or  hauled  pollutants,  except  at  discharge  points  designated 
by  the  POTW.  or  without  a  valid  discharge  permit  or  in  violation  thereof . 

(k)        Materials  which  exert  or  cause  unusual  volume  of  flow  or  concentration 
of  wastes  constituting  "slugs"  as  defined  herein. 

(1)        Waters  or  wastes  containing  substances  which  are  not  amenable  to 
treatment  or  reduction  by  the  sewage  treatment  process  employed,  or 
are  amenable  to  treatment  only  to  such  degree  that  the  sewage  treatment 
plant  effluent  cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  other  agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  discharge  to  the  receiving  waters,  or  which  are  in 
violation  of  any  requirements  of  a  permit  issued  under  these  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

Under  Article  III  =  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  Section  4,  delete  subsections  (a),  (b),  (I)(3), 
(I)(4)  and  (j). 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  revise  Section  4(h)  to  read  as  follows: 

"(f)       Any  waters  or  wastes  having  a  pH  in  excess  of  9.5." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  revise  Section  4  to  renumber  remaining  sub- 
sections. 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  Section  8  revise  Section  8  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  8-  When  required  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  owner  of  any 

property  serviced  by  a  building  sewer  carrying  industrial  wastes 
shall  install  a  suitable  control  manhole  or  other  sampling  location 
together  with  such  necessary  meters  and  other  appurtenances  to 
facilitate  observation,  sampling  and  measurement  of  the  wastes. 
Such  manhole  or  other  sampling  location,  when  required,  shall  be 
accessible  and  safely  located,  and  shall  be  constructed  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  approved  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  manhole 
or  other  sampling  location  as  well  as  meters  and  other  appurtenances 
shall  be  installed  by  the  owner  at  his  expense,  and  shall  be  maintained 
by  him  so  as  to  be  operable  and  safe  and  accessable  at  all  times." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  revise  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  9  to  read  as 
follows: 

"All  measurements,  tests,  and  analyses  of  the  characteristics  of  waters  and  wastes 
to  which  reference  is  made  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  conducted  using  the  methods 
and  procedures  in  40  CFR  Part  136.  If  no  method  is  listed  for  a  given  parameter, 
the  Superintendent  shall  specify  acceptable  methods." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  delete  the  last  sentence  of  the  third  paragraph  of 
Section  9  and  insert  the  following: 

"Such  records,  including  records  of  all  monitoring  activities  and  results,  whether 
or  not  such  monitoring  was  required,  shall  be  made  available  upon  request  for

inspection  and  copying  by  the  board  of  Selectmen  and  to  other  Agencies  having 
jurisdiction  over  discharges  to  the  receiving  waters.  Records  shall  be  maintained 
for  a  minimum  of  three  years  This  period  shall  be  extended  during  the  course  of 
unresolved  litigation  or  when  requested  by  the  POTW,  or  Agency  having  jurisdic- 
tion over  discharges  to  the  receiving  waters." 

Under  Article  III  -  Use  of  Public  Sewers,  revise  Section  10  to  read: 

"No  statement  contained  in  this  Article  shall  e  construed  as  preventing  any 
special  agreement  or  arrangement  between  the  town  and  any  industrial  concern 
whereby  an  Industrial  Waste  of  unusual  strength  or  character  may  be  accepted  by 
the  Town  for  treatment,  subject  to  payment  therefore,  by  the  industrial  concern, 
and  subject  to  compliance  with  applicable  Federal  and  State  discharge  requirements." 

Under  Article  V  -  Power  and  Authority  of  Inspectors,  revise  Section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen  .  POTW  Superintendent  and  other  duly  authorized 
employees  and  agents  of  the  Town  bearing  proper  credentials  shall  be  permitted 
ready  access  at  all  reasonable  times  to  enter  all  properties  and  all  parts  of  the 
premises  for  the  purposes  of  inspection,  observation,  measurement,  sampling, 
testing  and  records  examination,  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Town  or  its  authorized 
agents  shall  have  the  right  to  set  upon  the  User's  property  such  devices  as  are 
necessary  to  conduct  sampling,  inspection,  compliance  monitoring  and/or 
metering  operations.  Where  a  User  has  security  measures  in  force  which  would 
require  proper  identification  and  clearance  before  entry  into  their  premises,  the 
User  shall  make  necessary  arrangements  with  their  security  guards  so  that  upon 
presentation  of  suitable  identification,  personnel  from  the  town  will  be  permitted 
to  enter,  without  delay  ,  for  the  purposes  of  performing  their  specific  responsibilities. 
This  authority  is  in  no  way  limited  by  Section  3  of  this  Article." 

Under  Article  VI  -  Industrial  Wastes,  revise  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  1  to  read  as 
follows: 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  into  agreements, 
issue  permits,  or  to  make  other  arrangements  for  handling  and  treating  industrial 
wastes  which  in  its  opinion  are  amenable  to  treatment  in  the  Town's  POTW.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  also  reserves  the  right  to  establish  in  these  Rules  and  Regulations 
general  local  limits  for  industrial  wastewater  discharges.  The  Board  may  also 
establish  individual  User  limitations  which  may  be  expressed  either  as  concentration 
based  limits  or  mass  based  limits.  The  Board  may  also  develop  discharge  limitations 
and  other  permit  requirements  applicable  to  generators  and  transporters  of  Holding 
Tank  Wastes  or  other  hauled  wastes  discharged  to  the  POTW.  Such  limits  shall  not 
be  developed  without  public  notification  and  shall  be  dev  eloped  using  methods 
acceptable  to  the  EPA." 

Under  Article  VI  -  Industrial  Wastes,  delete  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  Section  L: 

Under  Article  VI  -  Industrial  Wastes,  insert  the  following  after  Sec.  L: 

"Section  2.  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  limit  any  specific  pollutant  discharges  where  such  limitation  is  considered  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town  in  properly  maintaining  and  operating  the  POTW 
Upon  the  promulgation  of  the  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards  for  a 
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particular  industrial  subcategory,  the  Federal  Standard,  if  more  stringent  than 
limitations  imposed  under  these  Rules  and  Regulations  for  sources  in  that  sub- 
category, shall  immediately  supersede  the  limitations  imposed  under  these  Rules 
and  Regulations.  National  Categorical  Standards,  found  in  40CFR  Chapter  I, 
subchapter  N.  Parts  405-471  are  hereby  incorporated  into  these  Rules  and 
Regulations.  All  Users  subject  to  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards 
will  be  required  to  obtain  an  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  as  per 
Article  VI,  Section  5  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
shall  notify  all  affected  Users  of  the  applicable  reporting  requirements  under  40 
CFR,  Section  403.12. 

Section  3.  Excessive  Discharge  No  User  shall  increase  the  use  of  process  water 
in  an  attempt  to  dilute  a  discharge  as  a  partial  or  complete  substitute  for  adequate 
treatment  to  achieve  compliance  with  the  limitations  contained  in  any  Pretreatment 
Standard,  or  in  any  other  pollutant-specific  limitation  developed  by  the  town  or 
State  unless  expressly  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  applicable  standard  or  limitation. 

Section  4.  Accidental  Discharges  Each  User  shall  provide  protection  from 
accidental  discharge  of  prohibited  materials  or  Slug  discharges  of  other 
substances  regulated  by  these  Rules  and  Regulations.  Facilities  to  prevent 
accidental  discharge  of  prohibited  materials  shall  be  provided  and  maintained 
at  the  owner  or  user's  own  cost  and  expense.  The  Board  may  require  that  plans 
showing  facilities  and  operating  procedures  be  submitted  for  review  and  approval 
either  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  facilities  or  after  such  construction  is 
complete.  The  Town  shall  evaluate  at  least  once  every  two  years  whether  each 
Significant  User  will  be  required  to  develop  such  plan.  In  the  case  of  an 
accidental  discharge  or  slug  loading,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  User  to 
immediately  telephone  and  notify  the  POTW  of  the  incident.  The  notification 
shall  include  location  of  discharge,  type  of  waste,  concentration  and  volume,  and 
corrective  actions  being  taken. 

Written  Notice  Within  five  (5)  days  following  an  accidental  discharge,  or  slug 
loading  the  User  shall  submit  to  the  POTW  Superintendent  a  detailed  written 
report  describing  the  cause  of  the  discharge  and  the  measures  to  be  taken  by  the 
User  to  prevent  similar  future  occurrences.  Such  notification  shall  not  relieve  the 
User  of  any  expense  loss  damage,  or  other  liability  which  may  be  incurred  as  a 
result  of  damage  to  the  POTW,  fish  kills,  or  any  other  damage  to  person  or 
property;  nor  shall  such  notification  relieve  the  User  of  any  civil  penalties,  or 
other  liability  which  may  be  imposed  by  this  article  or  other  applicable  law. 

Section  5.  Hazardous  Waste  Discharge  The  Industrial  User  shall  notify  the 
POTW,  the  EPA  Regional  Waste  Management  Division  Director,  and  State 
hazardous  waste  authorities  in  writing  of  any  discharge  into  the  POTW  of  a 
substance,  which,  if  otherwise  disposed  of,  would  be  a  hazardous  waste  under 
40  CFR  26 1 .  Such  notification  must  include  the  name  of  the  hazardous  waste 
as  set  forth  in  40  CFR  Part  261,  the  EPA  hazardous  waste  number,  and  the  type 
of  discharge,  if  the  amount  of  hazardous  wastes  discharged  exceed  100  Kilograms 
per  calendar  month,  the  notification  shall  also  contain  the  following  information 
to  the  extent  such  information  is  known  and  readily  available  to  the  Industrial 
User: 

(1)  an  identification  of  the  hazardous  constituents  contained  in  the  wastes. 

(2)  an  estimation  of  the  mass  and  concentration  of  these  constituents  in  the

wasteslream  discharged  during  that  calendar  month,  and 

(3)        an  estimation  of  the  mass  of  constituents  in  the  wastestream  expected  to 
be  discharged  during  the  following  twelve  months. 

All  notifications  must  take  place  within  180  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the  rules 
or,  for  new  discharges,  within  180  days  of  the  proposed  discharge  of  ha2ardous 

waste. 

If  a  new  substance  is  classified  as  hazardous  under  Section  3001  of  the  Resource 
Conservation  and  Recovery  Act  (RCRA),  the  Industrial  User  must  notify  the 
POTW,  the  EPA  Regional  Waste  Management  Waste  Division  Director  and 
State  hazardous  waste  authorities  of  the  discharge  of  such  substance  within  90 
days  of  the  effective  date  of  that  regulation. 

The  Industrial  User  shall  include  a  certification  that  it  has  a  program  in  place  to 
reduce  the  volume  and  toxicity  of  hazardous  waste  generated  to  the  degree  it  has 
been  determined  to  be  economically  practical. 

Section  6.  Industrial  Sewer  Connection/Wasterwater  Discharge  Permits 

(a)        Permit  Application  -  General  Any  industrial  user  proposing  to 
make  a  new  connection  to  the  municipal  sewerage  system,  any 
Industrial  User  proposing  to  utilize  an  existing  connection  for 
its  wastewater  discharge,  and  any  existing  Industrial  user  which 
substantially  changes  the  volume  or  character  of  pollutants  in  its 
discharge  to  the  municipal  system  (whether  or  not  that  industry 
has  been  issued  an  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit)  shall 
obtain  and  submit  to  the  POTW  Superintendent  at  least  45  days 
before  the  proposed  dated  of  discharge  to  an  existing  connection 
or  installation  of  a  new  connection  a  completed  "Industrial  Sewer 
Connection/Wasterwater  Discharge  Application"  including 
application  fee  as  stipulated. 

The  POTW  Superintendent  will  evaluate  the  data  furnished  by  the 
Industrial  User  and  may  require  additional  information  including 
but  not  limited  to  additional  sampling  and  analysis,  site  inspections, 
etc.  After  evaluations  and  acceptance  of  the  data  furnished  to  the 
Superintendent,  a  determination  will  be  made  as  to  whether  the 
Industrial  User  will  be  issued  an  "Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge 
Permit"  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions  provided  therein.  All 
costs  of  sampling  and  analysis  conducted  in  connection  with  this 
determination,  and  the  fee  for  issuance  of  the  "Industrial  Wastewater 
Discharge  Permit"  will  be  borne  by  the  industrial  User.  This  fee 
is  separate  from  any  of  the  sewer  connection  fees,  sewer  entrance 
fees,  etc.  which  may  apply. 

Any  person  requesting  to  transport  and  discharge  holding  tank 
wastes  to  the  POTW  shall  complete  a  Waste  Hauler  Discharge 
Permit  Application  and  supply  all  information  regarding  the 
source  of  such  waste  as  the  Board  may  require  at  least  14  days 
before  issuance  of  a  permit  for  such  discharge.  All  costs  for  any 
required  analysis  as  well  as  the  permit  application  fee  to  be 
established  by  the  Board  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant. 
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(b)  Existing  Industrial  Users  Existing  Industrial  Users  discharging  to 
the  municipal  sewerage  system,  that  are  required  to  obtain  an 
Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  as  a  result  of  amendments 
to  these  Rules  and  Regulations  must  file  a  Permit  application  and 
pay  all  associated  fees  within  60  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
amendment  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(c)  Permit  Modifications  As  soon  as  possible,  but  no  later  than  9 
months  after  the  promulgation  of  a  National  Categorical  Pre- 
treatment  Standard,  the  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit 

of  industrial  users  subject  to  such  standards  shall  be  revised  to  require 
compliance  with  such  standard  within  the  time  frame  prescribed  by 
such  standard.  In  addition,  the  affected  Industrial  User  shall  submit 
to  the  POTW  Superintendent  within  180  days  after  the  effective  date 
of  an  applicable  Federal  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standard  the 
following  information  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  40 
CFR  Section  403  . 12  of  General  Pretreatment  Regulations: 

(1)  Initial  (Baseline  Report:  The  initial  baseline  report  shall 
include  all  elements  required  under  40  CFR  Section 
403/ 12(b)  including:  identifying  information,  lists  of 
permits  held  by  or  for  the  facility,  descriptions  of  operations, 
flow  measurements,  measurements  of  pollutants  as  sampled 
and  measured  according  to  the  requirements  of  CFR  403. 12 
(b)(5),  certification  statement  and  signature  as  required  under 
40  CFR  403.5(a)(2)(ii)  and  40  CFR  403. 12.(1). 

(2)  Compliance  Schedule:   If  additional  pretreatment  and/or 
operation  and  maintenance  procedures  will  be  required  to 
meet  the  Pretreatment  Standards,  a  timetable  outlining 
increments  of  progress  leading  to  compliance  will  be 
established  by  POTW.  the  completion  date  in  this 
schedule  shall  not  be  later  than  the  compliance  date 
established  for  the  applicable  Pretreatment  Standard.  The 
compliance  schedule  will  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board.  Not  later  than  14  days  following  each  date  in  the 
schedule  and  the  final  date  for  compliance,  the  Industrial 
user  shall  submit  a  progress  report  to  the  POTW  including 
whether  or  not  it  complied  with  the  increment  of  progress 
to  be  met  on  such  date  and,  if  not,  the  date  on  which  it 
expects  to  comply  with  this  increment  of  progress,  the 
reason  for  delay  and  the  measures  being  taken  by  the 
Industrial  User  to  return  the  construction  to  the  schedule 
established.  The  User  shall  follow  the  procedures  outlined 
in  40  CFR  403.12(b)  and  (c). 

(3)  Final  Report  on  Compliance:  See  Section  7(a)  of  this 
Article. 

Further,  when  an  Industrial  User  proposes  to  modify  an  existing 
Discharge  occurring  in  compliance  with  an  Industrial  Wastewater 
Discharge  Permit,  such  that  the  volume  and/or  concentration  of 
the  discharge  will  be  increased,  or  the  constituents  modified,  the 
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Industrial  User  shall  request  a  Permit  Modification  and  shall 
furnish  all  necessary  supporting  information  to  the  POTW 
Superintendent.  This  requirement  for  notification  specifically 
includes  notification  for  changes  in  discharge  of  hazardous 
waste  pursuant  to  40  CFR  403. 12(p). 

The  terms  and  conditions  of  the  permit  may  be  subject  to 
modification  by  the  town  during  the  term  of  the  permit  as 
Federal.  State  or  local  pretreatment  limitations  or  requirements 
are  modified  or  other  just  cause  exists.  The  Industrial  user  shall 
be  informed  of  any  proposed  changes  in  his  permit  at  least  30 
days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  change,  any  changes  or  new 
conditions  in  the  permit  shall  include  a  reasonable  time  schedule 
for  compliance. 

(d)        Permit  Conditions  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  as 
well  as  Waste  Hauler  discharge  Permits  shall  be  expressly  subject 
to  all  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  any 
amendments  thereto,  and  all  other  applicable  regulations,  user 
charges  and  fees  established  by  the  Town.  Permits  may  contain 
the  following: 

(1)  The  unit  charge  or  schedule  of  user  charges  and  fees  for 
the  wastewater  to  be  discharged  to  a  community  sewer; 

(2)  Limits  on  the  average  and  maximum  wasterwater 
constituents  and  characteristics.  Permits  for  all 
Significant  Industrial  Users  shall  include  all  applicable 
federal,  state  and  local  effluent  limits; 

(3)  Limits  on  average  and  maximum  rate  and  time  of 
discharge  or  requirements  for  flow  regulation  and 
equalization; 

(4)  Requirements  for  design,  installation  and  maintenance  of 
monitoring  and  sampling  facilities  and/or  technology 
required  to  meet  a  pretreatment  standard; 

(5)  specifications  for  monitoring  programs  which  may 
include  sampling  locations,  frequency  of  sampling, 
number,  types  and  standards  for  tests  and  notification 
and  recordkeeping  requirements  and  reporting  schedule; 

(6)  Compliance  schedules, 

(7)  Statement  of  applicable  civil  and  criminal  penalties; 

(8)  Other  conditions  as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Town  to 
ensure  compliance  with  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 

(9)  Permits  for  all  significant  Industrial  Users  shall  at  a 
minimum  incorporate  provisions  (2)(5)(6)  and  (7)  as  well 
as  a  statement  of  duration  and  non-transferability  as 
outlined  in  Article  VI  (6)(be)  and  (0  of  these  Rules  and 
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Regulations. 


(e)  Permit  Duration  Permits  shall  be  issued  for  a  specified  time 
period,  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  years.  A  permit  may  be  issued  for 
a  period  less  than  five  years  or  may  be  stated  to  expire  on  a 
specific  date.  The  Industrial  User  shall  apply  for  permit 
reissuance  a  minimum  of  180  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the 
User's  existing  permit. 

(f)  Permit  Transfer  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  are 
issued  to  a  specific  Industrial  User  for  a  specific  operation.  A 
wastewater  discharge  permit  shall  not  be  reassigned  or  transferred 
or  sold  to  a  new  owner,  new  User,  different  premises,  or  a  new  or 
changed  operation.  Any  succeeding  owner  or  User  must  apply  to 
the  POTW  Superintendent  for  a  new  or  modified  Industrial 
Wastewater  Discharge  Permit. 

Section  7.  Reporting  Requirements  for  Permittee 

(a)  Final  Compliance  Date  Report  Within  90  days  following  the 
date  for  final  compliance  with  applicable  Pretreatment  Standards 
or,  in  the  case  of  a  New  source,  following  commencement  of  the 
introduction  of  wastewater  into  the  POTW,  any  Industrial  User 
subject  to  Pretreatment  Standards  and  Requirements  shall 
submit  to  the  POTW  Superintendent  a  report  indicating  the 
nature  and  concentration  of  all  pollutants  in  the  discharge  from 
the  regulated  process  which  are  limited  by  Pretreatment  Standards 
and  Requirements  and  the  average  and  maximum  daily  flow  for 
these  process  units  in  the  Industrial  User's  facility  which  are  limited 
by  such  Pretreatment  Standards  or  Requirements.  The  report  shall 
contain  all  information  required  under  40  CFR403. 12(d).  The 
report  shall  state  whether  the  applicable  Pretreatment  Standards 

or  Requirements  are  being  met  on  a  consistent  basis  and,  if  not, 
what  additional  O&M  and/or  pretreatment  is  necessary  to  bring 
the  User  into  compliance  with  the  applicable  Pretreatment 
Standards  or  Requirements.  The  Final  Completion  Date  Report 
must  include  the  certification  statement  outlined  at  40  CFR  403.6 
(a)(2)(ii)  and  be  signed  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the 
User  as  required  by  40  CFR  403. 12(1)  as  well  as  contain  a 
certification  by  a  qualified  professional  as  required  by  40  CFR 
403.12(b)(6). 

(b)  Periodic  Compliance  (Self- Monitoring)  Reports  Any  Industrial 
User  subject  to  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  after  the 
compliance  date  of  such  Categorical  Pretreatment  Standards,  or 
in  the  case  of  a  New  Source,  after  commencement  of  the 
discharge  into  the  POTW,  shall  submit  to  the  superintendent 
twice  annually,  unless  required  more  frequently  in  the 
Pretreatment  Standard  or  by  the  POTW  Superintendent,  a  self- 
monitoring  report  (in  accordance  with  the  format  and  instructions 
issued  by  the  POTW  Superintendent)  indicating  the  nature  and 
concentration,  of  pollutants  in  the  effluent  and  flow  which  are 
limited  by  such  Pretreatment  Standards.  Dates  on  which  self- 
monitoring  reports  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  superintendent  will 
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be  noted  on  the  user's  Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permits  . 

All  Significant  Noncategoncal  Industrial  Users  are  required  to 
submit  to  the  POTW  at  least  once  even,  six  months,  a  description 
of  the  nature,  concentration,  and  flows  of  the  pollutants  required 
to  be  reported  by  the  POTW. 

All  Periodic  Compliance  Monitoring  Reports,  for  Categorical  as 
well  as  non-Categorical  Industrial  Users,  shall  contain  the 
certification  statement  outlined  at  40  CFR  403. 6(a)(2)(H)  and  be 
signed  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  user  as  required  by 
40  CFR  403.12(1). 

(c)  If  sampling  performed  by  an  Industrial  User  indicates  a  violation, 
the  user  shall  notify  the  Town  within  24  hours  of  becoming  aware 
of  the  violation.  The  User  shall  also  repeat  the  sampling  and 
analysis  and  submit  the  results  of  the  repeat  analysis  to  the  Town 
within  30  days  after  becoming  aware  of  the  violation,  except  the 
Industrial  User  is  not  required  to  resample  if: 

(I)        The  town  performs  sampling  at  the  Industrial 
User  at  a  frequency  of  at  least  once  per  month, 
or 

(ii)       The  Town  performs  sampling  at  the  User 

between  the  time  when  the  User  performs  its 
initial  sampling  and  the  time  when  the  User 
received  the  results  of  this  sampling. 

(d)  Recordkeeping  Requirements  Industrial  users  shall  maintain 
records  of  monitoring  activities  for  a  minimum  of  three  years  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  40  CFR  403. 12(o).  This 
period  shall  be  extended  during  the  course  of  unresolved  litigation 
or  when  requested  by  the  POTW  or  Agency  having  jurisdiction 
over  discharges  to  the  receiving  waters. 


Section  8.  Pretreatment  Users  shall  provide  necessary  wastewater  treatment  as 
required  to  comply  with  these  Rules  and  Regulations  and  any  applicable  Pretreat- 
ment Standards  Users  shall  achieve  compliance  with  all  Federal  Categorical 
Pretreatment  Standards  within  the  time  limitations  as  specified  by  the  Federal 
Pretreatment  Regulations.  Any  facilities  required  to  pretreat  wastewater  to  a  level 
acceptable  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  provided,  operated,  and  maintained 
at  the  User's  expense.  Detailed  plans  showing  the  pretreatment  facilities  and 
operating  procedures  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  review, 
and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  before  construction  of  the  facility.  The 
review  of  such  plans  and  operating  procedures  will  in  no  way  relieve  the  User 
from  the  responsibility  of  mocUfying  the  facility  as  necessary  to  produce  an 
effluent  acceptable  to  the  Board  under  the  provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations. 
Any  subsequent  changes  in  the  pretreatment  facilities  or  method  of  operation 
shall  be  reported  to  and  be  acceptable  to  the  board  prior  to  the  User's  initiation  of  the 
changes. 

Section  9.  Pretreatment  Violations  Publication  The  Town  shall  annually  publish 
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in  the  largest  local  daily  newspaper  a  list  of  Industrial  Users  which  were  in 
Significant  Noncompliance  with  applicable  Pretreatment  Requirements  or  Standards 
at  least  once  during  the  12  previous  months. 

Section  10  Confidential  Information  Confidentiality  of  business  information  and 
public  information  requests  will  be  treated  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  in 
40  CFR  Part  2  and  any  amendments  thereto. 

Information  and  data  on  a  User  obtained  from  reports,  questionnaires,  permit 
applications,  permits  and  monitoring  programs  and  from  inspections  shall  be 
available  to  the  public  without  restriction  unless  the  User  specifically  requests  at 
the  time  of  the  submission  and  is  able  to  demonstrate  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Town  that  the  release  of  such  information  would  divulge  information,  processes 
or  methods  of  production  entitled  to  protection  as  trade  secrets  of  the  User. 

Wastewater  effluent  constituents  and  characteristics  will  not  be  recognized  as 
confidential  information  and  shall  be  available  to  the  public  without  restriction. 
All  information,  including  confidential  information,  shall  be  made  available  to 
the  EPA  and  other  governmental  agencies  having  jurisdiction. 

If  no  claim  is  made  at  the  time  of  submission,  the  Town  or  EP  may  make  the 
information  available  to  the  public  or  governmental  agency  without  further 
notice.  If  a  confidentiality  claim  is  asserted,  the  information  will  be  treated  in 
accordance  with  the  procedure  in  40  CFR  Part  2  (Public  Information). 

Section  1 1 .  Charges  and  Fees  To  provide  for  the  recovery  of  costs  from 
Industrial  Users  of  the  Town's  POTW  for  the  implementation  of  the  industrial 
pretreatment  program  established  herein,  the  Town  may  adopt  charges  and 
fees  as  follows: 

(a)  fees  for  monitoring,  inspections  and  surveillance  procedures; 

(b)  fees  for  reviewing  accidental  discharge  procedures  and 
construction; 

(c)  fees  for  permit  applications; 

(d)  charges  to  cover  the  cost  of  consultant's  services  required 
to  carry  out  the  review  of  specific  applications  for  industrial 
wastewater  discharges, 

(e)  fees  for  consistent  removal  (at  the  POTW)  of  pollutants 
otherwise  subject  to  Federal  Pretreatment  Standards; 

(f)  other  fees  as  the  Town  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  contained  herein. 

These  fees  relate  solely  to  the  matters  covered  by  the  industrial  pretreatment 
program  and  are  separate  from  all  other  fees  chargeable  by  the  Town,  such  as 
sewer  entrance  fees,  sewer  user  charge  fees,  etc." 

Under  Article  VIII  -  Permits  and  Inspection,  revise  Section  1  to  read  as  follows: 

"There  shall  be  three  (3)  classes  of  building  sewer  permits:  (a)  residential  or 
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mixed,  (D)  commercial  semce.  and  (c)  for  service  to  establishments  producing 
Industrial  Wastes  In  any  case,  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  make  application  on 
a  special  form  furnished  by  the  Town.  The  permit  application  shall  be  supplement- 
ed by  any  plans,  specifications  or  other  information  considered  pertinent  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  authorized  representative.  An 
inspection  fee,  in  the  amount  determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  for  residential, 
commercial  or  industrial  building  sewer,  as  well  as  the  applicable  Sewer  Entrance 
Fee  (as  described  under  Article  II),  shall  be  paid  to  the  Town  at  the  time  the  applica- 
tion is  filed.  Additional  inspection  charges  may  be  assessed  in  accordance  with 
Section  10  of  this  Article. 

Under  Article  X  -  Penalties,  revise  Section  2  to  read  as  follows: 

"Any  person  found  to  be  violating  any  provision  of  the  Regulation  or  any 
provision  of  a  discharge  permit  shall  be  liable  for  a  civil  penalty  of  up  to 
$5,000  for  each  violation  or  the  maximum  provided  under  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws.  Each  day  on  which  a  violation  shall  occur  or  continue  shall 
be  deemed  a  separate  and  distinct  offense.  In  addition  to  the  penalties  herein, 
the  Town  may  recover  reasonable  attorneys'  fees,  court  costs,  court  reporters ' 
fees  and  other  expenses  of  litigation  by  appropriate  suit  at  law  against  the 
person  found  to  have  violated  these  Rules  and  Regulations  or  the  orders,  rules, 
regulations,  and  permits  issued  hereunder." 

Insert  the  following  after  Section  3  of  Article  X  -  Penalties. 

Section  4.  Revocation  of  Permit.  Any  Industrial  User  who  violates  the  following 
conditions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations  or  applicable  state  and  federal 
regulations,  is  subject  to  having  his  industrial  wastewater  discharge  permit 
revoked  in  accordance  with  the  procedures  of  Section  5  of  this  Article: 

(a)  Failure  of  a  User  to  factually  report  the  wastewater 
constituents  and  characteristics  of  his  discharge; 

(b)  Failure  of  the  User  to  report  significant  changes  in 
operations,  or  wastewater  constituents  and  characteristics; 

(c)  Refusal  of  reasonable  access  to  the  User's  premises  for 
the  purpose  of  inspection  or  monitoring, 

(d)  Discharge  of  harmful  substances  as  per  Article  X 
Section  6  or  repeated  instances  of  accidental 
discharges  (Article  VI,  Section  4);  or 

(e)  Violation  of  conditions  of  the  industrial  wastewater 
discharge  permit." 

Existing  Section  4  of  Article  X  should  be  renumbered  Section  5.  In  the  first  sentence  of 
this  section  which  begins  "The  person  to  whom..."  change  the  reference  "pursuant  to 
Article  VII,  Section  I,..."  to  "pursuant  to  Article  X,  Section  1,..." 

Insert  the  following  new  sections  after  Section  5  of  Article  X: 

Section  6.  Suspension  of  Services  The  Town  may  suspend  the  wastewater 
treatment  service  and/or  an  Industrial  Wastew  ater  Discharge  Permit  of  an 
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Any  user  notified  of  a  suspension  of  the  wastewater  treatment  service  and/or  the 
Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  shall  immediately  stop  or  eliminate  the 
discharge.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  of  the  user  to  comply  voluntarily  with  the 
suspension  order,  the  Town  shall  take  such  steps  as  deemed  necessary  including 
immediate  severance  of  the  sewer  connection,  to  prevent  or  minimize  damage  to 
the  POTW  system  or  endangerment  to  individuals.  The  Town  shall  reinstate  the 
Industrial  Wastewater  Discharge  Permit  and/or  the  wastewater  treatment  service 
upon  proof  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  elimination  of  the 
non-complying  discharge. 

Section  7.  Legal  Action  If  any  person  discharges  sewage,  industrial  wastes  or 
other  wastes  into  the  Town's  wastewater  disposal  system  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  these  Rules  and  Regulations,  Federal  or  State  Pretreatment 
Requirements,  or  any  order  of  the  town,  or  commits  any  other  violation  thereof, 
the  Town's  Legal  Counsel  may  commence  an  action  for  appropriate  legal  and/or 
equitable  relief  in  the  appropriate  court." 

The  meeting  was  adjoined  and  the  warrant  dissolved  at  9:00  PM  and  so  declared  by  the 
Moderator.
